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INTRODUCTION TO VOLUME IT. 


Volitsie II covers a period commencing with the 
2:3rd April 1746, and ending with the 18th October 
of the same year— something under six months— 
and yet the record of this brief space of time forms 
a volume as large as that of the preceding nine yeans 
and seven months, and contains but little in the way 
of petty details. 

The central point of interest in the portion 
of the Diary now placed before the reader is the 
capture of Madras by the French. Close around 
this lies the record of what occurred in connection 
with that event, immediately' before and after it took 
place, and of the quarrels and jealousies which the 
appearance of de la Bourdon nais on the scone caused 
between him and Dupleix, I venture to think that, 
the vivid descriptions of these latter which this 
contains, and the apparently truthful accounts which 
Ranga Pillai gives of his conversations with Dupleix 
regarding de la Bourdonimis, will prove of interest j 
and nmy, perhaps, in a measure assist in clearing 
points upon which history seems uncertain. Apart 
from the seizure of Madras, of which, as the diarist 
was not a spectator of it and had no one on the 
spot to furnish him with particulars, lie has given 
but a brief account, much that is interesting, and in 
some cases amusing, is reoorded by bim. 
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It is evident that, although he had not yet Ihjati 
appointed chief dubash at the date on which the 
present volume closes, he had then become a power 
in Pondicbery, and had gained the confidence of its 
Governor to an extraordinary degree. That this 
latter was the case, is evidenced not only by the 
way in which Dnpleix sent for and consulted him 
on all manner of subjects, including his private 
affairs, but also by the unreserved tone in which he 
conversed with, him regarding de la Bourdonnais, 
and the freedom of speech in which he indulged 
when doing so. 

Range Pillar writes, at some length, in an enter¬ 
taining and instructive manner, and with shrewd 
comments thereupon, of the many intrigues which 
took place with regard to the appointment of chief 
dubash, ihe prominent paid which Madame Dupletx 
assumed in these, and the unblushing way in which 
she bargained for bribes to herself and her husband. 

Id addition to matter of this nature, there will 
bo found in this volume much that is illustrative of 
the men and manners, both European and Native, of 
the India of the period to which it relates. 

[ trust that, it will be acknowledged by those 
who read it, and have perused its predecessor, that 
the promise which I held out in the general intro¬ 
duction at the beginning of the latter has, to some 
degree at any rate, been redeemed.

Akahaya .—At 11 this day, the following took place 
at the Governor*g house, Several of the traders 
who were confined in the court-prison, had been 
discharged after they had executed agreements, and

Guvindan, the son of deal Raman p and asked him 
what benefit he and the others had derived from 
their refractory conduct* He replied: “ We have 
sustained heavy losses and have been, to a groat 
extent, ruined. In consequence of this wo lost our 
senses ? and brought on ourselves all this trouble/ 

On this the Company T s merchants and I pleaded hard 
on behalf of the traders, entreating the Governor wtm 

tyn H'n 

to overlook their foolish conduct, and grant theiu 
their liberty. We succeeded in obtaining their 
release. Subsequently, they and the Company’s 
merchants petitioned the Governor for the discharge 
of Dfivum Tandavarayan, and Rangau, the younger 
brother of Gdvindan, who had been imprisoned for 
making false complaints. In reply, he said that 
this matter did not rest with him, as it more or 
less concerned me, against whom they and all the 
traders had complained to the Councillors, and 
that this case was unlike the other in which he had 
ordered the traders, who were answerable to him 
only, and had to execute agreements to him alone, 
to be set at liberty. I then approached the Gov¬ 
ernor, and interceded with him for the release of 
the two men. I begged him to order this for my iirtJVi 1

■lonhauiK. urtJcaLlut storehouse, after having paid a visit to the 
Governor, Arudlchala Chetti and Ranga TiDai, the 
Governor’s accountant, visited me. We conversed 
on various subjects, such as the rumours current in 
the town, the prospect of the arrival of the trade 
ships from France, the measures which it would be 
necessary to take in the event of their coming, the 
debt to the Governor of the baaaar-keepers, and their 
so*oiiifu refusal to pay arrears. The four official accountants

just then went past on their way to the Governor, 
who hod summoned them. We conjectured that he 
must have sent for them in connection with some

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complaints from the paddy merchants. After a 
brief interval, all tie- four men—Azliaga Pillai, 
llangu Pillai, Muruga PilLti, and Tiruchalvuriyaii— 
returned, sal down by uir, atid said; “The Gov¬ 
er uor sent, for us, and gavu orders that in future 
all persona bringing grain into the town should 
store it in the market, and dispose of it there; that 
even if it was intended for private consumption, half 
of the quantity should be exposed in the market, 
and sold, anil that nothing should be taken to any 
one’s house without your permission, tie further 
said that he would not listen to the words of any 
one else.” On this I asked them what complaints 
had, led the Governor to call them together, and 
issue such a command. Mu ruga Pillai upon this 
told me that, it was all doe t o him. ! talked io them 
for some lime ou general subjects, and after this they 
departed. The Governor then summoned Tnnnppa 
Mudali, and bade him send for the measurers. 
Kuluppaiyau was brought before liiin, and he stated 
that whenever paddy was taken by an official account¬ 
ant it was usually under measured to the extent of 
about a fourth. Chinua Moduli, who interpreted 
this to the Governor, represented that the paddy 
would bo under measured by about a quarter. The 
Governor then asked him whether a handful was 
deducted for mendicants and charitable purposes. 
He replied that it was a, longstanding custom to 
devote one to charity, and that if beggars were 
actually proscut they were given something by way 
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of alms- The Governor thereupon directed that in 
future the pi Idv merchants should not he compelled 
to part with any portion of their grain, either 
for mendicants or for charitable purposes, it being 
entirely left to thorn to contribute anything that they 
might, think fit; and that as neither the official ac¬ 
countants nor others wore entitled to anything over 
and above the prescribed standard, under measure¬ 
ment would in future not be allowed, and tho 
measurer in fault, would he liable to punishment. 
At this moment, M. do Bausset, tho Company's 
chief accounting officer happened to visit the Gov¬ 
ernor, who as soon as he arrived read to him the 
contents of a petition forwarded in the morning hy 
the Deputy Governor. It being unnecessary Ui 
transcribe all the facts set forth in this the salient 
points of it are given below :— 

11 The paddy brought into the town is purchased 
wholesale—for from 10 to 20 pagodaa—by all the 
p fficial accountan ts. They moreover under measure it 
to the extent of about a fourth. In times of scarcity, 
they charge a premium of 2, 3, or 4 fa hams on 
each pagoda, according to the exigencies of intend¬ 
ing purchaser a, and then order the measurers to 
issue the required quantity. The profit thus made 
is divided between M de Bausset and the account¬ 
ants. in tho proportion of 2 to L Farther, they 
tako away a sackful of paddy under the plea of its 
being a charitable contribution for paupers and 
be^<mxs. Tho rice merchants being thus defrauded by 
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undermeasuremente, and by demands for charitable 
contributions^ and being deprived of all liberty to sell * 
according to their pleasure grain upon which they 
have paid the necessary tax, comphiin that much lll+ ' |t ' 
injustice is prevalent here, and refuse to bring in 
supplies. In consequence of this people are unable 
to procure the necessaries of life, suffer distress, and 
fec-l aggrie vei l. The c on due t. of M . d e Ba u sset a ud 
the accountants has brought discredit upon the ad¬ 
ministration of justice. Of the latter, three are good 
men, but the other, Muruga Filial, is an unprincipled 
fellow. The frauds perpetrated by this individual 
are numerous. Feriyanua Mudali, the accountant 
employed under M. ile Bnussei, and his interpreter S*T lnB3# 
Kanakappan, a man oi theChetti caste, monopolise 
the trade in food-stuff3 brought into the town, and 
divide between them all the profits made thereby* 
Aniiiachala Chetti has, under cover of the name of 
Kunga Pillai the Governor’s accountant, stocked his 
granary with paddy worth 600 pagodas.” 

Having finished reading the paper, the Governor 
indignantly asked M- de Bausset why, when such £££“* 
misdoings on the part of bis establishment existed, 
he had neglected to institute inquiries. Ho replied i 
“As regards the dishonest conduct laid at my 
door—let the other matters in the petition remain 
unchallenged—if it can be proved that, f have re¬ 
ceived a single cash in the way of a bribe ; or any 
other illegal gratification, 1 am ready not only to pay 
to the Capuchins a fine of 300 pagodas, but am also 
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Cn*T. quite read) - to suffer dismissal from office/ When. 
— ' M. ile Bauaset had finished speaking, the Governor, 

,7M ' without further reference to the matter, observed : 
lioT.rnor « They say that of the four accountants, three ore 
K5L" good men, and the other, Mtiruga Pdlni, is bad, I 
have no doubt that this is true. It. is said in the 
petition tlmt this individual was in the days of 
M. Lenoir found guilty of a number of offences, and 
was dismissed the service. T his, also, is a fact. He 
is a wicked fellow, and a rogue.” After saying a few 
words further in disparagement of Muruga Pillai, he 
remarked that he was the cause of a host of troubles-

onv.Tnpr The Governor then turned to T&nappa Mudali, 
mmi>iunt. and told him to ask his accountant Ranga Piliai 
whether it was true that he and Arunachala Chetti 
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had each stored up grain to the value of 500 pagodas. 
The answer given by Rnngn Pillai was : " Does not 
the maintenance of granaries confer a benefit on 
tho town? Is it in any way prejudicial to the 
people ? Have wo not paid tho duties ? Has there 
been anj smuggling ? We did not steal it j neither 
ha vo we purchased stolen property. Wo spend out- 
own money, pay tho necessary taxes, and keep up 
the supply. There is no dishonesty in this* I may 
however mention that each of us 1ms not, as is 
alleged, stored paddy to the value of '>00 pagodas. 
A certain Roddi is in the habit of importing paddy 
worth 15i) pagodas once in two or three months 
in my name, depositing it in my granary, and 
disposing of it. gradually. Irrespective of this, I 
receive For my own consumption a supply of thirty 
bags of paddy% and Arumichalu Chetti one to the 
value of 50 pagodas. The permission of M. do 
Bausset lias been obtained, and the necessary tax 
has been paid. If anything beyond this can be 
proved, we may then be held to have offended 
against the Company'. These false accusations 
should be inquired into, anti the delinquents ade¬ 
quately punished/* This was the reply made by 
Armine ha la Chetti, as well as by Ranga Pijlai. The 
Governor thereupon directed Tanappa Mndali to 
make careful inquiry, and report whether this was 
the whole truth, and whether any tiling else could 
be elicited* He moreover summoned the official 
accountants, measurers, and all other subordinates, 
s von.

and directed that measurements should in future be 
uniform, that, oti no account should paddy be under 
or over measured, that no deduction should be made 
on account of charitable or religious objects unless 
the sellers of their own accord made a contribution, 
and that no ^orfc of compulsion should bo used to 
induce them to part with oven a single grain of rice 
for such purposes. He then dismissed them with 
a warning. 

As Muruga Pillai was not aware of all that subse¬ 
quently occurred, he that night communicated to 
M. de Handset the instructions of the Governor that 
in future all paddy brought into the town should be 
stored in the market, that not a grain of it should be 
taken horn-' by any one, unless with my permission, 
and that the orders of no other person should be 
attended to. M. de Bausset thereupon invented the 
story that the Governor had issued a command to 
this effect on seeing that bo was lenient towards 
Europeans, and permitted them to bring in, duty¬ 
free, 3d0 or 4 DO bags of paddy every day. The 
instructions of the Governor were of course based 
upon the revelations contained in the petition. But 
M. do Bausaet concealed this circumstance, stated 
that he was partial to Europeans, and falsely 
imputed the origin of the order to this misdemeanor 
on his part, as if this was a matter to be proud of. 
This was but in keeping with his character. He is 
fond of fathering on himself the acta of others, 
often with the result that he gains discredit. Not 
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leas than thirty or forty pages would bo necessary 
if I attempted to detail his evil qualities and reprobate 
conduct. I therefore refrain from doing this.

in the fort, had made away with some property 
belonging to the Company. The Governor ashed 
him if he could prove this. He replied that he 
would produce evidence, but required a party of ten 
of the Company’s peons to do to his bidding, lie 
said that he would take all the necessary steps to 
trace the stolen articles, and would report the result. 
Ton peons were accordingly given to hint. Ho re¬ 
paired very early—at about daybreak — to the house 
of Tadi Arunachalft Chetti, and asked him for a 
couple of pieces of long-cloth, to which tho latter 
replied tlint he had none by him. He then betook 
himself to the new house of Chaiidramnttu Pijlai, 
and asked him to open the room in which the goods 
qf Tadi AvunSchalam were stored. Chandra mutt u 
Pillai replied that he had not the keys, but. would 
send for them. He was 1 bus kept waiting for about 
two Indian hours. In the meanwhile, Tadi Aronl- 
ehnla Chetti arrived, and began to delay matters 
still further, by making complimentary speeches. 
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Venkatvsa Aiyau thereupon said in an over boar i tig 
tone : " Unless you procure the key, and open, the 
room at once, 1 shad have the lock forced by a 
blacksmith/’ The door was then opened, and 
entering the room. In* brought oat six packages, 
each containing ten pieces of coarse long cloth. 
He put these on the heads of six porters, and 
accompanied by them, went to the Governor- He 
deposited the parcels in the office-room, and inti¬ 
mated his arrival with I he property which he had 
seized. The Governor asked him who the persons 
implicated in this affair were, in reply to which he 
mentioned the names of fort accountant. ttamaiyan, 
the counting-house accountant Leg&iyan, and Tadi 
Arimlchata Chetfci. He suggested that these three 
individuals should be imprisoned in separate cells at 
the court-house, and added that this would lead to 
the discovery of mauy other misdeeds, 'I 'lie Gov¬ 
ernor accordingly ordered tlioir incarceration, as 
suggested by hiui. Venkat^sa Aiyan informed him 
that Tadi Arnnachula Chetti had purchased the three 
scores of piece-goods produced, at the rate of 40 
pagodas a score, a pagoda being equal to 24fanams ; 
and had deducted a brokerage of § pagodas for each 
score, as also 2 pagodas for charitable purposes 
, . . * The Governor upon this told him that 

inquiries would be made on the morrow concerning 
these matters, and bade him depart.

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Friday, m/t April /7*6\ or SOtk ChUitmi of 
-\kshu 0 . —To-day, at tho instance of Venkatfea 
Aiyan, the Governor ordered that Chandramuttu 
Pillai, and Muttukumaru Pillai tie accountant of 
Tadi Arauitchala Chotti, should be brought before 
him, Having got wind of this, the latter took, to 
flight, and escaped to Vsiuflr and Pilichapollam, Tlie 
other man hid himself in the town. When this 
became known to the Governor’s accountant Manga 
Pillai, he sent for Ohiuna Paras urania Pillai, and 
with his help saw Chandrnmuttu Pillai, to whom he 
gave the following advice : "Go to tho Governor ; 
tell him, without hesitation, that Tadi Arutiichalam 
has been renting your house for the last three 
years, that you are not aware of what ho may have 
kept there, or of what he may have taken away, and 
that you have no knowledge of anything concerning 
his goods.” Chaudramuttu Pillai accordingly made 
a statement to the foregoing effect to the Governor, 
who after hearing him, told hint that he might go. 
The man then went to Hauga Pillai, informed him of 
what had taken place, and went away congratu¬ 
lating himself that his Lead was saved. It was 
then reported to the Governor that the where* 
about* of Mttttukuinara Pillai, tho accountant of 
Tadi Aruinlchalam, could not be traced. To this he 
said “ Very well.” This information was furnished 
to me this evening by his accountant Manga Pillai, 
who further told me that the Governor had asked 
him when I was likely to present myself, and that 
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ho had answered that the boil in my ariupit hail not 
jet burst, but that it might do so to-morrow. 

For the last two or three days, owing to this boil 
and rheumaiic pains, I have paid no visits to the 
Governor. 


Saturday, SOlh April 17 W, or tUl Chit Hra\ of 
Aiohaya, —Diego the East Indian asked some infor¬ 
mation of LOgaiyan concerning a matter in which he 
had to interpret, ft is not known what he said, but 
at noon Venkatlsa Aryan, too, was committed to 
custody. He plotted the entire ruin of a family, and 
Heaven has brought this trouble on him. He has 
been the cause of the downfall of many. His super¬ 
ciliousness, his vaunts of having interviews with the 
Governor, and Lite contempt for others exhibited by 
him during the short time he was in authority have 
been such as to be beyond my powers of description. 
Monday, 2nd. May 1740 , or 23rd Ohitfirai oj 
SXESEr? Ak»hmjti .—In connection with the dispute which 
has arisen concerning llie property of the deceased 
Kauakaraya Mudali, T&nappa Moduli had agreed 
to pay to the Governor, M. Dupleix, u third part 
of the estate; which amounted to -i,000 pagodas. 
To Madame Dupleix was due, on a bond which she 
held, the sum of 3,200 * rupees, or t ,000 pagodas, 
and to M. Dupleix, on the bond in his favour, the 
sum of 0,000 : total 11,000 pagodas. Tanappa wont 
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to the Governor’s house this evening, at 8 o’clock, 
with this money in cash, and a bond undertaking 
to pay 1,000 pagodas more within ten days, lie 
gave the money and the bond to the Governor, and 
prostrated himself beforo him, saying: “ It is 
you, who have raised up ray house and family ; do 
with me as seems fit to you." 44 Well, rise up,” 
said the Governor, 41 is this not what you, of your 
own accord and free will, give for what l have done 
for you ? Have I compiled you to present to mo 
anything against your wish'” “No,” replied 
Tunappa Moduli, “ I give 1 his with all my heart. Can 
it bo in any way an adequate return for -what you 
have done for me? Nay; I am ready to become 
your slave.” I he Governor then advised him, if he 
wished to avert trouble, to without loss of time 
adopt his nephew as his heir, lie pointed cut to 
him the uncertainty of tlio life of man. “ See,” said 
he, “ how many troubles have cropped up owing 
to the sudden death of your elder brother.” Then 
he inquired of him whether his wife was in any* 
way opposed to his wish to adopt. “ No,” he 
replied, “they have till given their consent. Wo 
will bring this business to a conclusion in a very 
short time.” 41 The sooner you do so, the better j 
j*ou may now take leave," answered the Governor. 
Bidding him goodbye, we came away. 1 say «**', em¬ 
phatically, 1«‘cause l too was there. Subsequently’’ 
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I was sent for by the Governor, who instructed me 
to tell Lazar that he should personally apply to 
Madame Dupleii for the money due on a certain 
bond. 1 then retired, and joined Chinna Mudali, 
who had remained outside. I communicated to him 
what the Governor had told me. u See,” said he, 
4i what t he position of matters between husband and 
wife is when pecuniary transact ions are involved.” 
We then separated; he returning to his permanent 
place of residence, and l to mine. 

At S this morning, Yphkatfisa Aiyan was released 
from the prison to which he was consigned at noon 
the day before yesterday.

Mattaya.— The incident recorded below took place 
between 0 and 12 this day. The Governor sent 
for Rftmaiyan, the accountant at the fort, who 
lrnd been committed to the prison in the court* 
house, and said to him : “ Bid yon receive from 
the Company’s merchants three scores of piece- 
goods, enter them in the Company’s accounts, and 
sell them to Arunfichala Chet Li ? Is this true?” 
lie replied: (< It is, but I did not do so with 

any intention of defrauding the Company. Being 
pressed, I took the cloths as a loan, intending to 
return Them.” The Governor added: " There is 
yet another charge. Ton misappropriated cotton 
to the value of 120 pagodas, debiting it in the 
accounts, and obtaining it on the plea tliat It was 
required for the nae of the Company,” Uatnaiyau 
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replied ; “ 1 am absolutely innocent of this. The 
information given to you is false,” Producing a 
letter, the Governor said: “ Look here. Seo 
what is mentioned iu this. Why, in the face of 
these details, do you tell falsehoodsr ” Iiamaiyan 
replied: “ I was not concerned in this matter. It 
was the work of Fort Sinappaiyan. I have acknow¬ 
ledge of it ." Thereupon the Governor summoned 
Sinappaiyan, and without putting any questions to 
him, directed his incarceration in a cell at the 
court-house. The Company’s peons accordingly 
led him away to prison. 'J'he Governor thou sent 
for the old Company’s merchants ; and the follow¬ 
ing four persons-—namely—Ramaiyau, Yiraraguva 
Chotti, Adi Vtiraha Chetti, and (.'hidumbara Chetti, 
arrived, tie intimated to them that hereafter they 
should not supply to the Company any piece-goods, 
or cloths of any other description, unless the indent 
was signed by M, Cornet, and that no requisitions 
from any one else should be attended to. They 
said : “ be it," tuck leave of him, and departed. 
I. also, was with the Governor then, and with his 
] ter mission, returned homo at noon. 

Fort Subbuiyau, bis son, the son of iSiimppaiyan, 
ami the brother of Jlamniyan, visited me, acquainted 
me with all that had transpired, and told me in com¬ 
plimentary terms that the burden of protecting them 
lay oil me. Fort Subbttiynn further said to me— 
pointing to the sou of Stunpjtaiynn — : “These diffi¬ 
culties have arisen through this fellow Nfiramiyati. 
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If Ramaiyan has been guilty once* his fellow em¬ 
ploy^ have been ten times so, Nevertheless, the 
latter have manifested their spite against him by 
inducing Venkfltfisa Aiyan to report, his conduct to 
the Governor. I le consequently retaliated by bring¬ 
ing to his notice their delinquencies. Years ago 
our forefathers procured for their families the ap¬ 
pointments which wo at present hold. The time 
has now come for us to forfeit these.” Tie was sore 
at heart at what had occurred, It is reported that 
Mdriyappa Mutlali communicated the defalcations 
regarding cotton toM. Cornet, and that this gentle¬ 
man summoned Sinappaiyau, and bade him confess 
the truth, promising at the same time to arrange the 
matter; but that he disowned all knowledge of the 
transaction. It appears that the Governor sent for 
M. Cornet yesterday, and angrily asked him why, 
when there was a supply of Surat cotton in hand, 
lie neglected to make inquiry whether it was 
necessary to purchase this material for work in the 
fort. The Governor, it is said, further observed: 
** Whenever I inquire into affairs here, and attempt 
to rectify any short-comings that are noticed by mo, 
some of the Europeans unite, and charge me with 
being harsh and unjust, When frauds of this kind 
in the administration of the business of the Company 
are brought to light, how can I w ink at them r The 
priests of the church of St. Paul are thoroughly 
well posted in every rumour that is current, and 
have knowledge of every occurrence in the place. 
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Although the govern mo nt is in my bands, I get no 
such in formation. In view of the office which you 
hold, it devolves upon you to make inquiries into 
such matters. Your supervision is inefficient, and 
tilings have drifted into chaos.” Tho foregoing 
information was given to me by ilio sou of Fort 
Subbaijan who said that. M. Cornet had communi¬ 
cated it to Narauaiyati, the son of Siuappaiyan of 
the Fort, in lit 1 presence and that of others. 

In the course of the day, the wife of the Cov¬ 
entor summoned all the cloth merchants, and asked 
why they had closed their bazaars j whether any¬ 
body owed any money to them, or whether she had 
to pay anything; and what ilie reason for the 
action taken by them was. They replied : '* No one 
owes us anything. This being the day of Chittira- 
Faurnami * and a festival, we have closed our shops.’ 1 
Madame Dupleix thereupon said: <( lu future, you 
should not soil cloths to any person on promise of 
payment; not even to one iu my service. 1 f you have 
ever any representations to make, you may without 
hesitation come to me.” She then bade them depart . 

Two or three days ago, the Governor sent for 
M, de Baussd, and said : " Why are you resigning 
your appointment. The petit ion received was anony¬ 
mous, mid it was a young boy who handed it to a 
servant of the Deputy Governor. There is no hurry 
ns regards the step which you proi>ose taking. You 
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con ivoit for a few days” it. do Unit > set, however, 
would not consent to do this, and declined to serve 
any longer. Consequently, AI. do In Sells was tin* 
day appointed in his stead. 

The Governor sent for me to-day, and asked me 
whether the people of Madras were carrying away 
their property to places outside the limits of that town, 

I replied: *' In the month of Punguni [March] last, 
on a rumour that a French squadron was expected to 
arrive very shortly, they set a bom moving some, but 
subsequently, in the month of t'hittirni [April}, a 
ship which left England lost year arrived. This led 
them to infer that none from France could be on 
the way 10 India, For they argued that if any wore, 
this one would not have reached Madras. They 
have consequent]} ceased to remove their goods," 
The Governor, being filled with wrath, exclaimed 
sharply: “They will find, ere long, that our ships 
are coming." He then bade me send 100 rupees 
for the e.\|M*)i>es of the ship at Alambarai. 

The foregoing incidents look place this fore¬ 
noon. 

Wednisdaif, lltft Mat/ 77*6, w 1*1 V&igtU* <>/ 
Akshayi —The sound of guns fired at Fori St. David 
was heard this morning, and Iho following news was 
made known in Pondichery. Commodore Barnet, 
who had command of the entire English fleet sent 
out for warlike operations, fell ill, and died at 5 on 
the evening of Tuesday, the :J Lst of Chittirni [IOth 
May]. There was incessant firing of tho guns of 
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tin:' fort there as a mark of respect for the departed 
Commodore Xot only those on [and, but also 
those of tho sHijxs, were continually discharged. At 
Snt night on Mm same day, bis body was interred. 
From half-past it to *|uarter after S, the guns, both 
ashore anil aHord. kept up a continual tire. This was 
repeated next morning. Pit bln* opinion now says 
that the tide of victory will henceforward turn in 
favour of the French, a< if Inis hitherto flowed on 
the side of the English. In support of this view 
the following occurrences are mentioned : tin- death 
of Commodore 1 Barnet, the wreck, ten days ago, of 
an English ship at the mouth of the t’oleroon, and 
the imprisonment at Devikottai of the captain and 
about a do/jen sailors, who landing there, offended 
the people by slaughtering cows, and ill-treated 
them. These misfortune', coming one after another, 
me said to point to a deelino in the lurk of the 
English. So also, when fortune is favourable to a 
nation, we hoar that ii captured a ship hero, and a. 
ship there; that it gained a victory in one place, 
and thou one in another, When the scale turns wo 
bear, so they say, that a defeat was sustained here, 
and a not her there; that this man was killed at ono 
place, and that man at another. The popple of both 
Madras and I’ondhherv, moreover, see in the fact 
of the English having withdrawn the charter from 
their Company, a sign of diminishing prosperity. 
They assert that the Goddess of Fortune bus departed 
from Madras to take up her residence at Pondichery, 
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tuiil that the Goddess of Misfortune has gone in her 
stead from here io dwell at Madras. Preparations 
for war are being active!)' made at Pondichery. Two 
hundred bods, with mattresses, pillows, sheets, and 
other appurtenances, are now being provided in 
addition to former supplies. The Governor lias 
moreover ordered mattresses and sheets for the use 
of .1,000 men. Sheep, bullocks, and fowls, are being 
collected to serve- for food. Firewood is also being 
stored. The ramparts facing the sea have been re- 
jiiiired-anti the work of restoration is being pushed on 
with- Further, an incessant watch is maintained, 
both day and night. Seeing all these preparations 
going on, people say that the French ships may be 
expected almost directly. They pray God for their 
immediate arrival as a means of ensuring their 
safety. They say that as they have endured reverses 
for the post two years, they may look for a change 
of fortune in tho future. The public voice never 
lios. Lot us hope that God will protect tho people. 

I have written what has struck me. 

Thiirida&t d/tty 17 40, or Smt VaitjM nf 
Akdiai/a —This morning, l wont to the house of the 
Governor. Chiima Mudali, and Madanfmda Pandit, 
were interpreting to him the contents of a letter 
sent from Arcot by Subbaiyan. This stated that 
it was tho common talk that the carbuncle which 
Nawab Anwar-ud-dm Khan had on his back was 
healing, and that ho was pronounced out of danger; 
that Mohammad ’Alt Khun, the son of Anwar-wl-diu 
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Khan, hail marched to Kniidauftr, and had fought 
with the Mahratta chief Tlapoj L XAyakknn ; that 
victory rested with Muhammad 'All JQjfln and the 
Nrtwabs of Knudatifir and Cuddapah; that Bapoji 
Xayakkan had fled, and had encamped Jive miles 
from the field of battle; that throe elephants, five or 
six camels, a ml ton horses were captured in the Mah- 
riitta camp; auii that A root was now safe. The 
letter further stated that the Karvtdi Raja had sent 
mo a horse, a sword, and a dross of houour. The 
Governor, [ was told, asked them whether the 
Kfirrfti RfijA was a groat man. To this they re¬ 
plied that he was considered to be as influential a 
person&ge a s Via ■ liama X :i yakkn 11 . * T he Go vcrnor is 
reported to have said : “ Kvu polagumuit t ” meaning 
thereby " J am very glad to hear it.” I gathered 
these particulars from what they subsequently said 
to mo. 

After this. Chin uaMudali, pointing 1o Malaiyappu 
Mudali, told me that ho had hoard that this man had 
been writing for the last two or three days, with 
closed doors, | net it ions or something else ngtiinsi 
him, 4 * Now," he said, what is he going to write V 
What more can lie have to write, than that the deci¬ 
sion in their case lifts been unjust ": In this he is 
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aided by no others than MM. I>ul:mreus, Milan, ami 
I,o Main?.'* I relied : “Are they unacquainted with 
custom '■ Surely, they will not advocate his cause. 
It would bo mere madness if they move further 
in t| u , matter. A decision once arrived at stands 
for ever. A corpse is u corpse, and will not revive. 
Sow, take immediate measures to adopt an heir/' 
He replied that a hitch retarding its progress, 
had occurred in the matter. On my inquiring what 
it was he said; “You know that we adopted the 
child of rirucbelvaruynn, three days after its birth. 
Xow my sister will not consent that that child and 
mv nephew* Dhairyanadhau should both lie adopted. 
Hence the difficulty. What do you adviser'* 1 
asked him what Ms own intentions were. He 
replied . . . * 

Ttitsihijf, 17th Man 17W, or 7th Yaigfat of Ak- 
nhatja.--9>\s. days ago, the Kurvfiti Raja of Bomron- 
riija pHlaiyam sent me the following presents, viz.;

attending on him, and the persons who had brought 
the sacred offerings. As soon as we had taken our 
seats, they addressed me as follows : — 

“ The Rfytf speaks of you in highly compliment- i*«rinr 
ary terms. lie is anxious to secure your friendship, be * T ’ n '- 
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Ch*p, and constantly expresses the warmest attachment 
to you. Day and night he longs to see you, and 
for this purpose he proposes going on a pilgrimage 
SiX^ 1 ' to Efimfisvaram, so that lie may bo able to pay his 
respects to you on the way. He would much like 
that you should make a journey to the shrine at 
Tirupati, so that you could visit him there/’ 

They spoke at some length in this style, saying 
that they did so at the bidding of the Raj3. I then 
replied to them in fourfold more flowery language, 
expressing my regard, and affection for him. After 
this T was first presented with the sacred offerings 
from Silmvflsa Hwi’imi, and then with the four articles 
comprising the dress of honour, and the large 
dagger sent by the Riga Aiyfibirfllaiyan, and Srini¬ 
vasa Chari the son-in-law of my priest, then said, 
dub. in courteous forms : “ There is also a horse in

Wm - the street for presentation to you. He pleased 
to accept it." They added: “These four or five 
gifts were made to the Rljl by the Ni^fim about 
four or five months ago. The moment he received 
them, he determined that they should bo forwarded 
to you. He has accordingly sent them.” I replied 
Hiikpf in equally polite terms that God having willed that 

“fry* 1 should receive these presents, it appeared to me 

that my fortunate time had come. We exchanged 
civilities in this style for about half an Indian hour, 
and 1 then took leave of them. I supped at my 
village that night, and spent it merrily. On the 
following day, at about four Indian hours before 
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sunrise, tin? Brdhmans, the others who came from the 
Raja, anti I, set out for Pondichery, and reached my 
house at about fifteen minutes after sunrise, when 
the ris ing sign of the zodiac was Taurus. We went 
upstairs, where we all sat down. Betel ami nut were 
distributed to us there, after which the men sent 
by the Raja repaired to my indigo storehouse, where 
accommodation was provided for them. A iter fur¬ 
nishing diem with the necessary supplies, 1 ate some 
cold rice, proceeded to the Governor's house, and 
sal ule<l him. I saw, from his face, that he was 
not in his usual spirits. On this 1 w ithdrew, and 
meeting Tanappa Moduli, entered into talk with him 
on general topics. In the course of our conversation 
he said ; “ I forwarded iho key of mv storehouse to 
the widow of Kanakaraya Mudali, but she declined 
to receive it. She states that she will lake it only 
when sent by the Governor himself. It is reported 
that she and her friends are preparing some petition, 
and that they intend appealing U> the Council, 
alleging that the measures adopted with regard to 
the estate of her husband were carried out under 
compulsion from the Governor.’’ 1 replied : “ I 
also heartl a similar rumour t her statement that 
she would receive the key only when sent by the 
Governor, aud not otherwise, goes to confirm the 
suspicion that they are bent upon memorialising,” 
As Tdnappa Mudali shawl my opinion he requested 
me to go with him to the Governor to report the 
matter. I told him that this was not a suitable 
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time, and observed that we might see to it in the 
evening. 

This evening, Madame Dupleix sent, for me, and 
said; “In connection with the transaction with 
Madame Corilier, you gave me 1,250 rupees, together 
with interest at the rate of 10 per cent. Can I 
not get more than that ? ” I answered ; “ Had this 
been possible, would 1 not. already have sent the 
money V ” She replied : “ Very well.” After a brief 
interval she said : “ I am prepared lo make a loan. 
Ilo yon require it on interest?" J thanked her, and 
added : “ Mad nine, 1 have no need for money just 
now.'/' 

Tfinappa Mudali then came to me, and said: 
“ The Governor has arrived. Let us tell him 
now'." L replied: “ So be it.” We accordingly went 
towards him; he was smoking. As soon as he 
saw us I lo rose to his Foet, approached us, and ex¬ 
claimed : “ What is the matter Monsieur Rangappu/ 1 
I replied- “Kanakav&ja Mudali’s widow- has refused 
to receive the key of the house assigned for her 
use. She says that she will take it only when sent 
by you." He then summoned the mace*bearer, 
and addressing me said : “ Hand over the key to 
this man, and tell him that 1 have bidden him 
deliver it to Pedro's wife." [ accordingly gave fH 
mace-beaver the necessary instructions, and in the 
presence of the Governor placed the key in his hands. 
Tanappa Mudali then suggested to me that, f should 
communicate the rumour regarding the widow’s 
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appeal, and tie further steps which she proposed to 
take, I told him to do so himself. The Governor 
on this asked ns twice or thrice what the muttor of 
which we were talking was, Tinappa Mudali there¬ 
upon said: " Kanaka ray a Mm lull's widow and her 
brothers propose to prefer an appeal to tie Council, 
alleging that the existing decision as to the suit was 
the result of coercion on your part. 1 ’ The Governor 
turning to me, exclaimed : “ Is this t rue ? ,T 1 replied: 
“ Lazar has desired me to inform you that they run- 
tom plate doing this. I have also received, a hint to 
the same effect from one or two persons.” He then 
remarked: 11 Are not the parties on amicable terms 
now?” 1 answered: “If they were, what would 
bo the need for litigation, and why do they* require

Friday t 20th Slay 17 b$, or 10th Faigdsi of Ah- 
rhaya. — Tlit> following took place to-dny. At 4 
in the morning, 100 sailors who had belonged to the 
French ship which was captured by the English, 
fifty soldiers, and fifty Main* sepoys, mare bed for 
Kariksil by land, under the command of five officers 
mounted on horses. The men were well pro¬ 
vided with powder, ball, grenades, and all other 
munitions of war. The object of this expedition 
has not boon revealed; but from attendant, cir¬ 
cumstances, it. may be conjectured that the destina¬ 
tion of it is Taujore. intelligence hits been rere ived 
that the English have written to the Rfljft of 
Taujore to give battle by land, — they themselves 
undertaking to attack from the sea—, that they 
have agreed to bear all the expenses of the R£j3*s 
troops, and that, they are marching to Taujore. 
This conjecture is strengthened by the report made 
by the people who came from Cuddalore, which is 
to the same effect. The truth will be known as 
matters progress. 

This morning, the Governor asked me why 
I had not paid the money due to him. I replied 
that I would, at the end of Ani [beginning of 
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July], give 5,000 pagodas, and having entered into 
an oral agreement with him to that effect, earae 
away. 

Aifiurtif, Slit May 17*5, <»r Utk Vaxgfai of 
JJofiutya. —STothing noteworthy took place to-day 
before the Governor at the fort. M. Ihiqnesne^aud 
ten sepoys armed with muskets, started for KMkal. 

This afternoon at about Bidaiya Kwiimlyar, 
the chief of the matt* of Bommaiya pdlaiyara, 
quitted this world for Kaillsa.t Ho was installed 
in the year Hubhakritu [1723], and served twenty- 
four and odd years. During his tenure of office, all 
the subordinate ascetics were like so many Bulaiya 
Sw&mies,, each being an independent governor, They 
have ruined the institution, and brought discredit 
on it. What the character of his successor will be 
is not known. The disposition of the deceased 
was more that of a cow than a human being. Such 
was the will of God. 

This evening at half-past fi, MangaitayiJ and 
her daughters Papal, Ponu&chi, and Nanuachi, 
returned from Chingleput. 

Sunday, 8'hxd May 17*5, ur 18th Vait/dni of Ak- 
thaya .—A letter written on palmyra leaf sent, by 
Clunnav&uda Chotti from Negapatam, conveyed the 
following news.

11 p to the present by the divers has been a lakh 
of pagodas. The merchants who purchased the oys- *<£*«*» 
tars, and sold the pearls taken out of them, obtained 
a return of a hundred-fold. If they had waited for 
u mouth or two, and sold the pearls in the northern 
and western countries, they might have cleared 
two and-R-half or three times the amount of their 
outlay. The letter further stated that Arun&chala 
M ndal i the vo unger brother of Kalla Mudali, as KSEfaod 
well as the son of Kalla Mudali, and Chokkamldha 
Mudali the son of Mattu Mudali, together with the 
elder brother of the latter, had been conducted as 
prisoners to Tun jure where they had been fettered, 
and severely beaten, and that for the last ten days, 
preparations for defence were being made in the fort 
at Negapatam, guns were being mounted on the HmapituB, 
walls, the garrison was being strengthened, and 
military stores were being laid in. bike tidings ftflfB 
also brought by many travellers. The merchants too 
sav that they have received written communications 
to this effect. I have briefly recorded what 1 have 
heard on the subject.

flgjg—. him, evidently thiuk that a letter from them will 
be obeyed by us with trembling. For a bribe of ten 
rupees, these people will dash off a letter of recom¬ 
mendation. If we answer their communications, it 
will encourage them to Hood us with more such in 
connection with all the suite dealt w ith in this town, 
and we shall hardly have t ime to transact any other 
business.” The Governor agreed with me, and 
asked who this person was. E replied that he was 
the son of the Nawub, by a concubine, and that. 
4 -^utut he lived in a slum in Mylapore. He ordered Chi ana 
i» wjiij- au d Madumindu Pandit not to answer the 
letter; and when they had departed, he asked me 
wdiet.her the matter La which Arundchalam was 
concerned had been disposed of. I said that the 
money was being realized. I next entreated him, 
most earnestly, to give a favorable reply in Kfirikdl 
Tiruv^ogadam’a case, He said that as this man had 
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taken upon himself to swear to the falsehood of the 
bond given by the wife of Kiistflri Rangaiyan, he was 
110 longer fit to hold a post under the Company, He 
spoke of him in very angry terms indeed ; as though 
lie was smarting under the deceptions practised upon 
him by TiruvSngadam. To all his objections I 
re turned suitable explanations, and by the promise 
of a present I succeeded in appeasing his wrath, and 
in inducing him to consent to allow the man to 
resume his appointment. With regard to Madame 
Kwbvrier’s potation as to the disposal of a quantity 
of [Middy, I suggested his writing to M. Paradis for 
information. After this, I effected the release of 
Tiruv&igitdum from custody, and had everything 
amicably arranged. 

To-day, the Governor wrote a Letter to M. 
Paradis. 

Sunday, 29fit May 17 kO, or 19th Vaigdii of 
Akxhaya, —This morning, on his way from the 
church, where ho had attended service, M. Dupleix 
received a petition from Pip Chetti, the younger 
brother of V&kyuda Chetti of Lalapgttai, who was 
then under detention in the house ol the chief of 
the peons for a debt of Rs. 1,000 duo to the Gov¬ 
ernor, in connection with some goods which he had 
purchased. After he had read the paper, he sum¬ 
moned Ranga Pilki to his house, and asked him who 
PiUd Chetti was. Tie replied that he was a merchant 
of Ldkplttai, and that he was in confinement for 
some arrears due by him, which he explained. The 
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Governor then directed that he, as also the potty- 
bazaar merchants, should be brought before him. 
They were accordingly produced. He then sent his 
mace-bearer to call me. I was at my arena nut store¬ 
house, avid at once repaired to him* He instructed me 
to send for Lazar. When he arrived, the Governor 
called in PL1E Chetti, Arunltchnla Ohetli, and all the 
petty-bazaar men. He then caused the petition to 
be read out, and had the contents of it explained 
to them. It set forth that A ru nuchal a C'hetH and 
Accountant Runga PilLii had compelled the petitioner, 
to take their goods, on the pretence that they were 
those of the Governor, that lie hud asked them 
whether a man who had come to protect them, and 
to dispense even-handed justice, would resort to such 
an oppressive measure, that they thereupon kept 
him out in the sun, forcibly took the goods buck to 
their own houses, and sold them at, three-quarters 
of the cost price, that to meet the loss thus occa¬ 
sioned he was obliged to dispose not only of his own 
goods, but also his other private property; that 
the total amount thus realized being insufficient, he 
was detaiuod in custody, that he was an invalid and 
had owing to a paralytic stroke lost the power of 
speech, that he would die if left in prison, that, 
exclusive of brokerage, ho had paid Hie two accused 
a bribe of 1,600 rupees, that there were witnesses

—This evening at about H, with the object 
of procuring the release of Tadi Arurnkhalam, 1 
want, to the house of the Governor. [ was informed 
that ho was playing cards, and consequently betook 
myself to the arecanut storehouse, on the pial of 
which I sat down. I then saw two peons carrying 
letters from Surat to the Governor. Appu soon 
afte; informed me that a gazette and despatch from 
Franco had been received, and that the gazette was 
being read, J returned home pleased with the 
thought that there was a chance of being made 
acquainted with the state of affairs in Europe, and 
deferred to the morrow speaking to the Governor on 
behalf of Tadi AninUchalani. 1 shall record what

“ Xu rupees ?” I rejoined : “ In fa name. We have 
the equivalent of 3,201) rupee,-? in fanams — a rupee 
ommiw being reckoned n9 equal to eight fana-ms.” He an- 
swererl: ** Then lodge the amount with my accotmt- 
ESSS*" 1 ant,” l said that 1 would, and requested him to 
Bet AronStchalam true. He replied ; “ Wait. t )rdera 
will be issued. Deposit the amount with Banga 
n Pillai/ 1 I accordingly returned to the accountant 
iiudr." au d told him that the Governor had desired me to 
pay the amount to liim ; and as this was with him 
already, I requested him to communicate the receipt 
of 3,200 rupees, in Fuuams, to the Governor. In the 
meanwhile—this being a festival day—the Governor 
dressed and sot out for the church, to at tend service 
there. Sot being able to make the report, we two 
merely made our obeisances to him. He then got

depression ? According to the gazette, the King of iSSET*' 
France has placed n new sovereign on the throne of ij™i«*or 

„ . of 

England, and the old one is about to flee the country. & 
He, moreover, has subdued all the dominions of the 


Queen of Hungary, with the exception of the capital, 
and is consequently in high spirits. The French 
Company represented to the King that the English 
Company, although it had entered into an agreement 
tliat there should be no hostilities in India between 
the English ami French, had nevertheless sent out 
some men of war, and captured the French ships 
from China and Manilla, had in other ways caused 
11 uiunions losses to the French Company, and had 
thereby brought discredit on the French nation. 
The King, greatly enraged at this, addressed a 
despatch to the following effect to the States of 
Holland, catling, at the same time, upon the Dutch 
ambassador to write to his master a similar 
message: " When war was declared between the 
English and us, we informed you that, in view of your 
intimate connection with the former, you might bo 
prepared for hostilities with as. You then asserted 
that you would not favour them. On this we invited 
you to take our side, and fight against the English; 
but you declared that yon would be neutral. We 
then asked you whether you were not at heart friendly 
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CI 4 T. to the English, Your answer was, however, in the 
™' negative. When ibey basely took our ships, you 
purchased those, together with their cargoes. In 
«Mtas wbat way were you warranted in doing this ? i our 
f)£ Ml action shows that you are attached to the interests 
tigihni»'t nf \ be English* 1 ou must cither restore to us the 

ntiiti' ■ ' 11 f J 

ships and the value of their ladings, or declare war. 
The Company has consequently written to the 
Governor that the money would l» recovered. 
Another welcome piece of news is the receipt of 
>n ,, tn [ intelligence that ten ships from France are on their 
*»?'irfriD wav hither. In the face of favourable reports such 
as these, why should he be so dejected as ho is ? 
It, is difficult to account for it. Two or three cir* 
I'lmim- rums [a tic es occur to me, any one of which might 

(tossibly Irnvc occasioned this despondency in him. 
3SS& Firstly, there is the possibility of there being some- 
«■*»* thing prejudicial to him officially. Secondly, there 
was a rumour, about a month ago. that two com* 
missio tiers had been appointed to investigate certain 
allegations of misconduct brought, against him: 
this might possibly be the case. Thirdly, ha has, 
without the orders of the Company or the approval 
of the Council, expended immense sums of money 
from his own purse, in collecting materials for war. 
All his efforts will prove fruitless if the new King 
of England is crowned, and an end put to the 
war; and it is doubtful wlint view the Company 
would then take of the expenses which he has 
incurred. This apprehension may possibly weigh 
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upon his mi ml. I conclude that one of these three 
matters must be affecting his spirits. But Heaven 
know# what ho has actually at heart. When 
the ships arrive, everything will be manifest. 

X went from the arena nut storehouse to the 
place where the wedding of the daughter of my 
neighbour, Sdmaiyan, was being celebrated, and 
returned home at about 11. 

This afternoon at about 5, S&shdchala Chetti 
requested me to go with him for the purpose of 
inviting the sou of Kajatnta Chetti of K&rikfi], awl 
the son of Dorai Btilu Chetti of Xegapatam—the 
two men who are 10 marry his daughters—to [jar- 
take of food with him. I accordingly accompanied 
him to Sunguvar’s choultry, which is situated behind 
my garden-house, invited thorn, accepted the cloths 
presented to me, and reached my house at about 8. 

Thursday, 2nd June 1746, or 23rd V>ii$d*i »f 
Afisitapa. —I went this morning to the Governor’s 
house, and took a seat in the northern verandah, 
whore a sentinel was on guard. The Governor, as 
he was passing on his way to the office where 
M. Mathieu was making up accounts, saw me, and 
called out: “ Rangappa; come hero.” 1 went up, 
aud saluted him. He at once asked me if I had 
hoard the news from Europe. I replied: "Sir, 
the intelligence which f have received may bo partly 
true, and partly untrue. If you condescend to en¬ 
lighten me, I shall hear nothing but correct news.'' 
He said that as it was all in the gazette, it must by 
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whomsoever imparted to mu bo true. He then 
related to me the following with regard to the 
Rings of England :— 

hi 1G48, the paternal grandfather of the man 
who now claims to be king was King of England. 
Troubles then began, and a dispute occurred between 
him and the nation. The people rose in rebellion, 
anti beheaded their ruler. An individual, name un¬ 
known, who was a country gentleman, was appointed 
to succeed him, and as the sons of the behendud 
monarch, and the father of the man who now sets 
himself up as king, were both young, they hid them* 
solv« s in another country. Such being the state of 
affairs, the king who at present occupies the throne 
oppressed the people of Scotland and Ireland, and 
plundered them of all their wealth. This ho 
did with a view to enrich and strengthen Ilia own 
country. The merchants of both Scotland and 
Ireland lieing impoverished by his exactions, 
took counsol together; nud sent, a message to the 
sons of the beheaded king, who were in concealment 
elsewhere, inviting them to come over to their own 
country with an armed force, and promising to assist 
them to the crown, by dethroning the then king. 
Thereupon, these people repaired to the King of 
France, and made him acquainted with all their 
affairs, II© took them under his protection. Ho 
afterwards wrote secretly to the merchants of 
Scotland and Ireland, and secured their help. They 
were all waiting for a good opportunity. 
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Prior to this, the Emperor of Austria had died. 
Hu left no son to succeed Mm. Qts daughter, the 
Queen of Hungary, however, seized all the domin¬ 
ions of the empire. The Duke of Bavaria who, 
in the absence of a son, claimed the throne a a the 
heir of the deceased Emperor, sought the help of 
the King of France, and agreed if he would help 
him to become Emperor, to deliver Flanders, which 
lies next to Holland, into his hands. With the 
assistance of 60,000 soldiers, furnished to him by 
the King of France, the Duke of Bavaria advanced 
with his own army, deposed the Queen of Hungary, 
and became Emperor. The Queen of Hungary was 
provoked at the conduct of the King of Franco, 
because he had helped the Duke with 60,000 of 
his troops, and was instrumental in making him 
Emperor, and she accordingly declared war against 
France. Whilst the war between her and the French 
was in progress, the English sent troops to aid 
the former. As these then fought against those of 
France, the king of that country became enraged. 
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and declared war against England. The French c««-~ 

^ L riih-nk war 

took possession of Jamaica, which was the source to 
the English of a revenue of six or seven crores,* 
and further captured various cities and towns in the 
dominions of (he English. The King of France 
also incited the claimant to the English throne to 
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skirt oil liirf contemplated expedition, and assisted 
him with troops. The latter proceeded with his 
undertaking, the merchants and other inhabitants 
of Scotland and Ireland coming forward to receive 
him, and treating him with all the respect due to 
kings. They made him the ruler of their country, 
and fought against the King of England, whose 
capital is London. Thereupon, some people in 
London sent a mess ago to the recently arrived king 
declaring tint they were ready to obey him. 

Taking into consideration all tb'-se things, the 
then occupant of the English throne arrived at the 
conclusion that he had no prospect of success, and 
gathering together all his pjffects, he made ready to 
retreat to where he had previously resided. The 
setting in of winter has interrupted military opera¬ 
tions, As this communication was written at that 
time it is not now exactly known whether he has 
succeeded in making Jus escape, or has fallen into 
the hands of his enemies. 

As there is no King of Holland, the people of 
that country have put themselves under the protec¬ 
tion of the King of England, and have been assisting 
the English, ia this time of trouble, with men and 
money. The Dutch have thus been carrying on 
their government with the help of England. The 
new king was not countenanced by them: they 
retained their allegiance to the old one, and took 
the necessary precautions to hinder the former 
being installed on tho throne. The affairs of the 
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Dutch will therefore not rim so smooth I j as cii.u-. 
before, and their country will gradually fall into 
decay. Moreover* their power has been crippled for nJ,^ 1 ' 
the territory oF the Emperor which borders on 
Holland has been occupied by the French, who have 
also seized many of the possessions of the English. 

As the Dutch ships bound for Holland will neces¬ 
sarily have to pass the shores of Flanders, along 
which are forts garrisoned by French soldiers, they 
will at once be captured. Being thus beset with 
dangers and difficulties on all sides, the Dutch are 
dispirited, and feel that their power is declining. 

The gazette further states that the King of cunir 
Franee has seized all the possessions of the Queen ffij jf*”* 
of Hungary, with the exception of her capital, and 
that, haring regard to his various conquests, there 
is no other king in Europe enjoying so much 
glory, renown, and happiness as he does. 

The gazette, too, says: “Five vessels — three 
beiug the property of the French Company trading 
to China, one belonging to M. de la Bourdonuaisand 
returning from that country, and the last one from 
Manilla, were captured by the English, taken by 
them to Batavia, and sold to the Dutch. This was 
made by the Company the subject of a complaint to 
the King of France, and it further took exception to 
the conduct of the English in the East, in capturing 
French ships. The king was enraged, and sent an 
ambassador to the Dutch with ins tract ions to deliver 
the following ultimatum: ' You promised us not to 
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aid the English. How, then, when they captured 
certain vessels of ours, and brought them to you For 
sale, could you knowingly have purchased them? 
We demand immediate payment of the value of the 
China ships, the outlay incurred in that country for 
the cargoes, the profit, which would probably have 
been realized by the sale of t hus a in France, and the 
charges for establishment, etc. connected therewith; 
ns well as the restoration of the treasure laden in 
the Manilla ship, together with her value, and the 
expenses incurred in connection therewith. If our 
request is not complied with immediately after com* 
inn ideation of it by our ambassador, wo declare war.’ ” 
Thus there is every hope of the money shipped from 
China and Manilla being regained. 

“ In such terms,” said the Governor to me, “ the 
gazette recounts the political events of Europe." 
I have written down briefly, and in a few words, 
what appeared to me the most interesting parts of 
his story. When he had completed his narrative, 
I told him that because the English had behaved 
to the dissatisfaction of the French here, God had 
prepared exceeding trouble for them at the very 
fountaindiead in Europe, 1 further expressed 
myself in terms calculated to please and conciliate 
him. lie was gratified, and spoke disparagingly of 
the English, lie asked, what would be the fate of 
the English ships of war, which bid been making 
so much fuss, and domineering here, with what confi¬ 
dence those who maimed them could cruise on these 
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seas, and how they proposed to return to Europe. 
I struck in with him, and repeated to the echo his 
taunts regarding the English. My words infused 
vast joy into the heart of the Governor, who 
dwelt on the history of France. He explained 
to me the constitutional history of England, and 
lold me that the King of that country possesses no 
power, and has to be subject to and obey the man¬ 
dates of the English Parliament, that as he is thus 
devoid of authority, once every forty or forty-five 
years the reigning sovereign is deposed, and another 
raised to the throne, and that this is the law obtain¬ 
ing in the English kingdom. Upon this I said to the 
Governor : “ During your lifetime you have seen the 
deposition of one king, and the accession of another, 
and now the second monarch is deposed, and the 
son of the former ruler has come to the throne.” 
“ Such things,” i continued, “happen because the 
reigning sovereign has no semblance of power; 
all of which is exercised by the Parliament, which 
oau at will depose one king, and raise another to 
the throne.” “ It is true,” remarked the Governor; 
“during the last 200 years this has happen'd five 
times,'’ “ You have told me these many things,” said 
I to him, “and now please inform me, when the 
ships from France are exacted here, as ! am in the 
dark regarding this.” He smiled, made a gesture 
with his hand as if to stop my speaking, and took a 
pace or two. "Sir," I continued, “your discourse 
has all this time filled my ears with delight, and my 
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soul with rapture. If you would but boll mo good 
news ns to when the ships are to be looked for, I 
c oold k now do greats r j oy. ” On heari ug mem press 
myself thus, the (I over nor turned round, and said : 
(i In seven or eight days more they will arrive, 
and your heart will be made glad.” After this, lie 
told me that he required a horse for presentation 
to a great man, and desired mo to buy him ouu. i 
said that I would, and seeing that this was a fit 
opportunity, preferred a request for the release from 
cini*™, custody of Tadi Arumlchalam. To this he replied: 

" Raugappa; look at this petition. It was written 
by Venkatfisa A iyau, against Tadi A run He ha lam. 80 
many accusations having been made, how can I set 
him free ? ” I rejoined : f i It was only yesterday that 
be paid the line of 1,000 pagodas to the Company. 
That was imposed as a pnnishmont on him, solely for 
all these offences. Be pleased, therefore, to make no 
further objection, and direct that he be set free.” 
The Governor answered : “ This man and Arumpdtai 
went to work together; the former, when employed 
under the cashier, plundered the Company ; and the 
latter, when under the warehouse-keepr, did the 
like, with the connivance of the Brahmans in charge. 
Thus, between them, they have defrauded the Com¬ 
pany of nearly a lakh of pagodas. Cau they not pay 
4,000 or 5,000? 11 I said : “ They are your slaves, 
and will remain so. They will do as yon desire. But 
"gJiSfl fr on this occasion, please order his release.” The 
Governor told me that on my account lie consented 
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to the discharge of Tadi ArunAchal&in, and forthwith Chap, 
directed that he should be set at liberty. I there- ' KVJT ' 
upon aont word to the chief of the peons to release the 17w ‘ 
man, and this was accordingly done. I afterwards 
summoned Mu ruga Pilhii, accountant of the court, 
and directed him to remove the attachment on the 
house and property of Tadi ArunSch&lam. 

In the evening, the chief of the peons went to the tawoi

Governor, and reported that as the P:ith5n named

Akdimja.- —The following occurred to-day. 'I'here taiSritj. 
was a car-festival in honour of the local deify of the 
followers of Vishnu, The car, after having passed 
through the Grand Ji&zaar road, was being drawn 
along Tamili Nay in fir’s street, in which, as it 
approached the house of PerumSl Kityakkan, the 
umbrella attached to the summit of it came in 
contact with a cocoa nut tree, and collapsed ; but 
before it fell, people laid hold of it from below. 

This incident however evoked general apprehen¬ 
sion amongst tlie townsmen— spectators as well as 
others—who believed that it portended some cal a- KcfturittiJ 
mity to the town, or something untoward either to DU ' ,r ' 1! - 
their ruler, or to the authorities of it, or to the Naw&b 
of the Subnh of A reef ; or that some accident would 
occur to the temple itself.

y%umdai/, 8ll< * June 17^6, ut 30th Vaig&xi *<fAk- 
shaifii .—The record concerning this day is as follows. 
The marriages of two daughters of SSsMchala Chetti 
look place, during one and the same Mubflrtam,+ 
between the 12th and loth Indian hour, on Saturday 
night last. 2.5th Yaig&si [4th June]. The husband 
of one girl was the son of oho Raj anna Chetti of 
Tirumalairiiyanpattaiiam, and that of the other wag 
the son of one Balu Chetti of Madura, a resident 
of Xega-patam. But as the two weddings were per¬ 
formed during the same Muhftrtom, the expenses 
were much curtailed, that is, they were within 

. . . X pagodas. At 6 this evening, M. 
Duploix,his wife, M, Dubois, Madatne d’ hsprdm^nil, 
M. Lhostis, and Madame Comet, came to the 
wedding, occupied scats for half an Indian hour, 
then went into the reception room, visited the brides 
ami bridegrooms, returned to the leal pavilion, sat 
down at the refreshment table, and ate some sweets; 
and having remained another half an Indian hour, 
took leave. On their arrival, twenty-one guns were 
fired ; and there was a similar salute when they 
tf^ok their seats, when they sat down to refreshments,

when the}* rose, and when they departed- When 
the Governor arrived, a present was given privately, 
viz., Rs, 1 ,<JUO to him and Ks. 100 to his wife. Hut 
in the pavilion, only betel, nut, flowers, and rose, 
water, were presented to them. 

Sri turdaif, 11 tit June 17 £ 6 , or 1 st Am' of Ak- 
xlwijti ,—At 6 this morning, SfishAchala Chetti came 
to me and said; “ Lot us go to the Governor, and 
obtain leave for the procession to hike place. We 
must also apply to him for permission for a salute 
of seven guns, and for a present, of cloths to be 
made on the occasion oT the visit to him during the 
course of the procession of the newly-married 
couples.* 1 1 thereupon remarked: "You no doubt, 
celebrated marriages in your house during the days 
of M. Beau v oilier, M. Lenoir, and M, Dumas. Did 
the}' then allow salutes to be tired r" He replied: 
"There was a marriage in the days of M. Lenoir, 
but he was visited at night, and consequently there 
was no salute. But M, Dumas, when he was Gov¬ 
ernor, authorized the bring of one. 1 ’ I rejoined: 
"As far as l recollect, pipes and drums were played 
beside the palanquin during the conduct of the pro¬ 
cession you refer to, and when the couples reached 
the Governor, he made them a gift of cloths, but no 
salute was fired.” He repeated: "Oncein M. Dumas' 
time, guns were fired.” I then said; "We will go 
to the Governor, and explain this to him clearly.” 
We accordingly went to the Governor at aboul 7, 
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when he had dressed, and was seated in t he * Ira w Lug 
room. Sun go S&shachala L’hefti, Karuttambi Nayi- 
ufir, and I, greeted him there. Addressing mo, he 
said : “ What lia^ brought you all hove ? ” I replied : 
■‘Siingu Raman wishes to arrange fora precession, 
for which he seeks your permission.” He said: 
" Let him proceed with it,’’ I made answer: “ He 
requests that when the bridegrooms and brides 
repair hither they should be received with suitable 
honours.*' He asked: “ What may these be ? *' l 
replied: “ He wishes that a salute should be fired.” 
He then said : “Is there a precedent ? ” I answered: 
41 He states that. M. Dumas accorded that honour. 
But my recollection is that the playing in tin* proces¬ 
sion of drums ami pipes alongside the palanquin was 
permitted, and that when the pair reached the Gov¬ 
ernor's house, a present of cloths was made. Hut 
I do not know what further took place,” The Gov¬ 
ernor upon this exclaimed: “ After my arrival here, 
there was a marriage in Kanakariiya Mudati’s house, 
for which no salute was authorized. Besides, these 
are the days of war, and the permission sought 
cannot be given. Do not mention such a tiling as 
the firing of cannon in these disturbed times,” I 
communicated what ho said to Buiigu 34shfichala 
Chetti, The latter then conveyed to me how much 
the grant of the favour would contribute to his exalt¬ 
ation, and honour. When the Governor was made 
acquainted with the views of S&shachala Chetti, 
he ejaculated: “Why this ostentatious display in 
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his present circumstances ? The discharge of his tea, 
obligations to the Company, and the settlement of 
accounts with bis partners would be of more honour CSflHtia 
to him/' I then requested that permission might *^ M(j 
be accorded for the use of drums and pipes, and 
that the two bridegrooms might each be presented 
with four yards of broad-cloth, and the brides 
with a cloth and bodice each. He replied; Well : 
there is broad-cloth with me. You had better 
procure for me the other two articles of dress. 
Promising to do this, I returned to S£shdchalu 
Chetri, and without communicating the other remarks 
made, told him that the Governor had based his 
refusal on the precedent of the marriage in Kamika- 
rfiyu M tidal i’s house, and requested him to pay his 
res pec ts, a nd come nw ay. lie accord i ngl y sal u ted the 
Governor with an obeisance, and retired. I also took 
leave. SGshncbnla Chetti and I then repaired to my 
areca-tiut storehouse, where I told him to proceed 
with the necessary arrangements for the procession, Imy 
and said that the visit to the Governor should be at 7 
in the evening. I next instructed Arupfichala Chetti i.«- mull! lay 
to send for a couple of women's cloths, and two 
bodices. SitA Venkat&chala Chetti brought them 
from Sfishfichala Chetti's own house; the former 
costing five, and the latter two pagodas, apiece. 

The bridegrooms and brides will receive to-night, 
from the hands of the Governor, eight yards of 
broad-cloth and a couple of sets of women’s apparel, 
including a pair of bodices. 
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This night at 8, the bridegrooms and brides from 
Sungu S§3hSchala Chetti’s house paid a visit to 
the Governor. An hour before this, I summoned 
Accountant Ranga Filial to my areca-nut store¬ 
house, mode over to him the two silk-cloths and 
bodices purchased for the Governor, and asked him 
whether he had broad-cloth. He replied that he had 
none with him, and that lie did not know whether 
the Governor had any in his possession, He then 
delivered the articles to Diego, who advised the Gov¬ 
ernor of their receipt. He thereupon summoned me, 
and ns soon as I entered, and had saluted him, 
ho observed: “You have not sent for broad-cloth 
from the magazine at the fort.” I replied : “ When 
T asked you this morning whether 1 might bring for 
your signature an order directing the supply of it, 
you said that the article was here, and that no indent 
need be made.” On this he desired me to have one 
prepared addressed to M, Cornet. I then sent for 
M. Matbieu, told him to make out an order, obtained 
thu signature of the Governor, and sent it to the 
fort. But M. Cornet, on receiving it, said that it 
was hard on 8 o’clock then, and that the cloth would 
be supplied next morning. When Appu communi¬ 
cated this to the Governor, he was directed to inform 
me, which he did. Thereupon I sent for Arun&ehnla 
Chetti, bade him bring a bole of broad-cloth, tore off 
a piece of nine yards, divided this into halves, and 
put them up. Before they could be delivered, the 
procession had passed Uttira Peddu Chetti's house ia 
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the Old Madras Gate street; and accompanied by ni*r. 
tom-toms, cymbals, and torches, as also a couple of 
drums and a pipe, played by Europeans, stood facing 
the Governor's house. Hoeing that the broad* iww* 
cloth had not yet arrived, 1 sent word to Srsbuchala 
C'hottip to lead the procession on to the main road 
in which Xaiuiya Pillai's house lies, opposite to 
the temple of Vddapuri tswaran, and to proceed to 
the Governor’s residence by the road to the east¬ 
ward, which runs parallel to the sea. The procession 
accordingly passed the Deputy Governor's house, 
then entered the lane bet.ween the Government house 
aud that of M. liarthdlemy, and reached tlu> Gov¬ 
ernor's residence. By this time, A run Sc ha la Chetti 
had brought the broad-cloth required for pro sen tat ion. 

1 then repaired to the Governor, and informed him 
that the broad-clotli ami other articles were ready. 

Ifo asked me whether I had procured the former 
from my own house. I answered in the affirma¬ 
tive. The bridegrooms and brides, who had come

in procession, alighted and presented themselves 
before the Governor who, in company with some 
other Europeans, was standing behind his wife, and 
saluted him. He and the lady address'd a few con¬ 
gratulatory words to the newly-married couples, pre¬ 
sented them with betel, nut, rose-water, and some r,™*« 
perfumed powder, made a gift of the nine yards of 
broad-cloth, the couple of women’s cloths and the 
bodices, ns already mentioned, wished them well, 
end bade them live in happiness; after which the 
g vet. 11 . 
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married pairs took leave. The procession then went 
oil to my house, where I also made some presents, 
and finally returned home at 10 o’clock.

M. de Hausset having sent for me this morning, 
I waited on him. He produced a bond bearing 
interest at G per cent, executed by him in favour 
of JI. Dubois, and asked me to sign this jointly with 
him: I inserted in it n year’s time, and affixed my 
signature, If was drawn tip in accordance with 
the terms and conditions prescribed for bonds and 
receipts "to bn executed in favour of Europeans, 
which had effect from the year Akahaya [1746], 
and may bo regarded as a clear iilustration of these. 
M. de Baussot then gave me the following nows ; 
“Five ships left. Europe in Avatii [August] last 
year, and arrived at Mascareigno on the 3rd Febru- 
EE ta ary A74S brilt £ [n S orders to M. de la Boardoimais 
that ho should at tack tlio English, He, thereupon 
fitted out the recent arrivals and other ships for 
hostilities, made all other preparations, and sent 
in advance intimation to .Ml, Duple ix that he would 
reach Pondichery on 30th May. This advice lie 
despatched by the sloop ElisnUdh, which had 
arrived at Maacaretgue some time before the ships 
bearing the news of war. She readied Karifeftl a 
montl ‘ and-a-half ago, and after delivery of the 

Sill by l<ffcto1 ’ to r€turu to Jfasoareigne. As she was 
proceeding on her voyage along the eastern coast, 
and had passed \ ddarapiyam, she was encountered 
and surrounded by English mon-of-war. On this, 
5£^, the immediately ran their sloop on shore anil 
WMhM ‘ buiIlt 1,er - Ifc through them that the speedy 
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(■timing of the French ships became known. It is n«*r. 
said that when the squadron arrives off tbo coast, — 
the first point at which it will touch will b: Karikul, ^ 
to wliich it brings a few invalids. It will ship other 
hands id thy room of those, and will also disembark tT > 01111 * 1 , 
hoses of silver. The landing of silver and other 
articles requires that Kiirikal should bo strengthened 
against attack, and the Governor has accordingly 
sent for this purpose soldiers and Mahc sepoys. 

There cm therefor y be no occasion now for any 
delay in the arrival of the ships, and they may 
possibly reach that place this very hour. For the 
last ten days the thoughts of the Governor have been 
continually directed towards the sea. It is expected 
that on tliu 30th .lunc the squadron will certainly <uslrti , h " 7 
b.< in the roads at Pondidiery/ 1 M. de Bausset. 
chatted with mo in this manner on various topics 
connected with Karikfll, and then he remarked : 

** How i- it that the post of chief dubfish has not si. r»m- 
yot been conferred on yon." ] n response to this. 

I sail: “Why should 1 desire the appointment? 

As I am, what honours do I fail to receive r I am 
granted torches, I am allowed a palanquin, I enjoy, 
far and wide, tho good will of tho European gentry, 
and indeed all marks of distinction that I could 
wish for are accorded to me, even when not holding 
office. TiVhy then should I covet it? As long ns who

I am in tlw enjoyment of the favour of you all, wliat j* 1 , 1 *',)" 1 
is there that I lack? Moreover, there is nothing 
equal to the avocation of a trader, 11 Ho thou 
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x?jii, ofeierred: i<Th ® post, indeed, is akin to the calling 
i7k ° f a mei,chtlnt - Anything additional ought to he 
* e1come 40 ooo. Trailing, of course, will eonLinue 
to be your line, ami yonr income will bo enhanced 
by holding this office. Why then do you talk so 
perversely ? I)o not speak in this wav. Whv do 
KilSn.. yoa •wt a51llc wt »at comes to you unsought ? There 
Is at present no one so competent as yourself. If 
there was any individual amongst the Christiana 
who could command the confidence of the public, 
the situation would, no doubt, be offered to him. 
Hut ns matters stand, the Christians of this city are 
id I paupers, and are of such condit ion that people 
are scarcely inclined to give them even alms, 
Chin.na Moduli is unfit for the post, and it was 
decided, even in the days of M. Dumas, that 
neither amongst tho Christians, nor the Hindus, is 
there any person so well qualified as yourself to 
'^nVin bold the place. M. Dnpleix, too, has expressed himself 
hi..tui.i* in Jike terms as to your merits. Tho members 
of tlic Council—one and all—are praying God that 
the appointment may lx* given to you, for your 
conduct has so commanded itself to them that they 
havo entire confidence that in the event of your 
securing it, nil their business will he most skilfully 
managed. Furthermore, in a despatch Jrom the 
Governor and Council sent to the Company by the 
ship which left Trauquebar for Europe at the end of 
Mfci [beginning of March] last, it was reported, in 
connection with the vacancy caused by Pedro’s death. 
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that non© of the members of his family, such ;ts 
his younger brother, etc., or indeed tmy one oE the 
whole Christian community, was fit for the office. 
The despatch proceeded to say that there were, how¬ 
ever, one or two of the Hindus duly qualified, but that 
they Iwd not applied, nod owing to the Company's 
trade being now at a stand-still, hardly cared for 
the post,. If was couched in general terms of this 
nature, and purported to seek instructions In the 
matter. But what the C Overno r w rote con tklontial I y 
to the Company is not known. If, in view of your 
inability to procure the sum required for a private 
gift to him—as all your money is outstanding— 
another be appointed, some of the Councillors will 
not hesitate to decline to b© parties to such an 
arrangement. In my opinion, the place cannot but 
fall to you. In the absence of the trade-ships, 
business i- at present slack, and probably the 
appointment is kept iu abeyance pending their 
arrival. ” Then he said : i( I borrowed 200 pagodas 
from KanakarSya Mudali; I have repaid Ihe 
amount, but forgot to take back the bond; I have 
mentioned this fo Chinno Mudali; plense inform 
him/’ I said that I would attend to his request, 
and took leave of him, 

When I wont from M, de Bans set’s to the tJov* 
ernor’s resilience, I found Chinan Mudali, MadanSndn 
Pauditi, and others, assembled there . . .* 
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Monday, 1-lth June 17h6, or Srrl Ant of Akshaya. 
—This morning, as desired by M, Dubois, l went 
to M. do Bansset, anil after conversing with him, 
reached (Governor's residence at half-past 9, I found 
there Tdnappa Moduli, Madaiuinda Pandit, Krish- 
nuiyan the Hasty, Gop&laiyan, and several others. 
1 sat down ; and the first of them then said to me 
as follows : - 

“ Five or sis days ago, some (!uncivil is brought u 
letter from Mahfuz Khan which stated that a month 
or forty days since, a parcel of precious stones 
ht-loiio-infr to a liuzcniti merchant of Madras was 
being conveyed to Negapatum, that this, which 
belonged to one tlGvardliana Diis, was seized at 
Kfil'ikdl, and it asked that the return of the packet 
might be ordered. When this was reported to the 
Governor, lie made no reply, and we thought that 
he consented to the request made. But he told 
us, to-day, to write an answer to Mahfuz KM tt r 
as follows : * When a boat full of rice belonging 
to merchants of our town arrived at ( 'uddalore, the 
people there seized it. Wo wrote to Ills Highness 
the Nawilb to order the release of it, but he took 
no notice of onr demand. If he will now address 
the Government of Madras, and obtain the restora¬ 
tion of our property, wo will return the parcel of 
precious stones.’ A letter is accordingly being 
despatched in these terms.*’ 

There wore about ten. Guzerati men waiting for 
the restoration of the packet. It appears that when 
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the letter of Mhhfuz Khan was communicated to 
the Governor, he said nothing with regard to it, 
ami Madanfmda Pandit, who read it, inferred from 
this that he had given his consent. He thereupon, 
after consultation with Chinna Mntlnli, told the 
Guzerfitis that, they must give him a present for 
interesting himself with the Governor on their behalf, 
anil also one to M. Dapleix for according his con¬ 
sent. The GuzerStis apparently agreed to do this. 
But the Governor ordered a letter to be written in 
the terms mentioned, and I have heard that when 
the subject of a gift was mentioned to him, lie would 
not listen t.o the proposal. 

From the Governor’s residence, I went to a marri¬ 
age at the house of the Brahman assayec employed at 
Madras, near the Madras gate. From there, t went 
home. At 4 in the afternoon, I went to ray Brahman 
village, Noam fifteen days ago, the tank there was 
cleaned ; two days afterwards the water in it was 
muddy ; now it was said that it was clear; I went 
just to see if this was true or not. I was glad to 
find that the water was quite clean and clear, I 
met. there Venkata Dikshatar ; he told mo .that lie 
had learnt from GdpSla Aiyangar that, the marriage 
of one Venkata Rao, the last sou of Adakfci Srfnivfisn 
Pandit, had been concluded. I then asked Gfipala 
Aiyangsir* what the style of it was, He said that 
it was pretty good,, that some 6,000 or 7,000 poor 
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Brfihmans—at tbs rate of 1,000 a day—bail been 
fed at. it, that garments, and women’s cloths had 
been freely distributed to all comers, that Miyfin 
S diib of Utrumnllftr, Sfishiidri Pill at,* and his younger 
brother, Kachalina PiUai, had come to it, with their 
families and children, that as the festival of tho 
month of Vaigftsi [,J uuu], that is, Gar win S£rvai, and 
the marriage fell on the same day, some of the rela¬ 
tives came for it, and others for the festival, t hough 
the report was that all earns for the former. Fur- 
ther, that amongst the fin'd) inn ns them were some 
highly religious persons of the Tattuvadi class,+ 
each with a chombu.f that on their account there 
was an increase in expenses, that 1,-500 pagodas were 
spent in alms alone, that in addition to these charges, 
the marriage ceremonies of one DhanukkStti, the 
son of Bhlina lino Paiulit, the younger brother of 
Sri nivisa Pnudit were also performed, that, t his wed¬ 
ding, too, was a pretty large one, that Husain Sahib 
gave Rs, 1,000 towards tho expenses, that Silly id 
’Ad Hhim also gave a certain sum, that Miy&n Sahib 
contributed 200 pagodas, that the rest was his own 
money, and that the ceremony, on the whole, was 
an imposing one. I then observed: “ Srmivdsa 
Pandit possesses a remarkably munificent spirit, 
and is never niggardly as some are. Few acquire

Go pula Aiyangfir continued : “ There was a differ- «»***<*» 
etice between the Kammsdars * and the Ka vara is on SES^ETai 
the seventh day. This hindered the drawing of the R 
cur; and the festival was resumed only on the night 
of the eighth day, after communication with Sam- 
piti Hao at A root, and receipt of instructions from 
him; both factions having then acquiesced in the 
conduct of the procession in the manner obtaining at 
Kmnbak&aaan.” 

After this, \ enkaUi Dlkshfttar conducted me cmi*™- 
inside the house, where he said tome: w The mother S*^ 
of one ol the women who brought a suit against 
me about seven or eight years back, came here, 
aud asked for my sister. On being informed 
by some one that sho had left this long ago, she 
made inquiries concerning my affairs/* I replied : 

“ Bo the purpose of her visit what it may, yon know i)*wi*t 
the character of the present Governor. He would h ““) obi * 
not be satisfied that the case was one adjudicated 
oil and settled in the days of M. Dumas. He would 
first put you in close confinement, without even 
permitting yon to go out for your meals, and would 
not release you until he had ascertained the facts, and

'i^Swuii. waiting for mo in the street, I took leave of him, got 
into my palanquin, and proceeded on my way back to 
tny house. On the road 1 was overtaken by a squall 
of wind from the west, the violence of which 1 can 
hardly describe; and it was indf-pust 7 when I arrived 
at the gate of the city. Here I was met by some 
Aii«jui*a Liersous who invited me to a marriage at the house

about to be performed. In response to their invi¬ 
tation, 1 went there, attended the wedding, and 
returned home at 9.

This morning at, 7, a flag was hoisted as a signal 
that a ship had boon sighted in the southern 
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quarter. The Governor, who hud gone full of joy to tWj 
the terrace of hia house to look at her, received in- ■ 
teUigenee by a catamaran which had been despatched 
to her that she belonged to Hasan Mnmkkiyan, £■»&*■ 
and way ou her way from Porto Novo to Merk&nara, 
to obtain a cargo of salt. When the note contain¬ 
ing this information was read to the Governor, his 
retired moodily to his house, 

.As I was in the areca-nut storehouse, M. 
liruytres, who is a member of Council and Attor- 
ney of the King, passed by, accompanied by M. 
Desnmrots; and stepping up to me, inquired the 
news of the day. “ What is there,” said I, “ but 
the universal cry for the arrival of the trade- 
ships, 1: Upon this they acquainted me with the 
following intelligence, which they said that they had „ji»3irnh. 


heard from M. de Bausset yesterday, viz., that the 
Governor had received advice that t he squadron had 
reached Mascamigne on 3rd February; that it. was 
likely to be here on 30th May ; and that he had been 


required to have in readiness somo goods and food¬ 
stuffs* They observed that there would be no further 
delay, and that the ships would undoubtedly arrive 
in the roads within ten days. They then inquired 
why I had not yet been appointed to the Company’s £^ el 
courtiership; knowing as they did, t hat. t he Governor cSEjw$» 
had already addressed the Directors concerning 
me, by the ship which had sailed for France from 
Tranquebar. I told them that I preferred to remain {£"«(, 
a merchant, and that there was nothing so very ,ub, * rt ’ 
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e xalted aba ut the position. T hay ho waver ex pressed 
their lie lief that the delay in the matter was either 
due ro my failure to pay money, or to the slackness of 
business owing to the non-arrival of the ships, and 
they observed that as the Directors had been advised 
of my appointment, it coo Id not be revoked, and 
conferred upon another. I thou stated that the 
Governor had not communicated to me anything on 
the subject, and that I was far front being solicitous 
regarding it. 

There is nothing else worthy of uote this day, 

Wednesday, loth June 17+6, or 5th Ant of AkuAai/o. 
—A bullock belonging to Venkatachala Aiyan , of 
Trichinopoly, which was straying near the northern 
Madias gate, took fright at the sight of some Euro¬ 
peans, ami sprang on to the ramparts. The officer 
at the gate, a young man named Cliaiigeac, seized the 
animal, and refused to give it up. This news was 
communicated to me by one of Venkatachala Aiyan’s 
men, and Krimisi Pandit. I asked the latter 
whether the officer liad disregarded what he, also, 
said. lie replied : “ J ust as the bullock was caught, 
I b} - chance went to the spot, and there a report of 
the matter was made to me by all these men. I 
then pressed the officer to restore the beast to its 
owner, but lie persistently refused. It does not 
look as if he would part with it unless you speak a 
word to the Governor on the subject.” I rejoined : 
“This is a very trifling affair, and one not. worth 
my intervention. You had better represent the 
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matter to M. de Bury- 11 Assentin'* to this, ho wont o«*p.

M. Courblan, a European, to repeat the request, with 
which the officer again declined to comply. He then Tins 
sent word to him that unless he restored the animal, 
he would be made to pay double its value, He also 
sent a note to him through Kriunisi Pandit, who 
transmitted it by a peon. On perusing this, the 
officer ordered that the bullock should be shot with om«-r 
a pistol, and its flesh dressed and served up as 
food. He also handed to the messenger a reply for 
delivery to M. de Bury. VeukatiWhnla Aiyan’s men 
communicated to Krimflsi Pandit the order issued bv 
the officer, and also furnished me with the informa¬ 
tion, The peon presented the answer of the officer 
to M. de Bury who, after reading it, merely bade him 
depart. On hearing this, I told Kxim&si Pandit to 
intimate what had happened to the Governor, as 
though he was doing so of his own motion. Accord- Krim».i 
ingly, taking the chief of the peons, and Chinna 
M tidali, along with him, lie made a full report to the riil "' rac,r - 
Governor, mentioning in detail all the facts recorded 
above. The Governor asked him who the linihmati 
was. Krimfisi Pandit replied : “ Ho is said to have Can vvr*m-

come from Trie hi ua poly to Ranga Pillai. It is, on 
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this account, that Ranga Pillai has interested himself 
so much in the matter, and has sought the inter* 
f'erence of M. do Bury, and that the latter has 
communicated with the officer five or six times.” 
The Governor then summoned M, Duquesne, and 
said something to him, on which he proceeded to the 
north gate, and spoke to the officer there. He found 
that the animal had been slaughtered, and that the 
ground was covered with its blood. The Governor, 
on receipt, at 5 o'clock, of intimation of this, ordered 
that the officer should bo committed to custody in 
the fort, that another should be tietailed in his stead 
at the gate, and that the value of the bullock should 
be recovered from the delinquent. It was a surprise 
to everybody that he should have interfered so 
actively. One may naturally ask : “ Why? What 
reason is there for astonishment ? It was surely 
a matter which called for investigation. *’ The fact 
is that heretofore the Governor has neglected to 
institute inquiries such as these, with the result 
that the soldiers and other Europeans have freely 
indulged tii outrages, and have noted in defiance of 
alllaw. The prompt investigation of the offence 
lias therefore evoked the universal surprise that 
it has. 

I received a letter to-day from Haugappa N:i* 
yakkan, the dubflsh of Mr. Hindu, Governor of 
Port St. David. In it he mentioned that his master 
had biddeu him write to me to communicate to the 
Governor, on his behalf, the following message:_ 
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“ I hope that yonr Governor, hid wife, and 
children, are well. Give my best compliments to him.. 
Please ascertain from him, and let me know, whether 
he wishes to have Madeira or other European wine, 
I will send what he wants. Tell him that I have made 
this inquiry, and communicate to mo his wishes, 
Please destroy this letter, so that no our else mav 
read it.’* 

1 repaired to the Governor this evening at half- 
past 0. lie was seated in his drawing-room, smok¬ 
ing, and I mentioned to him the contents of the 
letter, as recorded above. He said that he would 
give me a reply on the morrow. T then took leave 
of him, and went, home 

Last night at about I I, seven or eight distant 
reports of cannon were heard. 

ThursiJat/, iGthJuuv J74<?, or Gik Ani oj Ahihayu. 
— This morning, f summoned my LstlapSflai agent 
Rfyal Aiyon, who lias boon here for the lust, thirty or 
forty days, and showed him a statement with which 
I had boon furnished, from which it appeared that 
he had received at Ufl&p$ttai about 5,000 rupees, 
lie admitted that this was true. I then charged 
him with having, for his own benefit, ami, without 
my authority, disposed of areca-nut, cot ton-thread, 
chests of opium, and some piece-goods, and having 
thereby caused a loss of about 5,000 pagodas, f 
inquired why lie had pledged opium and a quantity 
of piece-goods, which, in consequence, remained 
unsold, why he had allowed arrears to accumulate, 
and why he had permitted his accounts to get into 
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con Fusion, and not adjusted the balances, thus 
rendering it impossible to ascertain what 1 owed, or 
wliat was due to me. I pointed out that owing to his 
remissness in keeping the accounts, and his having 
mi sad up the outstanding arrears and the amounts 
borrowed on the security of goods, a sum of no less 
than 30,000 rupees had become difficult of adjust¬ 
ment. I asked him why he had refused to come 
for the settlement of the accounts, when I had 
summoned him for that purpose, and why lie had 
spoken disrespectfully on receipt of an urgent re¬ 
quisition from me for money, using words such as 
* he has gone mad 1 ; and ‘ let him go, * He thereupon 
replied in an impertinent tone, which provoked me 
so much that I gave him Four or five boxes on the 
ears, and ordered him to be imprisoned at the court¬ 
house. I then proceeded to my nreca-nut store, 
where two or three mon came to me, and asked 
that the Brahman might be detained in the house 
of the chief of the peons during the day, and 
in the court-house by night. I accordingly sent 
word to the jailor to keep him under detention as 
requested. The fellow does not deserve to be 
treated with leniency; not only in view of Ida 
reckless extravagance, but also of his insolent beha¬ 
viour* and of his abuse of rue before the petty bazaar- 
keepers at LalupSttai. I make no doubt that this 
mishap to him is the work of the divine wilt. When 
his family applied to my father for protection, they 
were in absolutely indigent circumstances ; starving 
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at times to the ex tout of four 01 * five meals conse¬ 
cutively, lacking clothing for cither man or woman, 
and consequently ashamed to move about in public. 
They are now worth 2,000 or 5,000 pagoda*, loud 
money to the petty-bazaar merchants at Lili- 
pfittai, and are partners in business. Their double 
dealings with one to whom they owe all their affluence 
will surely excite the wrath of God. With what 
other punishments He purposes to visit the culprit, X 
do not kno w; Ileaven alone does, God has placed him 
in bis existing condition by making me the instrument 
lor carrying out Ilis will. What other thoughts He 
may later on evoke in my heart, I myself do not know. 
The good or evil that befalls one is, consequent 
on the nature of one’s peat deeds—meritorious or 
otherwise — subject to divine approbation, and it is 
an error to impute it to the agency of any mortal. 

To-day, owing to some eruptions ou his legs 
which 1 1 ave caused him much pain, f ive Governor has 
refused to allow visitors to se,a him. All those who 
went to pay their respects, having been apprised of 
the order, withdrew. I therefore remained at my 
areca-nut store-house, and returned home at midday. 

This afternoon, a communication was received by 
Chinn a Mudali from the sou of AruMiiandan, the 
catechist at Mylapore, who has been in the habit of 
furnishing, from time to time, secret intelligence 
concerning the affairs of Madras. If was stated io 
this that the Governor of Madras, who had become 
acquainted with his dealings, had written to the 
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ChAi-. amaldir of Mylapore requesting him to seize any 
XTin. 3U bj ec t> dwelling there. This was reported 

TiiiV 40 ' to the Governor of Pondichery, and he at once 
i«VL-™.-.r. ordered the despatch of a letter in the following 
terms to Husain Siihib Tahir, who was about to 
proceed to Mylapore :— 

who wain “ To you there is no distinction between our men 

reuitiB« v 

M and those of the English, and moreover at Madras 
all persons, of whatsoever nationality, are allowed 
to go where they please. Wo have been advised that 
your amaldar has, at the instance of the Governor 
of Madras, issued injunctions for the apprehension 
>f our people living at, or having occasion to visit 
Mylapore. Is he justified in giving such an order? 
Our request is that yon will be pleased to issue 
peremptory orders to your officers and men, to forbid 
interference by the English with French subjects who 
have either to sojourn or come there on business. 
In the event of your being unable, owing to your 
particular liking for the English, to comply with our 
request, be pleased to intimate this to vis in order that 
we may direct our men to forbear from an}’ intercourse 
with Mylapore. We ask the favour of a reply.” 

I!tn'iic>i-<i ^ tetter referred to above, accompanied by 

■****• another addressed to bubbaiyan, the agent of the 
French, was despatched to Arcot. this evening at d, 
by a Company's peon, 

This was the day of the celebration of the 
bacrament. Consequently the holy elements were 
brought ont in the church of St. Paul, under a salute 
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of twenty-one guns from the fort. The Governor, 
the other members of Council, and all other Euro¬ 
peans, and all Native Christians, received the blessed 
Sacrament. The Governor wont straight home, but 
Madame Dupleix proceeded to the asylum for tlio 
poor, situated near the washermen’s quarters, made 
some kind inquiries of them, and then returned to 
her residence. I have recorded what has come to 
my knowledge to-day. 

Friday, 17 ih */j the 17h6, <<r 7th A. a ! uf AkJmt}U .— 
When I railed at the Governor’s house this morning, 
I found that ho had not risen, ns he was suffering 
from lumbago, head-ache, and pain caused by the 
eruptions on his legs. Consequently no one visited 
him, and there was no durbar,* Those who attended 
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returned home, 

At noon, four Brahmans brought a letter from a wmt 

i f t . , from Mjrtnih 

Me bo. It is reported that there is nothing note¬ 
worthy in this, but its actual contents will be made 
known in due course. The messengers are said to 
have covered, the distance in thirteen days. 

Saturday, 18th June 17*6, or 8th Ant oj Aktshaya, u^mur 
Ni'tr uioo To-day, also, the Governor did not ia ‘ 1E *i“«K 
appear, owing to pain in his loins. Consequently, 
the Deputy Governor and others waited for a while 
in the drawing-room, and then departed. 

This morning at 11, the Governor sent for me 
and said : *• I have received a letter from Husain 
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Sahib. Why have you not jot disposed of the suit 
of Saga Sing ? Why (!o you put it off day after 
day? Please make has to with it.” [replied: “ It is 
all but road)'. 1 will bring the parties hero in two or 
throe days, and settle the dispute myour presence.” 
Ho rejoined: " Morning and evening, l am worried 
with this matter. Bring it to a conclusion, without, 
any further delay.” Just then, as 1 was still stand¬ 
ing before the Governor, Chimin Moduli, who hni] 
read out ilio letter, and whose spirits were raised 
l>y the request made to him by the Governor to do 
this, e vc lu imed t ‘' Why have you not yet compietei! 
tile adjudication of the case? dense explain the 
delay.” I replied: "What do you know regarding 
its merits? You had better remain silent," Ho 
then held his tongue. Madaalnda Pandit and Chitma 
Mudali afterwards said to me: “Husain Sahib lias 
addressed a letter to the Governor stating that the 
debt duo to him has remained unpaid for a long¬ 
time ; that he has to celebrate a marriage for which 
money is now required; and that Nuwalj Arswur-ud- 
din Khan has Complained to 1dm that Suga Sing’s suit 
has not been disposed of, and has requested that as 
the case ia but a trifling one it may |>e speedily 
settled. I bo Governor has summoned von because 
Husain Sahib referred in his letter fo the subject 
of the suit brought by Suga Siiur." 

The Governor again sent for mo, and said: 
“ You must pay the sum required by Husain Sahib, 
I have nothing in baud. You owe the Company 
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frnil mu a good deal, and yon uniat undertake to ckap, 
furnish me with the amount,” Yielding to Ms re* 
quest, T repin'd; “So be it. I will satisfy t lie claim/’ n»nit!hw

I sent an answer to the 
foregoing effect, and delivered it to the peon who 
brought the letter from Fort St. David, and I kept 
a copy.

Thin day at 1!, the Governor summoned me, showed dinri,tl 
me some pearls which be intended buying, and asked 
me how they were selling in the market, I stated 
that in a short time there would be a decided 
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fall in the value of pearls; that there would be a 
large importation of them within the next twenty 
days, when they were aura to become very cheap—so 
much so thni a reduction in the price by about a half 
might be expected—and that consequently il w as not 
desirable to purchase them now. He accordingly 
told his wife to return them, which, she did. 

The Governor then gave me the following infor¬ 
mation concerning the three ships of the Company 
captured by Commodore Barnet on their way hither 
from China, and sold by him to the Dutch, It was 
that the King of France had required of the Dutch 
Company the restoration of the vessels in question, 
that the latter had yielded to this demand, and that, 
the ships with their cargoes had consequently again 
become the property of the French Company. I ex¬ 
pressed my delight at this news, and requested him 
to communicate to me any information that he could 
concerning the Manilla * ship. He replied ■ ** The 
royal standard of France does not fly at Manilla. 
The dominant flag there is that of a Muhammadan— 
a bigoted Muhammadan—and the point is not one on 
which the Company ought to move the King, Steps 
have been taken in other directions. But nobody 
knows the will of Heaven in the matter, and the 
predestined fortunes of us all.” 

Thereupon t observed: “ It will be of no avail if 
the undertaking results only in the recovery by the

pngrf 45 and 4tt. 
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Company of what it Ivan lost. Thu interests of 
many merchants in this town are involved, and you 
should be instrumental in the recovery of their 
money. Successful effort on your part in this direc¬ 
tion will greatly redound to your credit, and will be 
a meritorious action.” 

Thu Governor replied : “ It Ls all God’s will- I 
am sure that He purposes that our efforts should bo 
crowned with success,” I rejoined : “ Thu out¬ 
come of these will greatly contribute to your glory, 
and that of the Company.” 

He then made the following observations touch¬ 
ing the prospects of the affairs of the English and 
Dutch Companies ; ** Thu English Company is bound 
to die out. It has long been in an impecunious 
condition. and what it had to its credit has been lent to 
the King, whose overthrow is certain, The loss of 
its capital is therefore inevitable, and this must lead 
to collapse. Murk my words. The truth of them 
will be brought home to you when you, ere long, find 
that my prophecy has been real issed. In like manner; 
the Dutch Company is destined to share a similar 
fate. Its expenses continue to be enormous, whilst 
its trade has considerably decreased. The Dutch 
are, moreover, in great, straits, now that the towns in 
the countries bordering on Holland have become 
possessions of the French, as have also the cities 
aud the provinces on both the banks of the river 
which debouches into the sen in their country. This 
circumstance is particularly disagreeable to them, 
it 
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as the sea and the river form their chief means of 
communication. Further, the Dutch Company is 
robbed by the very people who are in its service, 
and consequently the latter enrich themselves at the 
cost of the Company, which becomes proportionately 
impoverished. The occupations of the Dutch are 
solely con Rued to trade and commerce, aud their 
State owns no territorial possessions. These causes 
must conduce to the collapse before long of this 
Company also. About 200 towns belonging to the 
Dutch were captured last year by the King of France, 
who, however, influenced b 3 ’ certain motives, after- 
wii rd s res t or ml tin *m. 11 u t bavin g been digsppoi nted 

iu his expectations, he has again commenced military 
operations resulting in a serious loss of life and 
property. If princes hurry themselves into any act 
without due forethought, their undertakings must be 
attended by consequences affecting human lives and 
fortunes,’ 1 

I concurred with the sentiment# which he had 
expressed, and related certain anecdotes by way of 
illustration, the aptitude of which he admitted.

communicated the news to all his Councillors.' 1 He 
showed me a letter from M. do la Bourdonnais, and 
expressed himself grafci tied at its contents. With 
great joy he informed me that — God willing—-M. 
do la Bourdonnais would arrive hero iti a day or 
two, and observed that, had ho waited to intercept 
the English ships, he could have reached this with 
them, only on the 15th July, I remarked that good 
fortune was on his side, and said other things palat¬ 
able to him. These pleased him very greatly, and 
awakened in his heart inexpressible delight. The 
sight of his raptures produced happiness in me also, 
and I thought within myself, and believed with 
some feeling of certainty, that God would ble 3 $ him 
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with mauy more occasions for experiencing still 
greater satisfaction. 

I despatched the money and a palmy 2 a leaf letter 
to Alatnbarai, in order that the sloop and the ship 
which were there might be kept ready to depart.

The raigbty Governor has aj> jdied 
to me for money in terms almost those of n beggar* 
3 would rather die than smile, show my teeth, and 
express my inability to meet his w ishes. God trieth 
me in whatever ways it secmeth to Him good. Rut, 
little do the common folk know of the divine will. 
They may deliver themselves of anything that 
their fancy suggests, and we must be prepared 
to bear with their words. However bitter may be 
our complaints and troubles, that which according 
to the heavenly decree must from time to time occur, 
must come to pass, and cannot be averted, even to 
the extent, of the smallest atom. In this world, 
when anything befalls a man which he can regard 
with pride, he is called a capable person; bnt any 
reverse that he encounters is attributed to his 
incapacity, and evil nature. Few will assign such 
accidents to the will of God, But personally, and as 
ar as I am concerned, f am transferring the whole 
burden of my cares upon Him, trustfully leaving it 
to Him to dispose of my affairs according to his 
pleasure. I returned homo in this frame of mind. 

There was a festival this evening on account of 
the Eve of the Nativity of St. John. It is usual on 
this occasion to build and light a bonfire on the 
esplanade to the south of the fort, and westward of 
the entrance to the church of the Capuchins, Ac¬ 
cordingly, the Governor and the priests set fire to it 
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Ciiaj*. first, and tlie other torch- bearer* then followed their 
X1X ~ example. Three volleys were tired by the detach- 
meat of troops which was iu attendance. These 
were succeeded by a salute of twenty-one guns from 
Kviri^MOf the fort and the ship. Nevertheless, all the spec- 
JSStfr** tutors, including myself, felt sad, as we noticed that. 

there was no cheerfulness in the countenances of 
the Europeans who had come to witness the display. 
kmiwii I afterwards returned home. 

‘sX’i'r.i- Fndtui, Hth June 1716, or Wf< Aniof Akxknya.— 
yj.,j s jncu'ning, also, there were festivities in honour 
of St. John* It was moreover the Saint’s day ot 
Madame Dupleix. Three volleys and twenty-one 
gun* were, in accordance with custom, fired at dawn. 
Again, during service at the church, which took place 
at 8 o’clock, three volleys, as also three salutes of 
twenty-one guns each, were as usual fired. These 
were returned with a similar uumber by the ship, 
ntubim/i a* fchift was Madame Dupleix'a Saint’s day, 1 
visited her early in the morning—at half-past f. 
hater on, Chinna Mudali, my brother, and others, 
pa i d their res pec t9 • 'l’ he m e re h an t» prosen t ed them ■ 
selves before her at half-past 10. The mint officers 
and others will all do the like* to-day and to-morrow. 
The visits were in accordance with custom. Dp to 
noon, there was nothing else worthy of note, 

Saturday, 25 th June 1716, or 15lh Am nj Ak- 
^% iBr thawf .—Shaikh Muhammad Htidi, the amaldar of 
Porto Novo, having sought my assistance for the 
sale at Poudichery of some paddy from his village, 
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Rettai A lag r it mam, L obtained for him the requisite 
license from the Governor. This morning at S, he 
sent 2,000 kalams * of paddy for sale, and with 
it a letter under seal from NawAb Anwar-ud-din 
Khan addressed to the Governor, in which the ex¬ 
emption of this from duty was sought. The person 
entrusted with the delivery of the letter, without 
obtaining the previous permission of the Governor* 
and without making any inquiries at. the town-gate* 
abruptly entered the city, dismounted at the Com¬ 
pany* a counting-house, and forwarded intimation of 
his arrival to Chinna Mudali who, in return, sent 
word asking the object of his errand, but the mes¬ 
senger refused to specify it. The man stated that 
it was a matter which could not be revealed to Chinna 
Mudali, anti one with which the Governor shonid 
personally be made acquainted, anti he refused even 
to deliver the despatch which ho had brought. All 
this was communicated to the Governor, who sum¬ 
moned M. de Bury, and directed him to call upon the 
officer at Yazhuduvflr to report why the guard at the 
gate there had allowed this individual ingress to the 
city. It afterwards occurred to the Governor that, 
he might be the bearer of a communication From the 
Naw6b in connection with the suit of Snga Sing. 
He then sent for me, and asked what I thought, that 
the purport of the despatch could be, and whether it 
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chap. could concern Buga Sing. I suggested to him the 
x * x ' possibility of its relating to the jewels of the Guzeruti

£t£r of the Xawab’s letter, received it, caused it to be 
mid ftboer- road, and found that it convoyed, a request for the 
teotl exemption from taxation of tho paddy sent. The 
Governor smiled, and said to the messenger ; This 
is a trifling affair regarding which it is not worth 
the while of the Nawfib to write to me. Although 
his interests are identical with mine, and although 
I would gladly do anything to gratify his wishes, 
L\rurt«itt(>iy and atn over soexiug tor opportunities to serve him, 
vet I regret that compliance with the request made 
in this letter b a matter beyond my power. The 
duty leviable belongs directly to the King, and hence 
the imposition of it cannot be dispensed with by me.’ 

The Governor also caused a reply to this effect 
to be prepared and despatched. 

Sunduif, mh June 17W, crlGth ini of Aiahayd — 
Murgasagyya Chetfci informed me last night that 
Velamuri Venkataiyan was so ill that his life was 
despaired of, l was in tho arecauut storehouse this 
morning considering whether 1 should communicate 
this news to tho Governor, when TirukMnii Chetti 
arrived. He said * “ Velamuri Veukataiyan, who is 
now ill, burns w r ith a desire to go to Madras, and see 
his children there, and his indisposition seems to be 
aggravated by his anxiety. An expedient to relieve 
him from his mental disquietude has been suggested. 
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It 13 that you should, with the permission of the 
Governor, acquaint the invalid that ho has approved 
of his proceeding to Madras, but wishes that he 
should go there after he lias improved his health 
by halting for a day or two atMlnakshi AmraSl’s 
choultry. The communication by you of such 
welcome news may even cure him of his malady. 
S&ihuchala Chetti and Mntturfima Chetti have .sent 
me on this errand, ami they beseech you to obtain 
the necessary permission from the Governor.” 

Accompanied by Tirakk&mi Chetti, I accordingly 
hastened to the Governor. He was at the time 
engaged in dictating to Chiniia Mudali and Mada* 
ndnda Pandit, the reply to a letter written by TJusain 
Saldb. On seeing mo, he exclaimed that they did 
not comprehend his orders, and desired me to have 
an answer drafted. His instructions were that 
Husain Sahib’s attention should be invited to the 
assistance and protection afforded to his family and 
kinsmen by the Governor and his French brethren 
at Pondichery at the time of the incursion of the 
iMahmrtas into his territories, aud that it should be 
pointed out to him that though by reason of such 
services ho could fairly be expected to render in 
return all possible assistance in promoting the in¬ 
terests of the French he seemed to pursue a different 
line of conduct, i caused a reply in those terms to 
be written by MadauuudaPandit, aud had the seal and 
stamp affixed. The Governor ordered that the reply 
should be despatched by Husain Biihib's own man. 
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c„Ap. aud this was done. After wo had taken leave of the 
X1X> Governor, Chinna Mudali expressed his gratification 
l746 ' that this business was at last over, and stated that it 
had given them a world of trouble and mortification, 
i a iiinnn Oil my questioning liim closely, he said: “ V esterday, 

the Governor directed me to prepare a reply on the 
KL lines suggested by him. I did so, but he was unable 
liniifnn' to understand my Tamil, and lost his temper twice 
hi*"” or thrice. Ho then told his wife to explain to me 
his meaning. Hut- how could she help ns, aud giie 
answers and explanations to questions put on such 
a subject? Her Tamil was so very different from 
mine that, in great wrath, he was fain to send me 
away last night. Luckily, you chanced to arrive 
and drafted a reply of some sort. I ain glad that 
this matter, which has been a very troublesome 
job, has been disposed of.” 

. hiisuiia At this Stage, MadanSada Pandit drew the atten- 
o* tion of Chinna Mudali to a memorandum which was 
Srtkiij awaiting disposal, and invited him to go again to 
^°^ r “ nr ‘ the Governor, detailing at the same time the circum¬ 
stances of the case in the following words : 

‘‘This relates to the case of htnfi Kb sin Bhiu, 
roih’r i» who was kept under restraint by the Governor, at 
Tfiatrt. distance of Patb&n Sa’adat KM a. but who made 

his escape when Anwar-ud-dSn Khihi Bahadur visited 
this. The claim of Fathfin Sa’Mat Kbsln against dtinfi 
Khfin Bhai was for 13,700 pagodas and an elephant. 
At the time of the Mahratta inroad, when both of 
them took refuge here, the claim was brought before 
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the Governor for adjudication, and after investi¬ 
gating 1 the merits of the case according to thoir 
own law, he decided it in favour of the Paththi. But 
Janfl Khan BMi perversely refused to comply with 
the award. Sa’iidat Khan has applied for a duly 
attested memorandum sotting forth these facts, a 
draft of which has accordingly been prepared. It 
lias to be read and interpreted to the Governor, 
whose seal should lie affixed to it, and then it should 
be delivered to the applicant.” 

On receiving this invitation from Mndaniinda 
Pandit, Chiuna Mudali suggested that 1 should 
accompany them. In spite of my request to be left 
alone, they' most earnestly entreated mo to go with 
them, and 1 was finally prevailed t^ion to do so. 
When we approached the Governor, t’hinua Mudali 
begged me to broach the subject, but ! told him to 
do this himself. About n quarter of an Indian hour 
was spent in mutual interchange of courtesies on this 
point, and then Madanfinda Pandit, exclaiming that 
Chinna Mudali could not accurately interpret the 
contents of the document, requested me to undertake 
the work. The Governor, with a smile, remained 
silent for a while, and then turning to me bade me 
proceed with the matter. Upon this MadanSuda Pan¬ 
dit read out in Persian the draft memorandum—the 
contents of which were as already stated—and I inter¬ 
preted to the Governor in Preach as it was read. Ho 
then affixed his seal to it , and directed the delivery 
of it to Sa’ldat KL$n : this was accordingly done. 
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CuiP. Having been invited to the marriage ceremony 
of the 3 on of Kommaim Mudali, which was being 
p!^' celebrated in a house opposite to his own, at which 
mning*. a ipaf pavilion had been erected, I attended it, and 
then repaired for the second time to the Governors 
house. Tirukkfimi Chetti accompanied me, and we 
both entered the presence of the Governor. I said 
tin* to him: “Yelamuri Venkataiyan is dangerously ill, 

jihm till? It is stated that the longest time that he can live is 

thirty-sis hours/’ Ho then asked me what the 
nature of his illness was. I replied tliat the disease 
was chronic dyspepsia, and communicated to him 
what Sungu Mutturnma Chetti aud Sungu Sfohachala 
Chetti had told Tirukkdmi Chetti and has already 
been recorded. The Governor replied; “ I cannot 
soe How this man, whose death is regarded as certain 
when here, can be expected to recover when moved 
to Jlin&kshi Ammul’s choultry. He, apparently, is 
pining to return to his native place. Consequently, 
when he has improved somewhat in health, he might 
Oovemnf e sea no. Tell the men who have been appointed 
to watch him, to be careful.” He bade me see him 
IjaT in person, and directed me to strengthen the 
guard by two peons. I accordingly deputed two 
more men for duty, warned them, as well as the 
four already detailed, not to be careless, told them 
pinriii and Tirukkami Chetti that 1 would come again

.li* nun. - n eT ^ t jj t |g > and went homo. At 5, I returned 
and found the invalid raving, and tossing on his 
bed. I asked Annapurna Aiyan what the condition 
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of his patient was. He said: “It, is a doubtful c**r. 
case, and we cannot count upon bia recovery as — 
certain. At all events, it will be well if bis excessive . 174a ’ 
anxiety can bo allayed. Please tell him, with your £523 h 
own mouth, that you will send him to bis home." I 
accordingly gave him in equivocal terms a hope of 
this, and, as a preliminary step towards removal, 
caused him to be carried to the stable. I then went 
out for an airing, and returned home. 

Monday, , 27 th June 17$6, or 17 th A n i pfMshoyu X( , rillU(ri 
I here was this morning nothing worthy of note ™vehtU- ul 
at the durbar. In the afternoon, at about 4, the 
Company’s peons informed mo that, the expiatory 
ceremonies performed at rhe last moments of a dying 
person had taken place in the case of Venkatoiyan. 

At 6, I betook myself to Sunguvar’s house in view 
to make inquiries concerning the sick man. Seeing 
SfishSchala Chetti, Annapurna Aiyan, Salatu V'un- 
katilchnla Chetti, and a few other fvdnmtties, in 
front of the building, I asked them how he was 
getting on, 1 ho first two of those mentioned 
above informed me that his breathing had become 
difficult, and that bis end was only a matter of a few 
hours. I then spoke some words of consolation 
to SGsMchula Chetti, As it was nearly 6, and as the nknxunt 
matter had to be reported to the Governor, I took 
with me Annapurna Aiyan and also Krimasi Pandit, 
who had accompanied m© from the time that I left 
iny house for Sungnvdr’s, and proceeded by the 
eastern road in order to call at the Governor's 
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residence. Hardly had 1 reached this, when the 
Company’s peons, running alter me, told me a 
Vonkataiyan had expired. 1 then entered the house 
to communicate the news to the Governor. e 
lost returned, having been out for a drive. made 
him acquainted with the death of V enkataiyan. 
He said to met « What h to be done now. I 
replied: “ Some time ago, when Venkataiyan wa» 1U 
Madras, Siuign Mutlurtma Chetti and 8H*** 
Chetti represented to you, through Kan a ya 
Mudali* that he had embezzled money to the extent o 
60,000 or 70,000 pagodas from the bazaar o i ara- 
nappa Chetti, and that l.e must be summoned and 
mfldo to restore this sum, Bnd the} hegge ) ou 
take the necessity measures. Thereupon, in the 
month of Arppisi of the year Rudr6tkftn[November 
174,31, you addressed a letter to the Governor o 
Madras, requesting that he might be sent to Pondi- 
cherv. On this Mr. Benyon summoned \ enkataiyan. 
and informed him that you had written asking for Ins 
rendition in connection with Sunguvar’s accounts, 
and that you had mentioned him as being the agent of 
the latter, and therefore liable for the defalcations 
which had occurred in the money entrusted to his 
charge. The Governor accordingly bade Turn go to 
Pondichery and settle his accounts. Venkataiyan 
however denied that he was the agent of Suuguyfir, 
and in view to effect his escape for the time being, 
declared that he was under no obligation to that 
person. Mr. Bonyon then communicated to you

what he had stated. You, upon thiij, sent, for 
Mutt urania Chetti and Seshacluita Chetti, acquainted 
them with the purport of the letter received from 
Madras, and asked whether they hail any evidence 
in substantiation of their claim. They answered 
in the affirmative, and promised to produce wit¬ 
nesses. They accordingly summoned all the agents 
of the merchants employed in the bazaar, every one 
of whom deposed that Venkataiyan was the agent 
of Sunguviir, that he had the custody of the funds 
belonging to him at the bazaar of Ntimna ppa Chetti 
in A root ; that he had the charge of his accounts; 
and that he was iu receipt of regular pay from him. 
You thereupon caused a statement to be drawn up, 
which was attested by the signatures of each of 
the witnesses, and affixing your own signature to it, 
you forwarded it to Mr. Heuvon, accompanied by a 
separate communication addressed to him. On read¬ 
ing the papers, he was convinced of the truth of the 
allegation against V enkataiyau, and ordered him to 
go to Pondichery. Yon then, through me, nominated 
Range Pandit, ftk£mbara Aiyan, GopuUiswiimi, Ytra- 
r&gava Chetti, and Adi Vnr&ha Chetti, as arbitrators 
to scrutinize and settle the accouuts. But Ton¬ 
ka t aiyan refused to submit to arbitration, stating 
that there was no need for it. He pleaded: ' I 
am directij responsible to Sungnvar, but it is he 
who is accountable to his co-partners Lakshnuma, 
Mayakkau and others, if required, I will remain 
13 voi. 11, 
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with and assist the accountant who is deputed to 
examine the accounts, as 1 did immediately after 
my return from Madras. I thereupon observed that 
being responsible for the accounts, he must cer¬ 
tainly remain with the accountant, and prepare and 
furnish us with a statement showing the receipts 
and charges under each head, I instructed 
Gflpdlaswdmi to examine the books, and see whether 
there were any discrepancies. He accordingly 
went through them, and supplied me with a list 
of incorrect entries which he had detected. I then 
summoned Venkataiyan, cud told him that as his 
accounts were full of inaccuracies, he must settle 
them before the arbitrators mentioned above- He, 
however, persisted in declining to accept ad judication 
by them, and said 1 I am answerable to Sunguvtr, 

I act in obedience to lus orders. Where is the need 
for any reference to arbitrators? ’ His words excited 
your anger, and yon directs his confinement in the 
prison at the fort, observing that he had no right to 
decline to abide by the decision of the arbit rators. He 
was accordingly incarcerated, along with Wandiwash 
Tiruvlngada Pillai, in one of the cells near the 
north of the eastern gate, I also sent word to 
him through two or three persons advising him to 
submit his accounts for settlement by arbitration. At 
your bidding, 1 further w-ent to him, and personally 
and clearly explained to him the wisdom of acceding 
to the course indicated. But lie was stubborn, 
and starved for three days. On the fourth, he sent 
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intimation that he acquiesced in the mode of cha?. 
adjudication suggested. Yon thereupon ordered his — 
discharge, and directed that his accounts should 
be looked into by the arbitrators. When he was ^ hw,M(n °* 
released, he not only executed a deed promising to 
abide bv the decision of the five arbitrators mentioned, Brauns ^ 
but also made a full representation to them of all the 
circumstances supporting the entries, and helped in 
the examination of his accounts. All that remains 
to be done notv is that a formal award, specifying tdtnuld 11BW 
the amount for which Venkatwyan was liable, should 
be drawn up, and signed by the arbitrators. 1 ho 
entertainment of Yen kataiyan as agent in charge of 
the cash in Ntranappa Chetti’s shop belonging to 
Sunguvflr was a private arrangement, made by 
the latter on his own responsibility. Nfiranappa 
Chetti is accountable to his co-sharers as regards 
the concerns of the shop. Any deficit caused by ^ rv „ r 
misappropriation on the paid, of V enkataiyan, and 
recoverable from him. should be made good by 
Snu gnvfir. Sungn Mutturama Chetti and Scshachala 
Chetti should be informed accordingly/' 

The Governor then said: W horn shall we send 

to them ? Shall it be the interpreters of the Court ” 

I replied ; 11 You may suiomoti Knm3si 1 and it, and 
charge him with the message. 1 r l his person, who 
is the subordinate chief of the peons, and Annapurna 
Aiyan, had both accompanied me to the Governor's 
house, and were waiting there. The Governor 
accordinglv sent for J\rimslsi Pandit, and bade me 
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tell him all that was to bo communicated to Sunguvar 
In liis presence I said to Krinuisi Pandit- as follows, 
directing him to repeat the same to Sun guv sir. and 
to inform him that he did so under the instructions 
of the Governor :— 

“ All the accounts of Venkataiyan, who is 
now dead, have been examined by the arbitrators 
appointed for that purpose. It only remains for 
them to prepare the balance sheet, and sign it. 
Nothing else has to be done. Venkataiyan was 
privately employed by you us your agent in the shop 
of which Nsiranappa Cbetfi has to render accounts 
to his co-partners, and he was not vested with any 
independent ownership. It therefore follows that 
you must replace any amount embezzled by Venkat- 
aiyan. For your own good, and only by way of 
advice, I recommend you, ere the news of his 
death reaches Madras, and his brother conceals his 
property, to write to the aons of your relative 
Venkattchata Chetti at Madras, to place all his 
money, goods, and other articles, hi safe custody. 
Yon know best where these actually are.” 

All these words were repeated by Krimasi 
Pandit to Sungu Mnttur&ma Chetti and S6shtchala 
Chetti. They replied: u How are we, in particular, 
concerned in this affair ? We are only one of the four 
co-partners, and why should wo alone be held liable 
for the whole loss. But if the Governor chooses to 
send a letter to Madras, we will write to our relatives 
there.” Before Kriimisi Pandit could communicate 
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their reply to the Governor, the latter hail sat. down ciur. 
to cards. When he rose to take refreshment, T — 
intimated to him what Seshaehtda Chetti had told Thu«*n\ 
Krimast Pandit. He thereupon esclaimed: “They 
cannot hope to be relieved of their liability by 
talking in this off-hand way. They must make wiyy 
good the loss. It is of no consequence to me whether

they write to Madras, or not. They can do as i«*. 
they please. I gave the advice which 1 did for their 
benefit, and merely owing to my taking a kindly 
interest in them. It is immaterial to me whether 
they make light of, or accept and act upon it. ii 
is left to their pleasure. They will eventually 
suffer much. Tell them so." Kritaftsi Pandit again Kny 
communicated to them what the Governor had said. S5!Tb 
Sungu Mutturftma Chetti, and SesMetuda Chetti, 
then sent word as follows : if fto be it. 11 o will 
do as advised, and! write a letter to Madras. ’ I xjwy^ 
then informed the Governor that when Venkataiyan 
was ill, they had already written to the sons of 
Venkatdchala Chetti at Madras, and told them to 
secure his goods and other property. On this he onkMoj 
said : “ Inquire about this carefully, and ascertain 
who went to Madras with the message His evi¬ 
dence may be required." 

When 1 was on my way to the Governor, to com¬ 
municate to him the news of the dentil of Venka- 
taiyan, SGshiichala C'hetfi requested me, as the death 
had taken place in the evening, to obtain the permis¬ 
sion of the Governor to have the Madras gate kept 
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open until he mid others returned from conveying 
the corpse to the cremation ground. 1 according!) 
communicated his request to the (rovnuor, who 
told M. deBiiry to comply with it, The latter 
accordingly gave me a letter which I forwarded to 
S^shachala Chetti, Th© gate was kept o|ieii until 
11, and was only closed after all the parties had 
returned. 

t reported to the Governor that Adiappa Chetti, 
the brother of S£sh3chala Chetti, was desirous of 
proceeding to Cuddalore, as his mother was ailing 
there. He replied: “ Where is the urgency for 
his departure now ? Hut if hu is bent upon going, 
order the Company’s peons to prevent Ms quitting 
Pondichery.” T accordingly instructed the men 
detailed for duty in. connection with Buuguvsir’s 
accounts to keep a watch over his movements. 

Tttasdnif, 28 th Jam 1746, or 28th Ani of Afokaya. 
—This morning at S, a meeting of the Council was 
held, which lasted until 11. Before the Council 
dispersed. I attended the marriage of Kommana 
Mndali’s son, then set off for the Governor’s house, 
and finally returned home, after the Councillors had 
departed from the Council Chamber. 

The news of this day is as follows : A Frenchman 
who has been long resident in Madras with his 
family, and who had been serving under the English 
as a serjeant, has, under secret agreement with the 
Governor of Pondichery, been in the habit of fur¬ 
nishing the latter, from time to time, with private 
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information concerning affairs at Madras. This 
man has bet'll secretly and gradually aiding forty or 
fifty of the French prisoners, consisting of officials 
and part of the crew of a ship captured by the 
English, to escape from Fort, St. George to Myla- 
pore, professing all the while ignorance of every¬ 
thing connected with them. .A bout twenty days ago, 
seated on a horse, ho escorted twenty of them 
in succession—by twos and threes—to My la pore. 
The police peons, noticing this, reported the matter 
to the Governor of Madras, who at once ordered 
the arrest of the serjeant, and a search of his house, 
A few letters from oar Governor, M, Dupleii, were 
discovered, and on the strength of these the prisoner 
was convicted. His bouse and all his property 
have l>een confiscated ; he has been flogged four 
times in the presence of the troops; chains were 
placed On his legs and wrists ; and he will, it is said, 
lie executed. A communication to the foregoing 
effect has been received from a reliable quarter, and 
the report is not likely to be false. 

Friday, 1st Jut if 17 M h <>r Sl*t ditt uf Akxhoyu,- 
This morning at 10, the Governor sent lor me, and 
said; " A letter has come from M. Paradis. It 
seems that your agent there, a certain Aiyangiir, who 
owes 700 pagodas, payable in two instalments—100 
on the 30th Juno, and the remaining 300 on the 30th 
July—has failed to pay anything, and that when a 
demand was made, he has refused to comply with 
it, saying that he liad written to you about it, that 
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you have asked him to pay the a mount, but that 
he does not owe you a cash, and on the contrary, 
lias overpaid you. The man appears to have spoken 
impertinently to M. Paradis, saying: ‘Do what you 
like, 1 etc,, and M. Paradis has consequently ordered 
him to be imprisoned. Here again, see what you 
have done. You have, this season, had an unprece¬ 
dentedly good harvest. You have disposed of the 
whole produce, uot leaving a single grain. Yet you 
delay payment.” And hiking off his cap, lie con¬ 
tinued : “ Enough, of your friendship. Many (hanks 
to you.” L said in explanation : “ i told him, as he 
had a share in the transaction, to settle the first instal¬ 
ment of 400 pagodas, and then the second, and added 
that the accounts might be adjlisted afterwards. He 
had to pay the amount, jointly with Kariktil Tiru- 
vSugadnm, I asked the latter, also, to meet his 
share. Under these circumstances, was 1 uot. justi¬ 
fied iu asking him to make the payment ?” The 
Governor replied i " Very well. Write to M, Paradis 
what you have told me, and mention that I liave been 
angry with you.” But,” he added : “ There may 
be ten thousand transactions between you and him. 
In what waj’ is the Company concerned with them ? 
You are directly responsible to it.” I answered : 
“ That is true, ami that is the reason why l told 
him to arrange for payment, ! pressed Tiruytn- 
gndam, his partner here, to pay 1200 pagodas, and 
have remitted the amount by a draft, I will send 
the remaining 200 iu two or three days.” The 
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Governor upon this remarked: “ Well, write a 
letter at once* The Aiyangar is in confinement,” 
Ho told me repeatedly-—four or five times—to 
write quickly. Considering lhaL it would not be 
fair to cspo.se Sflsha Aiyangar just then—seeing that 
he had brought about his imprisonment through his 
own imprudence — and bearing in mind that he was 
my agent, I undertook to be accountable for the 
whole amount, and wrote to II. Paradis promising 
to pay the entire sum myself . 

This evening, 1 received a communication written 
oa palmyra-leaf from Frakftsa Aludali, the du fails h 
at Karikul, and two from Chinna Kuzhandai. The 
contents of these were as follows: — 

'* You wrote a letter to Sdsha AiyaugSr asking 
liim, wit h reference to his share in the profits, to pay 
700 pagodas to the Company. On receipt of this, 
he went straight to M. Paradis, and said : 1 You may 
do what you like with me. Although the liability 
lies with Hangappau, he lias written to me to pay 
the Company. 1 cannot, however, comply with his 
request.' As is bis nature, he spoke in an imperi¬ 
ous and insulting tone. This provoked M. Paradis, 
who ordered him to be thrown into prison, and 
placed in irons. Ho is consequently now in confine¬ 
ment* The responsibility of setting him at liberty 
lies with you.” 

God has visited Sasha Aiyangar with this punish¬ 
ment in consideration of his ingratitude for all the 
favour that I have shown him* 
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Some despatches were received from idfirat. this 
evening. Thair contents have yet to be learnt. 

Tuesday, 5th July J7h6 t or 25th Anl of Akthaw.— 
This morning, the Governor summoned me, ami 
said as follows : “ Of the 700 pagodas due from 
you to Kclrikiil, you have just sent a draft for 400. 
You have informed M. Paradis that you will pay 
the remaining 300 pagodas on the 10th August. 
But this will not do. You must remit this sum, 
too, on the 10th instant.” J replied that I would 
pay it in accordance with the period allowed in the 
stipulation with M. Paradis* But the Governor re¬ 
peated that this would not do, on which I remained 
silent. He thou observed: “ Dispense with the 
services of S$sha Aiyangar, Do not retain liim ia 
your service, for he has disregarded your orders, and 
has brought some discredit on you.” I replied ; “I, 
too, am of the same mind. Unless this be done, his 
successor will not fear,” and 1 retired. He again 
sent for me and Chinna Mudali. When we presented 
ourselves, he exclaimed: “ You had better both pay 
up what is due; I will write a letter stating that 
you will.” I then drew nearer to him, and said : 
“We will pay by the 20tli, or 25th,” He replied: 
“ You can represent what, you have to say to 
M. Paradis.” Wo agreed, and came away. 

After this, we discussed with one another the 
subject of how very particular the Governor was in 
the matter of exacting money, but bow indisposed 
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he was to attend to the complaints of injustice chat. 
preferred against M. Paradis, and we made up _—' 
onr minds, as the injustices perpetrated by him 
were beyond description, that we would bring the 
subject forward as soon as we had paid what was 
due.

Friday, 8th July 17h6, orSStfi Ani nf Akuhaya ,— a »i>ip 
At half-past 11, thla forenoon, when 1 was in my are* 
camit storehouse, A rmifU hala Chetti came and told 
me that a vessel displaying a white flag was approach¬ 
ing, that a signal was flying on the fort, and that the 
Governor had been informed, On this, I was about 
to leave for the beach in order to see t he ship, whon ( 
met Varlam the younger sou of Malaikkozhundu 
Moduli, and he told mo that, the Governor had 
observed her from the terrace of his house, and had 
ordered him to announce to Monaetgtieur Cceufdouat, 
the Superior of the church of St. Paul, that she was iim*™* 
French, and was approaching t he roads from France. 

When I reached the beach, 1 found there M. de la 
Villebague, M. Auger, M. Deschesnayes—the gentle- Dime* 
man w hose ship, the Favori, was seized and plundered 
at Acheen—and a few others, and I inquired of them 
whose vessel it was, M. de la Villebngue informed J.ianu* 
me that it was the trading-ship Marie Jo$eph from 
Chandernagore, captain Champignon, that she was S!™* 
laden with cowries, and had apparently been to 
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Mascareigne, and was returning thence. “ If so,” 
f remarked, “ she could not have come unaccom¬ 
panied by others.” He assured me that there was 
no doubt about it, aud departed. A peon soon after 
brought a letter conveyed by the catamaran which 
had been despatched to her. It was received and 
read by M. Auger, who communicated to me ita 
contents. These stated that the ship was the 
Marie Joseph, commanded by M. Champignon, and 
that she was laden with cowries that she had come 
on in advance, leaving nine ships, including that of 
Admiral de la Bourdonnais, at a distance of seven 
leagues behind her, that these had on the way given 
battle with apparent success to some English men- 
of-war, and that they might be ex pc tod here either 
this evening, or to-morrow morning. Learning this, 
T returned in half an hour. The tidings of the 
arrival of the ships have awakened inexpressible joy 
in the breasts of the citizens of Pondichery, They 
manifested exhilaration such as though they had 
discovered a hidden hoard, or recovered a lost 
treasure; or as though their beloved dead had re¬ 
turned to life. They were all as gay as they would 
be on a wedding day, or when blessed with longed- 
for progeny, or when they had tasted the divine 
ambrosia. Tho follow ing ci reams t an ces c on t ributed 
to cause these universal rejoicings. Last year, no 
ships arrived at Pondichery from Frauee, and none 
wore despatched from this to that country. On the 
other hand, those bound for China, Manilla, and

Acheen, as well as sundry others, were all captured dur. 
by tile English. The consequence was the exhaiis- 
iion of the Company's funds and of the resources of l<1 ’ 
the merchants, and utter depression in all commercial 
transactions. Under these circumstances the news 
of the approach of the fleet, advised by this ship, 
was welcome, and it was hailed with acclamation. 

This evening, some persons who ascended the 
flagstaff in the fort, declared that they descried 
ships, and in truth, at about two hours after sunset, k,*ih 
eight were seen nearing the roads. As it was 
night, mortars and cannon were fired singly from the 
battery on the seashore, to the south of the fort, two 
or three of them being shotted for fear of a stealthy 
approach by English ships. The fire of the guns was 
returned by double discharges from the ships, which 
entertained no doubt of having been recognised. 

In this way the people in the fort, and those in the 
ships, exchanged salutes until midnight. Just after m. d« i* 

2 o’clock, M. de la Bourdonnais, the commander of the 
fleet, landed, went to the Governor, was closeted with *n<i m '' 

n-turai, 

him for an hour, and theu stepping into a boat, 
returned aboard. This was the state of affairs to-day. 

Soon after the arrival, at uoou, of the Marie siui* 
Joseph, the Governor despatched a message directing 
the return of the ship and sloop which had sailed for rrV ’ lll " lL 
Alambarai. These were the occurrences of this day. 

On her way to Pondichery, the Marie Joseph had 
touched at Kdrikftl and embarked M. Mainvdle and 
a detachment of fifty soldiers, who landed here. 
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Ooir. Saturday, 9th My it&,9r*9th Anicf Ahhnr/a.- 
*— This morning, I found in the roads nine ships, being 
the eight which arrived last night, and that which 
iiUi*. rear hod t his yes terday, at noon. At S o’clock, fifteen 

guns were fired flora that which carried M de la 
Bourdocmais, anil the salute was returned by the fort, 
j The following is the information concerning 
£T these ships t Five of them set sail from France in 
August 1745, touched at Mascareigne on the 3rd of 
the^f olio wing February, and there were strengthened 
by the addition of four country craft equipped for 
war. The fleet thus reinforced, together with the 
Bengal merchant-man Mari* Joseph, bore up for 
the island of Madagascar. Here they took on 
board some provisions, and continued their voyage. 
On their way, they encountered a violent storm 
which carried away their masts, and broke their 
Therinn rudders to pieces ; the leaks sprung by some endan- 
j ww S*?* 7 goring their foundering. But, thanks to Crod, the 
wind soon abated, the violence of the sea subsided, 
the rain ceased, and they righted. The injured 
roasts were replaced, and the ships were in other 
respects repaired, and refitted for the voyage, 
which they then resumed. They, however, met 
with another burst of severe weather which neces¬ 
sitated repairs for a second time. This over, they 
Kiwi again held on their course, until they reached 

iCtd* Point dn Galle, in the roads of which they remained 

for thirty or forty days. Resuming their voyage, 
they wore off Negapatam, and a little to the south of 
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that port, when they fell in with an English fleet of 
sis sail commanded by Mr. Peyton, which offered 
battle. The combat lasted from -t in the afternoon 
to 7 in the evening, and took place three days ago. 
The French ships which engaged the English were 
those of M. do la Bourdon nabs and M. do la Selle, 
and they appear to have fired 5,000 rounds, The 
English, some of whom were veteran warriors, 
and who had a force of si* man-of-war, are said 
to have fought gallantly. They, however, were 
repulsed, and escaped only owing to their having 
the a'lvantage of the wind, whilst the French had 
an unfavourable position. This incident however 
resulted in considerable loss of property, which was 
enhanced by boxes of ammunition in two of our 
ships having exploded. As the latter had on board 
a large quantity of silver, broad cloth, wine, and 
other European articles, and as the French could 
not. be certain of the ultimate result of pushing 
their victory homo ; and further as they were only 
within ten leagues of their destination, they con¬ 
sidered it prudent to make the bed of their way 
hither. Taking advantage accordingly of the con¬ 
fusion and dismay created amongst the enemy by 
the defeat which they had sustained, they hastened 
to Pondicbery. It is said that two of the English 
ships Were either sunk, or were damaged beyond 
repair, and that their crews perished. It would 
further appear that even amongst those on board the 

four which remained there was serious loss. This

They afterwards conversed together for a while in 
the open space on the other side of the verandah. 
VlHIfflik Silver weighing 40,000 marcs, and gold worth 
b^i^Li & lakh of rupees, were brought by the ships* The 
exact quantity of the broad-cloth and brandy 
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aboard, is not known. Nor is it certain whether a 
chest of coral lias come. 

Two of ihe sons of M. Dnlauvens, the one aged 
twenty-one, and the other eighteen, came as 
passengers: another is said to be in France living 
with M. Duma-. This information has been fur¬ 
nished to me by St. Miran. 

At 7 this night, M. Paradis arrived by boat 
from Kdrikal, with a detachment of 140 soldiers. 

Chinna Mudali and I visited Si, Dulaurens, whom 
we congratulated on the arrival of his two sons. 

It is rumoured that orders have been received 
for the dismissal from the service of the Company of 
the Deputy Governor, and M. Guillinrd. 
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Tliis day, the chest 3 of silver which were on 
hoard the ships, and a few of tho wounded, wore 
brought ashore. 

Hmvifiy, 10th July 1U8, or 30th Ani of Akshoya — 
After down to*day, the remainder of the wounded, 
and some bales of broad-cloth were landed. 

In the morning, Chimin Mudaii and I paid 
a visit to M. de la Buiirdonnais, and welcomed 
him. 

Monday, Uth July 17 ±6, or 31st Ani of Ah hay u.— 
SingrfL CLiilri my priest, and those who had brought 
presents from Bommardjfl pfllaiyam on the 7th of 
Vaigisi [17th May], departed for that place, at 10 
this morning, The following is an account of the 
gifts which I made them ; — 

For delivery to Venkata Naroeinga Raja; a 
large horse which had been held in common by 
Kunakardya Mudaii and me during ids life-time, 
but which I subsequently purchased for my own 
use, crimson brocade, a Gunarati girdle, a silk 
turban, and a jewel for the same. 
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For delivery to Narana Bhftttan t the Brahman in 
the service of the Rflja; two yards of superfine 
crimson broad*cloth ; and to Ms wife, a clotli and a 
bodice, coating Rs, 19. 

For delivery to Pedda A j yavslr, tho Raja s B 
writer ; two yards of Mocha * broadcloth.

1 also gave them letters for delivery to the llaji, 
j fatfay * Tirana Bhattau, and Pedda Aiyavar. I sent tho 
persons mentioned below to accompany the presents; 
viz., Krishna 8astri, Varadu Aiyongiir, Ilnyal Aiyan 
and two peons; as also Arumuga Pamkiram, a physi¬ 
cian, to treat the R;ija. They took leave of me, 
spent the night at my Brahman village, and after¬ 
wards resumed their journey.

Dnpleix has accordingly, so it i* understood, been 
appointed Governor of Ghandoruagora, which is to sii-mw 
be raised to an hide pen dent settlement having no SI, jthipkix 
concern with Pondietary, aud to bo under the direct 
control of the Directors.

Dumas’s accounts—a circumstance to which the 
grant of AzMsapakkam and the lease of it by the 
Company owe their origin, 1 lie matter however 
cost M. Dumas the making of considerable presents 
at the time of the inquiry , and it was by these means 
that he has obtained the enjoyment of Azliisa- 
pAkkam, subject to resumption of it by the Company 
after his death. The same twelve Commissioners 
are now engaged in the investigation of the transac¬ 
tions of M. de la Bourdounais, and this apparently 
does not bid fair to conclude happily for him.” 

Thereupon 1 observed : " We caunot say what a 
liberal gift, might not effect here also.” Coinciding 
with my remark, lie said that the passing of orders 
in accordance with the wishes of an individual 
depended on the extent to which he lavished presents 
on the Comptroller-General. 

Our conversation afterwards turned on general 
topics bearing on the affairs of Europe and this 
country, to chronicle which would probably' require 
twenty* pages, but which T pass over on account, of 
their unimportance.

Those having communication with Cuddalore and 
Fort. St. David report that the inhabitants of these 
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places, having heard of the arrival of fleet at 
Pondichery, are deserting their houses. 

I Vedne$day, 13th July 17U6, or Id Adi f>J A&ahaya, 
Giwstel In lion EdrfUgni.~'^om)> time ago, ou account of 
a mis understanding at Taujore between Range Pan* lit 
and Annappa Settigai, the former, quitting that 
town, resided for some time at Udaiyurpalaiyatti, and 
lias si nf*e betaken himself to Pondichery. This man 
visited me, and stated that he had received advice of 
Annappa Settigai having b*?u committed to prison 
on li)th of Ani [20th June] last, and of the appoint¬ 
ment of Manoji AppS in his room; and he added 
that his brothers had written to him at the instance 
of Sctugdswflmi and Maudji Appfl to proceed to 
Taujore, in order to settle certain matters. He 
proposes going there, leaving his son and wife here, 
but contemplates bringing them to Taujore after he 
has disposed of his business. He bade me farewell, 
and intends starting to-morrow. 

This morning, M. do la Bourdounab passed 
through the Villijanallur gate, on his way to Ozhu- 
karai. The soldiers there, observing this, honoured 
him by turning out, and forming up as a guard of 
honour. He however sent word to them by his peon 
that such a ceremonial was unnecessary, as he was 
not wearing uniform, but had on only a dressing 
gown and night-cap. Nevertheless they paid him 
the honour, and beat the " Tambour.” * On

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hia return from Ozhukarai, M. de la Bourdonnais C»i». 
entered by the Vazhuduvflr gate at which, too, the 
soldiers holding' it turned out, and rewired him 
with a guard of honour. On M. de la Bourdonnais ™£""‘ 
pointing out to them, as he had to those at the 
VilliyauaMr gate, the needlesaness of observing this 
ceremony, the guard was dismissed. Again, when 
he entered the fort gate, the soldiers there prepared 
to fall in as a guard of honour, but. on being advised 
as those at the town-gates had been, they with¬ 
drew. M, de la Bourdonnais afterwards sent for 
M. Duqueane and said to him: " Because I am gf M. 
within the jurisdiction of your Governor, your 
guards, when I pass them, beat the “ Tambour "for 
me, an honour accorded to the Deputy Governor. 

But. I suppose that you will not, take exception to the 
beating, as is done in the case of the Governor, of the 111," b-alilEjf 
“ Tambour-auxchamps ” « for me when surrounded 
bv my own majors, captains, and soldiers. M. 
Duqueane replied that he could not allow it. There- gjT^ 
upon M, de la Bourdonnais preferred a complaint 
to the Governor against M. Duquesne, alleging that JSgL. 
the latter had said that he would permit the beating 
of the “ Tambour ” aloue, when M. de la Bourdonnais 
passed the guards, and that if this was not acceptable 
to him he need not show himself. Thereupon, M. 

Dupleix summoned M. Duquesne, and called upon

M. de la Rourdonnais, 
tt3Tafa!!. should have taken the hint, and interceding on behalf 
of M. Duquesue, have requested the countermanding 
of the order. But he remained silent, with the desire 
that the punishment adjudged should bo inflicted, 
and M. Duquesue was committed to custody. The 
point which hurts tho feelings of M. do la Bour- 
SEElJr 1 " dnnnais is that he should be denied the lion our 
0 f the “ Tambour-aux-champs,” accorded to the

Governor, though he has himself been a Governor, 
and is now vested by the King with the command 
of ships of war. On the other hand, M, Dupleix 
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argues that ho alone is the Governor of this city; 
that M. do la Bourdonuais. although independent 
when afloat , ceases to be so, and becomes his sub¬ 
ordinate. as soon as he sets toot on shore; and 
that the claim on his part is therefore a pre¬ 
sumptuous one. M. Dupleix’s grievance is that 
M. do la Hourdomiaia maintains a hotly guard of 
eighteen troopers, causes flourishes of trumpets to 
be Bounded, and the big drum to be beaten when 
he is at dinner, and assumes other honours exclu¬ 
sively reserved for the Governor. Thus M. itupleis 
and M. do la Hourdonnais arc, at heart, jealous of one 
another’s rights and privileges, though they preserve 
an outward appearance of amity. 

Thursday* Hilt July /7jtf nr 2nd Adi, of Ak- 
tihai/n .—This morning, M, Duquesne was red eased 
from confinement. 

M. do la Hourdonnais landed some of those who 
were aboard the ships; and mustering all his 
soldiers, who had been posted at the city gates in 
foxties and fifties, as also his officers, and the men 
whom he had brought ashore, held a parade 
opposite to the Governor’s house, and reviewed 
them. He then stood in their midst, when he was 
saluted by them with their weapons, after the 
manner of the Governor. After the parade was 
over, he repaired to M. Desjardins’ house, which had 
been assigned to him as a residence, The parade 
held by Al. de la Hourdonnais was not attended or 
witnessed by M. Dupleix, who pretended to la- asleep 
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all tho while, an.ll then having dressed after the 
troops had dispersed, came oat to sit as usual in the 
courtyard. Tho Deputy Governor and others,, who 
had for some time been waiting outside, presented 
themselves before him. M. de la Bourdomiais also 
paid him a visit. The Governor and he entertain 
a mutual dislike for one another. The former is 
aggrieved because M. du la Baurdonuais does not 
regard himself as his subordinate, main tains a guard 
of honour of troopers, keeps at. his residence a party 
of soldiers and troopers, and conducts everything 
independently, and without consultation with him; 
whilst. M. do la Bourdonuais holds that he is on a 
par with the Governor, and is consequently entitled 
to all the honours accorded to that functionary; 
and that the control of military operations resting 
wholly with him, he is not bound to consult the 
Governor in matters connected therewith. Thus 
business is transacted between them with but little 
cordiality. The future development of this remains 
to be seen. 

This morning at 9, Haugb Pandit, who had come 
from Tatijore, informed me that he had received a 
letter from his brothers there stating that their affairs 
were in a flourishing comfit ion, and that he had been 
invited to return home. He consequently took 
leave of me, and departed. Three years ago, owing 
to a misunderstanding between him and Annappa 
Settigui at Tanjore, he had betaken himself to 
KaruppQr in Ikkiyarp&laiyam, and thence came to 
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Poudichery, it is now two years since he arrived Giui*. 
here. On the 10th of Ani 1 20th Juno] last, Antiappw — 
tiattigai was placed in confinement, aiul all his n« l,W ‘ 
property was confiscated by Prat&p Sing Uaja. Ilis 
brother-in-law. Suit anji Appa, together with his ^ f ^ r 1 ltJpni 
brothers, nnd Vital Pandit, as also all his dependents, 
were likewise imprisoned, and their property too was 
seized. Their accounts are still under examination. 

The office held by Annappa ^ettigai ho^ been be- 
stowed upon Miuioji Appu. t^tugoswfimi the priest 
of the R&j&, and Alannji Appa the present sec re- cr...™*.-. 
tary, have both promised to give Ran<ru Pandit the , 
charge of a subah, and to cause the restoration of ^7^!’^. 
all his property, including his houses. He said that 
his brothers bad written to him to this effect,

David and Cuddalore are sending 
their articles of value and their furniture, to¬ 
gether with their women and children, to Porto 
Novo, and the men alone remain there, drkandi 
Hangappa NSyakkau, the dubash of Mr. Hiude, Gov¬ 
ernor of Fort St. David, was the first to despatch 
his wife, children, and his property, to Porto Novo; 
others then followed his example. The alarm which 
the reverse has excited in the breasts of the people 
of those places—natives as well as Europeans— 
is beyond description. Of the Dutch traders anti 
artisans at Porto Novo who betook themselves to 
Fort pSt. David and Cuddalore during the late 
Mahraf.ta inroad, the major portion remained there. 
But all of them have now, with their belongings, 
promptly returned to Porto Novo. Cuddalore and 
Fort St. David are deserted, but Porto Novo is as 
flourishing, and brisk with trade, as it used to bo, 
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The citizens of Madras ar* without exception chat. 
overwhelmed wit h consternation, t he wealthy there* — 
and those who carry on mercantile transactions with r JJ^X 
Arcot and the neighbouring count i y am transferring 1 
their goo iU to that town* and thereat of the popu¬ 
lation is also in a state of unrest* It is said that 
trustworthy information has boon received to this 
effect. It is reported that Sam bn Das, the sou 
of Saukarapnrik. wont to Arcot four or five days 
n o° f aiu ^ that his child run are preparing to follow 
him Re Ha bio intelligence ha^ al^o UH+m received flOwrnot 

ihiit the Governor* Mr. Morse* who is a man wholly 
destitute of Courage and fortit ude, is much broken in n 
spirit, that vigorous arrangements are lining made 
for the defenre of the fort, and that the ships are 
being brought nearer the shore and are being supplied 
with arms and ammunition. The people there are 
said to be utterly cast down, as their ruler is wanting 
in presence of mind. The French will, ere long, Sc*i.di 
be further reinforced by .ships which have nlready ?’ 

anchored at Point ile Galle, and their expected t1,l! irppTIC,l ‘ 
arrival is now known both to the French, And to the 
English, through a Dutch sloop which met thorn, 
and has brought news that they have reached Nega- 
p&tam. These tidings, whilst they have enhanced 
the enthusiasm of the French, have broken the 
spirit of the English. Twenty chests of silver rwds-nj®' 
belonging to Mr. Barnet, and a thousand and odd 
packages, the property of the Company, which were jj*!**^' 
at Fort !?fc, David, have been transferred to Madras. 
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The merchants within anil beyond the precincts of 
Port St. David, are packing np their goods, and 
lodgiu? them, for security, in the fort* whither— 
■?<] our ?pies have ascertained—-the huglish of the 
surrounding localities, such as Cudd&loro, \ uudi- 
pilaiyam, and Port St. David, are likewise transfer¬ 


ring their property. 

Saturday, 16th A];*hayct — 

The captain of one of the five sail which recently 
arrived, and whose name is not known to me, died 
this morning, after an illness. The colours ol his 
ship were half-masted, and minute guns were fired 
until his remains wore interred, when a salvo was 
discharged by the whole fleet together. I he funeral 
took place at half-past 5 this evening. 

In the course of conversation with me this 
morning at 9, the Uovevuor said as follows; ” M, 
do la liourdounais is a strange man, with an un- 
^uiMi'jb. governable temper. He is a babbler. His injustice 
at tfasc&reigue drove the inhabitants there to 
petition against him to the Minister in France. 
He was on the point of being executed; but thanks 
koAmiAr* to his good luck, which seems to attend him still, 
^yaruinr he effected his escape by propitiating with lavish 
presents M. de Pulvy, the brother of the Comp¬ 
troller-General, who was open fo bribes. IVith a 
squadrou of seven sail he set out on an expedi¬ 
tion to Arabia, boasting that he would subjugate 
that country. But he failed in this project, and 
thereby caused serious loss to the Company. He 
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is a great impostor.” M. Dupleix said many other Ciur. 
disparaging things of M. de la Bourdon nais. Xot ^ 
only did 1 throughout express myself in bar- uartii*' 
mouy with his views, but I dwelt at length, and I** . r 
in highly eu login tie tortus, on the address with oa^Encr 
which he administered the affairs of this city at 
so critical a time as tlie present, and on the tact 
with which he expended from his own purse two 
Jakhs of pagoda? 1 to relieve the townsmen from 
embarrassment, and maintain them in prosperity 
such as though they were in times when trade and 
commerce were at their best, 1 remarked that the 
ability and success of the administration of his 
predecessors could not bear com prison wiili those 
of his, and that it was problematical whether any 
of his successors would reach the standard of his 
qualifications; and T averred that there was no man 
in India who could conduct affairs of state with 
the consummate skill that lie had displayed at the Amt vti 
momentous period of the threatened attack by the t( 
English on Pnndichery, when they captured all the kIJoLi!" 7 
french ships, and intercepted all the sloops and 
native craft bound thither. 1 asserted further that 
the Company could not in future secure the services 
of a like officer. 

1 talked to him tor a long while; showering M. Dujjldit 
encomiums on him. M. Dupleix resuming the con- fg"*'**- " 
veraatiou, said; 

"The universal opinion of the officers who 
accompanied M. de la Bourdon nais is that it was 
IT 
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undoubtedly his neglect that pwnutted the escape 
of the English ships, and that all of thorn could have 
been captured. This la what they individually Mated 
when having personal interviews with me. But his 
explanation is that he had on board vast quantities 
of goods and treasure, and that three of the ships 
wen* absolutely without provisions-*pleas which, 
l suppose, must, be accepted. This circumstance led 
to their escape. But under similar conditions in the 
iiitm'e, they must not lie let off; and must fight to 
the last: one side must be destroyed by the other. 
There should be no alternative.* 1 

Expressing myself in a manner which was agree¬ 
able to his feelings, 1 continued the conversation by 
observing that three ships laden with treasure had 
sailed from Madras for Calcutta.* In response to 
this he referred to one of the frigates which had 
arrived from France and had subsequently left for 
that place, and assured me that she singly could 
overpower and capture all these. This closed oar 
talk, in the course of which various other matters 
were also discussed, l have however committed 
the leading points to paper. 

The news this evening is that the Governor of 
Fort St, David has summoned the merchants there, 
and notified to them that they have his permission 
to send their children, money, and goods, to such 
places as they think lit. and that they have done so.

M. de la Hourdouuai* and all the captains of the ships 
accompanied it, and wore present at the interment 
of the corpse in the church, The ceremony was 
performed in au imposing manner ; the soldiers tired 
throe volleys, and each ship twenty-one guns; seven 
were also tired from the fort.

Monday, 16 th Jt'ly J7^6, or 6th Adi oj Akaknya .'— 
This morning at 7, the wife of the Deputy Gover¬ 
nor M Legou, expires! in the hospital here* Her 
remains were removed to his house, the entrance 
and door-wavs of which were, according to the 
manners and customs of his people, covered with 
black cloth. The body was also clad in black, 
and candles were kept burning around it. The wife 
of the Governor, and all other Europeans, visited 
the relat ives, to condole with them. The funeral took 
place this evening, and was attended by the Gover¬ 
nor, M« de la Bourdonnais, and all others. A hun¬ 
dred soldiers were ranged in a line on either side of 
cortege. Commencing at iJ o’clock, guns were fired, 
at intervals of two minutes, both from the ship of 
the Admiral, and from the fort, where the colours 
were hoisted half-mast. The coffin was borne by 
soldiers, aud escorted by four Councillors, each of 
whom walked, touching it, and wearing a sash of 
black crape across his breast: whilst the Governor 
and other European gentlemen aud ladies formed 
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the procession. The cortege — which included 
the sou of the deceased, but tint her husband or 
daughters—proceeded from the lion so to the church 
of the Capuchins. The coffin was placed is the grave, 
with the usual religions ceremonies - after the 
performance of these the soldiers tired two volleys, 
and then each a single .shot. Fifteen guns were 
also fired from the fort, And another fifteen simulta¬ 
neously from each of the eight ships of the squadron 
of AT. tie la Bourdonnais The Governor and all 
others who took part in the procession returned 
ill their palanquins, offered their condolences to 
M. Legou, and repaired to their residences, Wo also 
waited on him, and returned. M. Logon's marriage 
with the deceased had been productive of little 
domestic felicity to him. She was so cross-grained 
that she would not allow any one to enter her house, 
nor would she herself visit, others or permit her 
husband to do so; and she would not admit her 
own sons and daughters into her presence. Her 
conduct, induced by her craziness, appeared quite 
different from that of others of her sox. In spite 
of every effort on her husband’s part, to humour 
her whim9 and caprices, she was morose ami peevish, 
aud would, at times, become so excited as to drag 
him down aud attack him, all which, in order to pre- 
veitt unpleasant scenes and scandal, he endured for a 
considerable period. About seven years ago, she 
became so demented that she knocked him down, and 
seizing his throat, struck and bit him, When this 
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matter was reported to the then Governor M, Dumas, 
he despatched assistance, and caused her to be con¬ 
veyed to the hospital, where she has remained ever 
since, aud has now died 

This day, a letter was received by n camel courier 
from the Xawab of A root. The contents of it were: 

■‘At the time of the grant of the permit fu coin 
rupees, you executed an agreement to deliver for 
the mint, at AJambarai silver at the rate of 50,U0u 
pagodas for every trade-ship that arrived. We now 
hear that some ships have come from Europe; 
a fact which affords os much pleasure. We request 
that in conformity with your agreement you will 1*- 
pleased to supply us with silver, at the rate of 50, Ow 
pagodas for each of these. The equivalent of the 
same we will duly pay in pagodas.’ 1 

The letter was mad to the Governor, who ordered 
the despatch of a reply in the following toil as : — 

” It is a fact, no doubt, that wo formerly sup¬ 
plied from every ship of ours silver to the value of 
50,000 pagodas, at the rate of 7 pagodas and 2 faimma 
[a seer], This was. however, in consequence of the 
particular friendship wliich subsisted between Zuhflr 
Khdii and ourselves, and of the solicitude and interest 
which he exhibited in our concerns; and was intended 
to bo a special concession to him. Since bis death, 
silver has not benu supplied by us at this rate. We 
have received only a small consignment of it by the 
ships which have recently arrived, and all of this has 
been coined into rupees, to meet our own require- 
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meiita. Hot. a. further supply will come to hand by Chap. 
seven ships which ere expected shortly, and from this ™‘ 
we will, out of regard for you, give yon the quantity kS?** 
that you maj r require* at the rate at 7 pagaila^ and p™ 3 * 1 * 1 


2 f imams. Wo will forthwith give you intimation of 
the arrival of the fleet," 

A despatch to the foregoing effect has boon sent* 
But now silver is cheaper in the market, and stills for 
7 pagodas, less 1 fauam. Consequently, the Nawab 
is not likely, after receiving this reply, to press his 
demand. Moreover, the original agreement provided 
that irrespective of rise or fall in the price of silver, it 
should be supplied at 7 pagodas ami 2 fan ams. Any 
further application from him is therefore open to 
doubt.

arecauufc storehouse, whence I returned home. At 
noon, M. de la Bourdon nais entertained the wife of the ron^-r 
(iovernor at a banquet, on which occasion twenty- ^ DttpWl 
one guns were fired simultaneously by all the ships. hA ‘ H '“ $ -

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Wedn&tlay, 20th July I7k6 s or 8th Adi of 
Aka haya. —This day, Madananda Pandit paid me a 
visit, and mentioned that Tanappa Mudali,the younger 
brother of Kauakaritya Miidali, had absented himself 
from his duties, 1 inquired to what this was owing, 
and whether it was on account of any indisposition* 
He said that ii was because ho had taken to heart 
t!ie fact that he had not yet been confirmed in office, 
and that he was grieved that his position was 
nothing more than that of a eooly. I observed that 
there was no harm in this, that the appointment, 
could not slip through his fingers, and that it would 
sooner or later be couferred upon him. Madauanda 
Pandit’s reply was that T&uappa Mndali was of 
a different opinion, that he was not the person to 
stay at home, even for half an Indian hour, had ho 
believed that ho had any prospect of success, 
that he, no doubt, had until Mien boon hopeful, but 
that lie was now desperate, and that consequently, 
instead of boldly refusing to do duty, lie had absented 
himself on the pretext of illness. I then remarked 
that if it was only for his constantly moving 
about, some encouragement should be shown to him, 
and that tlic Governor ought, to have given it. 

Madanauda Pandit the®, brought to my notice that 
a letter which had been received four or five days 
ago from Mir fifth]b was lying over unheeded, and 
that Chinn a Mndali desired him to seek my aid in 
disposing of it, and to ask me to accompany him to 
the Governor, lint 1 declined to go, stating that it 
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was none of my business, that Cliinna Modali should 
see to it himself, and th.it 1 would have no hand 
in it unless the Governor, after finding that Chinan 
iMiulali could not understand him, required thy 
services, and sent for tno. Thereupon M ml a mi tula 
Pandit, and Krishuaiyan tbo Hasty, repaired ro the 
residence of the Governor, who, some time after this, 
summoned me, and told me to write a letter, sub¬ 
scribed by myself, inquiring of the dubash of the 
Governor of Port St. David whether his master re¬ 
quired red wine. I said “ very well.” lie then 
entrusted to me four pieces of cloth to lx 1 dyed blue, 
and of these I took charge. He then asked what the 
news from Xegapatam and places thereabout was. 
“ I have heard,” said I, “of the arrival of an English 
ship at Trincomalee, of new ones being built aiul Jilted 
out there, of the aid given by the Dutch at Jiega- 
patam in tho shape of the necessary materials— 
such as sail-cloth and cables—, and of the disem¬ 
barkation at Xegapatam of some of the wounded 
English/ 1 On ray adding that J could not vouch 
for the correctness of this, the Governor informed 
me that it was all true, 1 further told him that 
the people at. Madras wort* clearing the cocoauut 
gardens to the north of that city; and that they 
were all in a state of alarm, mid on the watch. He 
confirmed this intelligence also. He then referred 
to tho sum of lu,0<X pagodas which had to be repaid 
to Husain Sa^ib, and asked me to persuade that 
individual's son-in-law. Asad Sjilub, when lie arrived. 
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to dispense 1 with the demand for interest, I prom¬ 
ised to do this, and to let him know the result of the 
negotiations. Some Ruropeans and captains of ships 
having then come, I took leave of him, and departed. 

As directed bj the Governor, I despatched a 
note to Iian gap pa Xfiyakkan at Fort St. David, and 
delivered the four pieces of cloth to GoUa Rangan, 
with instructions to dye them properly, and return 
them to me. 

To-day, the Bengal trader Mari* Joseph, was 
despatched to Chaudernagore. Of the eight ships 
lilted out for war, one lias been laden with pro¬ 
visions, water, arms, and other warlike requisites, 
ami has been ordered to cruise as faras Porto Novo, 
in order to capture and bring to Pondtchery any 
small ships, sloops, and boats, which either belong to 
the English, or havo on board (inglishmen bound 
for Fort 8t. David, Caddalorc, or Madras. The 
captain of the frigate is said to be M. de laGatinais. 
I do not. know whether he has received any other 
confidential instructions. I have committed to 
writing what I have heard. 

Thartdatf, Mst Juhj me, or Oik Adi of Mshatja. 
—This morning at 8, I called at the house of the 
Governor, where I found him and M. de la Bourdon- 
nais conversing together, and 1 paid my respects 
to them. Some i ime after this, all the Councillors ar¬ 
rived, ami a council was held. M. de la Bonrdonnais 
was present at it, and after talking on certain 
subjects lor half au Indian hour, he quitted the

council, anrl departed. The Governor and the 
other Councillors, however, continued their delibera¬ 
tions, The nature of these, and the decisions arrived 
at, are not known. 

As I was on my way to the arecauut storehouse 
Madanfmda Pandit acquainted me with the fact that 
letters from Mir S:ihib and other men of rank hail 
yet to be replied to. i then asked whether Chiuna 
Mudall had put in an appearance. Ho answered 
that from what he could see, it was not probable that, 
he would, for he was much concerned at finding-that 
the question of his appointment was not disposed of, 
ami that it. was not likely that the post would be con¬ 
fer ret i on him; that to all appearances,he would not iiSSSit. 
return to work unless the matter was settled in his 
favour, and that even should the Governor send for 
him, there seemed to exist something furnishing 
him with a pretext for absenting himself for five or 
six day* more. f * Is that so? “exclaimed I, Mada* Wh0 

miurat* 

nanda Pandit afterwards requested me to speak to Egjjft* 
the Governor regarding replying to the letters. I r 
told him that it was none of my business, and 
repaired to my arecanut storehouse. Madarrlnda 
Pandit’s idea is that in the event of the appoint¬ 
ment of Chiuna Mudali as chief dubash, his own 
influence would lx paramount. Any other parson tbiiHsim* 
who obtained the post would bid him keep aloof, and 
would only require his services for the readme and liif?' 11 * 
writing of Persiau letters. <’hinna Mudali being a 
man too obtuse to grasp the views of the Governor, 
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ami being destitute of address or judgment-in unlit, 
mg replied <u- expressing himself clearly, must, be 
entirely dependent on Mad an an da Pandit, mid there¬ 
fore all his business would be conducted through the 
medium of the latter; hence Madaminda Pandit, 
could procure for himself as man * presents as the cir¬ 
cumstances of each case might warrant, his demand¬ 
ing. For these reasons he is anxious thai Chinna 
Mudali, and nemo other, should be appointed to the 
chief d abash ship. Bot h of them are of exactly simi¬ 
lar character, and would eat dirt for a cash : love of 
lucre is their predominant passion. Many instances 
can readily be cited in proof of ihis; they are well 
known; oven young children are not unacquainted 
with their reputation. But this is a matter not to 
be dwelt upon. What I have stated is enough to 
convince the intelligent. I 1 ho saying is, ** A man 
chewing with nothing in his mouth would chew a 
handful of fried paddy, could ho secure it, nil til day¬ 
break.” One may judge for oneself how Madaudnda 
Pandit, who when, in the time of Kauakaraya Moduli, 
confined to his own business, did not disdain to 
receive as a bribe a bundle of straw—nay even a few 
brinjals—would act if he wore Chinna Mudali’s 
counsellor in everything. What more is there for 
me to remark upon ! The object of Chinna Moduli 
is apparently to bring matters to a crisis by staying 
away, and bring about a decision one way or other. 
The will of Providence remains to be seen. 
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It is reported that the wife of the Governor will 
invite 51, de In Bourdon nais to a banquet and hall 
to be given to-night. 

The Company’s ship Mn-rie Gednufe^ of this 
port was, on the 25th Mfirgazhi of Krfldhana [ 5th 
January] last. ordered to Alambarai with instruc¬ 
tions to lie at anchor in the roads there under a false 
name, to H i a Muhammadan flag, and t o puss us being 
owned by Muhammad. ’All 1kg of Porto Novo. 
She was to stay there ostensibly for the purpose of 
shipping salt, and some quantity of it was actually 
to be put. on board her. She was directed to 
remain at anchor there until further orders. M. 
(■fossard, who was until then the captain, was to 
be her pilot, and a Lubbay her master. Accord¬ 
ingly, one Kasilevvai itarakhayan from Porto Novo 
was taken before the Governor, who authorised 
his appointment as master, and permitted him to 
proceed with the ship, which departed under the 
usstimed name of the JQtisr Mir Ahmini, After, in 
accordance with the orders given, having lain at 
anchor off Alambarai, she returned to-day with a 
cargo of salt. Whilst there, she was joined by a 
one-masted sloop—-the Iw>ini Balhtih —the younger 
brother of M. Gossard being hor captain. This craft 
arrived at Pondichery one day earlier. I reported 
the news to the Governor. 

FrtJ'itj, S£nd .full/ 17*6. or 191k Adi of Aksfiaga. 
— The news of to-day is this. Two native craft, 
which were passing t his, on their way from Mylapore 
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cw*r. to Muttupettai t Adirfimpattauam, ami the neigh-

t,o«-n,or. Q OVeraor . a ai5 d detaiued there until half-past 2 in the 
afternoon, when he summoned them, and instituted 
inquiries. From the statements made by them, and a 
perusal of the charter-parties and other documents 
in their possession, it appeared that the craft neither 
Th ff y^™r" belonged to the English, nor hailed from Madras, and 
jp'ih? this was intimated to the Governor. Moreover, there 
was no commodity of much value in either of them ; 
the goods in one amounting in value to less titan 
50 or 60 pagodas and those in the other 1 00 pago¬ 
das. lie sides, there was a letter in French from 
Kasilewai Maratkiiyan, the master of our ship at 
Alambarai, advising that the cloths and other goods 
in one of (hem belonged to him, and this removed all 
doubts. 1’ho Governor then sent mo to if. de la 
In Smit*I on- Bourdonnais to inform him as to the circumstances, 
Sg**» autl ask him to issue instructions for the release 
of the men. M. de la Bourdonnais, as soon as he 
had heard me, gave a written order to his officials 
<lirecting that they should be set at liberty. This 
was delivered to the native masters, with permission 
to depart, which they accordingly did. 

I communicated what had occurred to the Gover¬ 
nor. I thou intimated to him that I had received a 
reply to my letter to the dubftsh of the Governor of 
Fort St, David inquiring whether his master was in 
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not'd of red wine. I explained that this stated that cm» 
the Governor of Fort St. David had desired him to 
convey his compliments to the Governor of Pondi- ’ 
cherj and his family, and to say that they liad enough 
for tho time being, and that when thoir supply raw kS,* 1 
short they would ask by letter for more. Tho 
Governor expressed himself satisfied. 

He then told me that a sum of money was due to coitm 
him by the Company, and that in discharge thereof he ui 
proposed to take thirty or forty bales of English JjSilUt,, 
broad-cloth belonging to it, and 100 bales of inferior U< 
broad-cloth known as second sort, fine, which had 
been received by the recently arrived French 
ships, and lie requested mo to effect a sale of these. 

Iu response l said that I would. He next asked *.„■ u]t , 
me how both of these stuffs sold. I replied that the 
latter, when last sold, brought about the same price as 
Mocha broad-cloth. lie inquired the profit on it. I com«- 
stated that a bale brought a return of 15 or 20 !*•“*■* 
pagodas, and that 11 s prices fluctuated, the goods 
might yield a profit of 30 pagodas, if retailed. He, 
however, expressed his intention to dispose of them 
by wholesale and not retail sale, and questioned 
mo regarding tho price of the English article. I 
answered that tho cost price at Madras of each bale— 
consisting of six rolls—was 91 pagodas; at the rate 
of 45$ pagodas per three rolls,and that the selling 
price was either 10$ or 112 pagodas. “Do not, 
because I take the articles, tell falsehoods,’’ ho 
exclaimed. “ Give me tho actual selling price iu tho

This is mi example of 
the way in which Madamludn Pandit exerts himself 
on behalf of Chiima Mudali, although it ought to be 
a matter of indifference to him who is appointed nh rtMidtitfl 
to the chief dttblshship. He does his best to i'^. 

Put though man 
proposes, God disposes. It does not look as 
though his hopes will be realized, Hut the Divine 
Will is great, and things must happen ns ordained 
by it.

'"‘""r. lading. Of the merchandise then shipped by him, 
one-half belonged to me. The whole cargo not 
having been disposed of there, M. de la Ville- 
baguo subsequently proceeded to Manilla with what 
remained, appointing the Governor as his agent 
here. As regard-; the goods sold at Manilla, the 
Governor gave me, as my share of fie sale-proceeds, 
Rs. 888-12-0. In connection with this transaction, 
M. de la Villebagne said to me to-day : “ The mer- 
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cbandise which we shipped between us in J 743 for 
Mocha, as far as sales were effected there, realized 
the sum of 1,304 rupees, 6 fannms and 12 cash- m. 1 ,^ 
As half of this amount is your share, take these 652 
rupees, 3 fanams and 6 cash” t then told GSpdla- 
krishua Aiyau to receive and count the money. 

He did so, and handed it over to the custody of 
Adi Xarayaun Pijlai, after making the necessary 
entries in the books. As M. de la Villobaguo and I l| lll £,Jbl s l ' 1 
were walking out of the room whore we had been “ ,l #the "’ 
conversing, we met. M. de la Gatinais, M. Dubois, 
the latter s brother M, flousselicre, and two ship- 
captains. M. Dubois looking towards me said: 

Now that you have beeu appointed as courtier of a, uni*,,, 
the ConijMny, wo fully believe that all our concerns 'p\ " 
will be successfully managed by you.” Congratu- SKS* 
Iftting me, he approached, according to the custom 
of his people, to embrace and kiss me. I thanked 
him, half accepting his congratulations; but eluded 
his salute, making as though I did not. understand 
bis purpose. I replied to him : « How will this h.^iw 
appointment benefit, me ? Through the favour 
of the Governor, the honours of torches and a ™?tou tlun 
palanquin have been accorded to mo, and I have 
even been vested with judicial powers. Owing to 
the libera] patronage bestowed by you all, 1 carry- 
on business in all directions j the Governor has 
entrusted to me all his private affairs, and half of the 
Company’s concerns pass through my hands. I am, 
as you see, ubiquitous, though strictly speaking I 
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have no right to appear anywhere. The only 
advantages which the situation gives the holder of it 
are the oversight of the contract of the Company, and 
of the Company's merchants, and a knowledge of the 
communications to and from the Government. His 
annual proht on account of his concern in the con¬ 
tracts is 2.U0U pagodas, and no sooner does lie receive 
this amount than lie has to pay it away in very many 
directions. On the other hand, if, as a private mer¬ 
chant, l take a little trouble. I may realize instead of 
this *2,000, 4,000 or even 0,000. If, by the favour of 
God, and your kindly attachment to me, I can make 
thus much, I shall be quite content. I am not 
altogether anxious for this office.” He rejoinedt 
“ True. Hut, from Cape Comorin—in this part of the 
country — as well as in Bengal, in Golconda, and to the 
westward, in Mysore, there is not one who is not 
your friend, and there is none who will not honour 
your drafts and bonds. Nobody possesses so much 
credit here as you do, in the way of being able to 
procure at any time every kind of merchandise. The 
acquaintances and friends of other men aro to be 
found only within the boundary hedge of Poudichory, 
and they have none in the interior. If therefore 
you agree to take up the appointment, the business 
of the (-ompany will be carried on successfully, and 
it will, from the pecuniary point of view, be much 
benefited. There will hardly be any scheme initiated 
by it which under your management cannot be 
carried into full effect.” The other Kuropeans who 
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were with him then asked why the appointment 
should not be offered to me, and why 1 should not be 
requested to tuko it up. He replied : " This ig what 
is under consideration, It will be made known in 
due course. But those of the church of St. Paul 
will be much troubled."' M. de In Villebague upon 
this observed: "The idea of the priests of the church 
of St. Paul is that if a Christian was appointed, 
they would be cognizant of every matter occurring 
in the town, and could bring under their influence 
any person that they wished. It was for this 
reason that they worked hard for the appointment 
of a Christian in the days of Louis XIV, and 
caused a letter on the subject to be addressed by 
the Company to the Council here. The result of 
tliis step was a mass of calumny against Nainiya 
Pillai. Upon this, the ministers of France left 
it to the discretion of’ the Council to do as they 
considered fit, observing that tile authorities of 
the church of St, Paul wore liars, and that it was 
owing to the mischief done by them that Pondichery 
had not attained any name, and was in a moribund 
condition. In consequence of this, the words of 
the priests of the church of St. Paul will carry 
no weight; and promotion of the Company's trade 
will be the main consideration in the selection 
from the candidates for office. Xovortheless, the 
priests will not remain aloof; they will strive to 
their utmost to obtain the appointment of a Christian, 
and will even move the authorities at home to 
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support them. Their character h too well known.

“ A ship arrived at Mtih^ and was supplied with some 
sheep, swine, fowls, and water. As the sea was 
stormy, and the waves were high’ this being the 
rainy season there—only a portion of the provisions 
collected could be placed on board. Owing to the 
state of the weather, a European passenger who had 
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landed- unable to return to the ship. He in¬ 
tended to go on to Pondichery, and with that view 
walked for some distance, but was obliged to turn 
back owing to his feet having swollen. We have 
also brought Letters from the officers of the ship.” 

Wednesday, 3 rd August 17W* or SUd Adi of 
Akshaija ,— At noon to-day, M. do la Bonrdonnais 
and the Governor M. Dupteix, were entertained by 
M. de la Villebagne, at his house. At about 3, they 
left in palanquins; that of M. de la Bourdonnais 
preceding that of M. Dupleix. As they passed out 
together through the sea-gate, the “ Tambour- 
aujt-chanigs ” was beaten. They alighted at the 
custom-house, and there, as he was starting on an 
expedition against Commodore Peyton who com¬ 
mands the English fleet, M. de La Bourdonnais bade 
At, Dupleix faro well. A salute of twenty-one guns 
Wits then Hred. The Governor accompanied M. tie 
la Bourdonnais to the boat, embracing and kissing 
him before he embarked. When the boat with Ai¬ 
de la Bourdounais on board, pushed off from the 
shore, there was another salute of twenty-one guns. 
The Governor watched it until it had passed the 
outer surf, then returned to his house, aud afterwards 
went out for a drive. 

When M. [Uipleix lust disembarked, the Tam- 
hour-aux-champs " was not beaten, and hfteen guns 
only were fired; but on t he occasion of the landing of 
M. Damns, he was honoured with a salute of twenty- 
ouo gun-i, and with the beating of the “ Tam hour-aux- 
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champs.” That a similar honour was not accorded 
to M. Dupleix, was made the ground of a complaint, 
which has a long history. Some said t hat to make up 
for the previous shortcoming, the Governor had on 
this occasion caused a salute of twenty-one guns to 
be fired twice, and the " Tambour-aui-champs " to 
he beaten, and that with this motive he accompanied 
M. do la Bonrdonnais to the boat, and remained on 
the beach until it had passed the outer surf. A few 
observed that his intention in acting as he did was to 
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indicate that the beating of the 41 Tambour-aus- 
chamjjs” was due only to Ids own presence on the 
occasion. When M. do la Bonrdonnais actually 
started to embark on board his ship, no gun a were jg*- 
fired. Some surmised that this must have been 
at. his own desire, as lie was proceeding, as it were, 
to his own residence. Others, again, thought that 
M. de la Bonrdonnais must have declined the honour, 
as one more befitting the occasion uf his victorious 
return. Each expressed the opinion which occurred 
to him. 

M. de la Bonrdonnais stated in the presence 
of all his officers that he was resolved to lead the ;“”,*«** 
duet against Commodore Peyton, who is cruising off Kn*ii,h 
Trincotnalee, where the English are building ships; , 
and either capture his squadron, making him and 
his officers prisoners, or sink and destroy his op- 
poni^flts, or with his officers, meet a like late at 
the hands of the English. The views of the Gov¬ 
ernor and those present were in accord with those 
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c«Ar, expressed by M. tie la Botirdonuais. Every one is 
assured that either one or the Other of these two 
tw®- things will happen : there is no other alternative. 
fWnrtl Munitions of war, pickaxes, spears, ladders, 

SS&gT spades, baskets, etc., etc. were shipped on board the 
l^vUtei*. sail com prising the fleet of M. de la Bourdonuais. 

Having enumerated those, there is uo need that I 
should say more. A word to the wise is sufficient. 
Sheep, bullocks, pig-S fowls, dried fish, bread, 
Colombo arrack, rice, dholl, ghee, oil, firewood, ami 
other provisions, were all embarked in the ships, 
in quautities so enormous as to appear almost 
fabulous. There is possibly a risk that the terms 
« oC0 ai, of lies,” and “ mountain of lies * might be 
iMtektoi applied to my description. It was estimated that the 
Stfnjijrt*.. fitting out of tho nine vessels which came out for 
the war would cost a lakh of rupees, less 4,000 or 
5,000. The lowest estimate was not, it would 
appsat) below 80,000 or 85,000 rupees. Ihe cost 
Aitfimu of the expedition may amount to more, but it 
elrSS'bj canil ot be less. In addition to provisions, money was 
shipped in boxes. The Admiral's vessel, the AehiUe, 
had on board Ils. 4,000 in specie, and each of the 
srMttWmi other seven ships Rs. 3,000. The men carried by 
SKT the fleet numbered .3,300. Two hundred and forty 
soldiers, fifty East Indians, and a few officers were 
embarked at Pondichery to replace those falling 
ArmxjK'- sick and dying. Two native masters were engaged 
to pilot the fleet to Trincomalee, on a salary of 
lls. 23 per mensem each. They were taken before 
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the Governor, who sent thorn on to M. do la Bourdon- ca«. 
nais, by whom they were put on board his own ship. * 
They expressed fears for their safety ou the ground 
that, they were to bo employed on a man-of-war, 
bvit the Governor and. M. de la Bourdonnais reassured 
them by saying that in the event ol an action, they 
would be ordered into the hold along with the priests 
and the ship's doctor, and they moreover promised ippntiiik 
to give them a liberal reward in addition to their 
[jay Each ship was provided with two divers, four 
boatman, and a catamaran. The duty of these men J^ 11 
was to make soundings whilst the fleet was doubling vinit. 
the promontory of Ceylon, explore the estuaries of 
rivers, and report to the ships shoals and other 
[langurs. The services of experienced hands were 
obtained because they were intimately acquainted 
with these seas, of which the French saUors have 
but little knowledge. The V reach say that when 
M. de la Bourdonum* bade the Governor farewell, £^ t . 
he told him that they would rejoice after the 
fifteenth day from this, when he would bring Com- 
mod ore Peyton as his prisoner, and that he would 
not now stand on much ceremony, but would take his 
departure at once. As the tide oi foi tune lm& 
turned in favour of the French, they will, without 
doubt, vanquish the English. Providence surely 
has willed it so j and it will certainly come to pass. 

When the vessels return, all will be delighted.

the son of Bade Sahib, and Asad Sdhib, tlu> ^on- 
in-law of Husain Sahib, with many of attendants, 
wont off in five boats—the first three hi one fur¬ 
nished with seats, and the others in ordinal'v craft 
— to the ship Aekille , which is that, of the Admiral. 
As they stopped on board, the second captain 
came to meet and escort them. The dock was 
lined on either side by 250 soldiers, drums were 
beaten, pipes and trumpets wore played, and the 
visitors were received with very great honours, M. 
de la Bonn Ion rum then advanced, embraced them, 
and conducted thorn to his quarters, where lie led 
them into a cabin freshly decorated with gilt 
leaves and silk hangings, and suated them on 
chairs and sofas placed there. After they had 
exchanged some polite phrases, they talked for a 
while on general topies. They then witnessed some 
of the manoeuvres of the seamen, such as the 
fastening and unfastening of ropes, and the 
unfurling of sails, which the men were directed to 
|>erform quickly. They were next shown round 
tho deck, fore and aft, and afterwards inspected the 
cannon which wore mounted there. They then 
once more eutorod the Admiral’s cabin, and resumed 
their seats. The son of Chandit Sahib presented 
M, de la Hourdonnaig with a dross of liouonr 
worth Rs. 110 or 120, and the sou of Bade Sahib 
gave him another, M, de la Bourdon nets in return 
made a present of a musket fitted with a bayonet, 
to the former, and of another musket to the latter 
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both these weapons bring of a costly description. 
On their way back lie escorted them as far as the 
gangway, and there bade them farewell. As they 
descended the ship’s ladder, and entered the boat, a 
salvo of twenty-one guns was fired by each of the 
four ships in the roads. 1 hen. those on board taking 
off then’ lints, shouted thrice : " Long live the king.” 
Thus were the visitors highly honoured : they were 
deserving of the treatment which they received. 
The beating of drums continued, and the guard of 
honour remained drawn up, as Long as they were on 
board; the latter was dismissed, only after they had 
quitted the ship. The visitors then came ashore, 
and repaired to their respective abodes. 

The Meet of M. de la Boordonnais, consisting of 
right ships, set sail at 11 this forenoon to seek the 
English at Galle, Colombo, Jaffna, and Trincotnalee. 
When it stood out to sea, fifteen guns were fired by 
the Admiral only. The fort returned the salute. 

Friday, 5th August 171(6, ur 2If.th Adi vj 
shaya .—1 suggested to the Governor that Asad 
Sahib should be supplied with provisions, lie 
desired me to tell Arumpatai to send them, which 
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did. 

Saturday, 6th Angust 1716, or 25th Adi u/'Akshaya. 

—This forenoon, about half-past 11, M. Duploix, 
sent for me, furnished me with a list of goods to 6* T *‘T' r 
be manufactured for him, and desired that they Ami gi\<‘> 
should be supplied by the end of October next. I ' "Iff 11 * 
said: " Very good.” He again summoned tne # and 
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said: “ I want a score of pieces of muslin as good 
and fine as you can get, and another of dimity, 
no matter what the cost and fineness. You must 
procure these two kinds of goods, of very superior 
quality, within a period of two mouths. They aro 
entered in the register of orders for cloths, in w hich 
a description of them is given. 1 ’ 

Sending for me once more, the Governor said: 41 1 
will now pay Ks. 2d,000 to Tiruviti lMlu Chettl’s 
agent. The balance will be mot later on. Inform 
Venkatacluda Chotti accordingly.” I did as he bade 
me. The Governor paid the amount to the agent, 
who received the same. He then said to me; 
“ Ascertain, and let mu know, what Salatn Venkata* 
chain Chotti does with the money, to whom ho gives 
it, and whether lie sends it to Madras or pays it 
to Chinnn Mudali in liquidation of the doht due to 
Kanakardya Mudali.” 

The Governor desired me to-day to dye with blue 
eighty scores of piece-goods, aud 1 promised to do so. 
He then ordered his accountant, Hangs I'illai, to 
make over the necessary number of pieces to me. 
He accordingly came to me, and said that he would 
deliver these on the morrow, and I instructed him to 
send them to my warehouse. Ho undertook to do 
this, and departed, 

To-day the Governor's accountant, Kanga Pillai, 
made over to the custody of the men at my warehouse 
a portion of the piece-goods, which were duly scaled, 
and he promised to forward the remainder to-morrow. 
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Sutuluif, 7 th August 17If€ t or 261ft Adi of 
Aks/toya .—The Governor summoned me to-day, and 
said: “ What, quantity of piece-goods did you send, 
in October 17 H, through M. do Bury, for sale at 
Mascurelgne ? [ replied : “ Two bales, which cost

obtain from you two scores of sheeting printed 
with flowers, which 1 require.” I replied : * 4 Very 
well ; 1 will scud them. The Governor has already 
given me a list of these piece-goods, and ordered the 
supply of them.” 

M. Du plan said to me: “ I require blue cloth, 
to the value of 1,00U pagodas. 1 will have it made 
into shirts. V ou can take half a share in this. 
They arc in great demand at Mascareigne.” 1 
replied : ■* I agree.” He added : “ It should bo 
ready by the month of October next," 1 answered: 
” 1 will think over it and let you know.” Ho then 
said: "As my heal tit here is not good, I intend 
going to Mascareigne for a change. 1 will take 
the goods with me then.” M. de Bausaet also took 
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port in t ins conversation, M. Duplan promised to 
send mu 300 pagodas on Wednesday next. 

This morning, a I 'ou noil, from which the Governor 
was absent, was held at the Council chamber. The 
members separated at 11. 

Moiidtiijf 8th August 17^-G, or 27th Adi of 
Akxhittjti. —This morn Lug, 1 presented to the Gov¬ 
ernor the account connected with the two bales of 
piece-goods sent to Maseareigno through the agency 
of M. ih; Bury, on the 18th October 1744, corre¬ 
sponding to dth Arp pi si of Raktakshi.

news had disquieted the traders, officers, and other 
inhabitants of Madras, that ho also suspected this, 
that, as war at sea alone had been proclaimed be¬ 
tween the English and the French, the latter should 
not attack the former on land, and that as towns 
possessed by either party lay in the territories of the 
Nnwab, neither the English, nor the French, could 
attack these without his permission. Mr. Morse 
therefore asked theXawubto insist upon the French 
not attacking Madras. Ho also wrote to the same 
effect to Sam pat i Hao. Both the letters wore deli¬ 
vered in the first instance to Sam pat i Mao by the 
Madras agent., who told him in complimentary terms 
what he had been instructed to say. Sampfiti Kao 
perused the letter addressed to him, told the agent 
to deliver to the Nawab the despatch intended for 
him, and promised at. the same time to send a reply 
after consultation with him at the darbar. The 
Madras agent thereupon presented the letter to the 
Nawab, who having read it, despatched two mes¬ 
sengers to Madras, and two others to Pondichery, 
with instructions to send him intelligence, from 
time to time, of whatever took place in those two 
towns.” In addition to these particulars, the letter 
of Subbaiyan, communicated the fact that the 
Xaw&b had written to the Governor of Pondichery 
asking for passes for three vessels bound from 
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Sa'fidat Bandar * to Chittagong* When the Governor 
~ heard t he letter he, it is reported, smiled, and stepped 
hack a P ace or two. The letter of the Nawfib asking 
■Miron 'in, £qj passes for the three ships was afterwards read 
and interpreted to the Governor, who directed that 
a reply should be sent to the effect that there was 
no objection to granting these documents, provided 
that the owners of the ships bound themselves, by 
a written agreement, not to carry in them goods or 
other things belonging to the English. This is 
what Madan&nda Pandit told me.

It ran ; “Your 
men-of-war are reported to have arrived from France, 
The so wears, officials, and other inhabitants of 
Madras, are much alarmed at the appearance of 
these ships. Please order the officers of the fleet 
not to afford ground for such apprehension/' The 
(governor directed that the following reply should 
be sent : “No harm to the inhabitants of Madras 
is contemplated by the ships of war. On the 
contrary they have come there to punish the 
enemies of its people/’ This intelligence was com¬ 
municated to me by Madananda Pandit* at if. He 
fur 1 (her told me that the reply had been written* and 
would be despatched on the morrow. 

At 8 this evening, Nfitti Pattan who had been to 
Cnddalore to deliver a letter on palmyra leaf written 
to Kjaichiyapp&n returned with a reply, He com¬ 
municated the following intelligence. During the 
last four days, Cnddalore and Fort St. David have 
been in a state of great alarm. Men and women have 
beeu deserting their homes. The traders have 
been disposing of their goods at low price®. Some 
have debited their wealth in the fort for security, 
others have buried their t veasure underground, whilst 
a few have thrown their valuables into wells. The 
measures to which [joople resort during a time of 
tumult, to secure person and property have all been 
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CMip. adopted. When, as is said to have been the case, 
X f!i T ‘ officials and men of rank fled during the night, and 
rfcijfe®' took refuge in TLruv£ndipuram, and other villages in 
tUv. iuIi. the Nawfcb’s country, it is needless to mention what

If the confusion and 
terror which, for the 3 pace of an Indian hour, prevailed 
amongst the Europeans, officials, and Tamilians of 
Cnddalore and Fort St. David were to be adequately 
described on paper, the account would fill 100 pages. 
The inn. However, by the mercy of God, uo one suffered any 
harm. When ■ the morning dawned, the confusion 
subsided, and peace filled the hearts of every one 
when they heard that M. Paradis had gone to Kfirik&l. 
Odilon By night, the people betake themselves to adjacent 
villages, and by day they return to their homes. 
They have hidden all their pro perty, and one might 
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seek in vain for even a brass vessel used for domestic 
purposes. A hundred pages would not suffice to 
describe in detail all that has occurred* There is 
no need to write more, for the thoughtful can picture 
to themselves what, happens during a time of unrest, 
when every mind is sorely troubled. 

Sunday, HIh Antjust 17k-6 t or 2nd Aeaa>‘ of 
Aktltaya .— This evening, the Governor sent for me, 
and told nn* that he required 100 casks * of arrack, 
I replied : 4 * There is no time.

lu the meantime, the Deputy Governor of Nega- 
patum ami flu? Councillors embarked in a bn'at, went 
on boat'd the ship in which M. do la Boutdonnaifl was, 
and addressed him in these words ; ( Yon are angry 


with us, because we purchased those two ships. 
Wo did not see any harm in the transaction, for it 
was a regular sale. We however were in fault in 
one point —in that we bought the ships, knowing 
that they wore yours, and being aware also that 
them was war between you, and the English. We 
did not sufficiently recognize this at the time. We 
entreat you to overlook our fault. e undertake 


to pay you from our treasury, within fifteen days, 
the amount which you claim as the value of y our 
ships. Forgive us cow, and condescend to visit our 
town, and partake of the banquet prepared for you. 
Wu beg that you will issuo orders that none of our 
ships, wherever they may be found, are to be 
molested by the French. Our Governor is burning 
with desire to see you, and is waiting for yon 
on the beach. Deign to come . 1 In such terms as 
these, they entreated him to visit Nogapatam, M. 
do la Bourdonnais, being thus importuned, was 
appeased, and having directed the ship’s officers to 
maintain a strict watch during his absence, entered, 


L»v.iiiht with his retinoe, a boat, and landed with great pomp.

XTSjrTi» The guns on the fort, walls, as well as those on the 
t p H . n fired a salute. The Governor met M. do 
la Bourdonuais on the beach, and conducted him 
m state along the carpeted way to the fort. M. do 
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l;i Bourdomiais was entertained at a grand banquet. 
The Governor executed to his guest a deed binding 
himself to pay the value of the ships within fifteen 
days, and obtained from him a general 3afe-comduct, 
to protect the Dutch shipping from molestation by 
t he French. Whilst _\I. do la Bourdonnais waa at ill 
at table, news was brought to him that five English 
men-of-war were in sight, to the southward. He 
hastily took his departure, and accompanied by the 
Governor and. all his men, proceeded to tin- beach ; 
whore, after bidding farewell to hia host, he stepped 
into the boat in 'which he had come ashore. The 
Governor watched its progress until it had con¬ 
veyed M. de la Bourdonnais on board. He then 
loft the beach, and returned to the fort. By 2 
o'clock, M. do la Bourdonnais had reached his ship, 
and cleared for action. 

From the time that the French Admiral started 
to come ashore, until about two Indian hours after 
lie returned to his ship, the booming of thoguti;- was 
incessant. The number of rounds fired was be; oml 
calculation. These were the events of 6th Avani 
[17th August]. 

At sunrise the next day, that is, Thursday, 
Gth Avani [l8th AugustJ, the fleet of M. de la 
Bourdonnais set sail. Before, however starting to 
attack the enemy, he sent a catamaran to convey 
a despatch to Pondicbory, which arrived on the 
evening of Friday, 7th Avani [19th August!” 

Such was the information given mo by M, 
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Mathieu, the Governors accountant. Just tlum, 
Vfeud&va Pandit arrived and said that, a report was 
current in the town that M. do la Bourdon nais had 
captured four English ships. 

Sunday, Slat August 17 ^ 6 , or Oth Avani »f .-(*-* 
shuyti. —At 10 this morning, I hoard the following 
news. Certain English men-of-war were sighted 
by the French on Wednesday, 4th* A vani [17th 
August]. Night being at hand, they waited for the 
morning to engage the enemy. When the day 
dawned, however, no English ships were to bo Seen. 
The French cruised about until they fell in with 
the enemy. This, as told rue by M. Mathieu, the 
Governor’s head accountant, was the news so far 
received by the Governor, 

To-day at 10, the Governor summoned me, and 
asked what progress had been made with regard to the 
arrack. I replied : “ The distillation goes on apace. 
We have not enough of jaggery here. 1 have conse¬ 
quently written to Cuddaloro, and will obtain a 
supply from there. 1 am only telling yon this by 
way of information.” He thereupon said: "Is it 
not procurable here?” 1 replied: "No. ] have 
Bent an indent for it to Cuddaloro and the neigh¬ 
bouring villages, and will get the required quantity.” 

lie then said: " What has the son-in-law of 
Husain Sahib told you about the interest payable 
on the money borrowed from the latter?” My 


£iC iu. uri^thiil i filb it ilm corrocl date*. 
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answer was: “ lie stated that Husain. Sahib, to 
whom he had written, bad refused, on the ground that 
he had incurred very heavy losses at VfllikoudA- 
purain. to consent to the reduction or relinquishment 
of it.” The Governor replied : “In that cose, let 
them return my promissory note, and receive the 
pagodas due to them.’ 1 I stud: “ Very good,” 

and had gone as far as the gate, when he again sent, 
for me, and said : 44 Take up that piecu of paper 
and calculate the interest on 10,000 pagodas at the 
rate of 8 per cent, per annum, from 13th October 
1712.” 1 answered: 44 The period, up to date, is 

three years, tee months, and ten days, ami the interest 
comes to 3,083 pagodas, 21 fanams, aad 21 cash.” 
On llus lie said : “The principal and interest, then, 
amount to 13,0SB pagodas, 21 fauams, and 21 cash. 
Goto those men, look up their accounts, and tell them 
to send one of their people hither with my bond.” 

When, in accordance with these instructions, 
I repaired to the son-in-law- of Husain Bahib, he 
burst out in a fury, on account of my having once 
before deputed Madan&mfla Pandit to treat with 
him in connection with the reduction of interest, 
and reviled the Governor in the following terms: 

Your Governor misappropriates the property 
of others. Is this money also to be dealt with 
like that of Suga Sing, and Kagim Kh an? Husain 
Biildb is a man who would risk a lakh of pagodas in 
the hope of getting a profit of a single cash. TV ho 
is this Madananda Pandit ? He was a man hi the 
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c«*p, employ of our servant Ratnaji Pandit on a salary 
XXJy ‘ of four rupees. Is ha tho proper person to send 
,7 * 6 ‘ tons? Am I to bo cons idem l on a par with that 
low fellow ? I communicated this to Husain £&hib, 
And nml he has instructed me to return, unless the 
laTrtlv" principal and interest are paid in full.” He babbled

'iTtuii'!;’ on ill this style, as an ill-bred man would do, said 
that unless tho amount was paid in full, he would 
go away, and. remarked in conclusion that 1 was 
tho sou of Jin sain Sahib, as well as he. 

Being convinced that even one word of what the 
son-in-law of Husain Sahib had said would create 
a serious disturbance bet ween him and the Governor, 
believing that 1 might afterwards bo accused of 
want of diplomacy if X did not settle the business 
amicably Husain Sahib being a man of conse¬ 
quence —, and considering that although the latter 
Dipwtie was hardly of any service to the Company, I ought 
«rdtaS« , no t to be instrumental in bringing about a rupture 
nni! 0 *"* of the long-subsisting friendship between them, I 
returned to the Governor, and said as follows : 
** Husain fidUdb very much regrets that in his present 
circumstances he is unable to oblige you, for his 
lands at VMkondfiporam have entailed on him much 
loss, and ho is being put to great expense on that 
account. Was it not so, this not being such an 
important matter to him, or to you, ho would gladly 
meet your wishes. He is said to have written a 
letter to the foregoing effect to Asad Sahib who has, 
with sorrow-, communicated the same to me,” For 
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eight. days, ! made a point of impressing daily 
on tho Governor the miserable condition of Husain 
Sdbib’s treasury, in view to make him regard the 
payment of interest with equanimity. This was 
like making up a heavy load with small quantities of 
cotton. At length he exclaimed: “ Since Husain 
Sahib, also, is in an impecunious condition, what is 
the use of troubling him ? I will jxtv the interest 
doe. Tell him to bring the promissory note,*’ 
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Upon this I went to Asad Sahib, and told him 
that the Governor hail expressed his willingness 
to liquidate the debt with interest, and that he hrarin* 
desired him to send some persona to bring the bond, 
nud receive the money, lie then began to compli¬ 
ment me saying : “ This is why I sought 3001- help 
to obtain an adjustment. You take a. real interest 
in Husain Sahib’s property." 1 replied to him with 
four times the courtesy that he had displayed, re¬ 
marking that as T was his servant his compliments Amount 
were unnecessary, ami added: “ Please calculate the 
interest, duo." He at first took a wrong date, which 
caused a delay of two Indian hours.

thereupon permitted me to take charge of thirteen 
bags of pagodas bearing the seal of the cashier, and 
Go pagodas iu addition, 

I handed tho money to the men, and said; 
" You refused to trust me, as though it was a 
Nicobar* bargain. You have now received your 
money. You. may go.” They replied; " Please send 
one of your people to count and deliver the amount. ’ 
To this l replied: “A request such ns this wilt 
surety provoke the Governor. So long as you see 
the seal of the cashier, there can bo tie mistake. 
You may rest assured of that.” But as they would 
not listen to me, I promised to send a man, and 
bade them begone. I accordingly directed the Com¬ 
pany’s cashier to accompany them, and do what was 
necessary. I thou reported to tho Governor that 
they had expressed their intention of departing. He 
remained silent, and did not open his mouth. On 
my continuing to stand before him, he made a gesture 
with his hand, signifying that they might leave. I 
concluded that their refusal to remit any portion of 
tho interest was the cause of his frowns and auger, 
mid perceiving that as long as he was in tins mount 
no reply could be expected from him, f made my 
obeisance, and retired. The Cbetti cashier, whose 
nose is deformed, then went to Asad Sahib, counted 
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and made over to him 13,b6G pagodas, and advised 
mo that he had done so. 

Considerable dispute arose in the course of this 
transaction. I have, during the last ten days* con¬ 
cisely" not ml such of the leading points of it as may 
be of use for future reference. 

On tho night of this (lay, M. Kerjeanvitle, a 
military captain, who had drunk too much brandy, 
happening to hear the report of the gun fired at 9 
o’clock, loaded two of the cannon at the VilliyantdlAr 
gate, where ho was stationed, and discharged them. 
One of the shot hit a tree beyond EllappanchSvadi, 
ami knocked it down, whilst the other buried itself 
deep iuto the ground. lie then ordered that the 
alarm-drums should be beaten. After this had been 
done, he directed that ten or fifteen muskets should 
he loaded wit h ball. When the sergeant at the gate 
remonstrated regarding this, the captain attempted 
to stab him. On the soldiers refusing to discharge 
their muskets, he beat them w ith his cane. When 
the Governor heard the noise, he instructed M. 
Duquesne to seise the captain, aud consign hint to 
custody in the fort. This was done, and a sentinel 
was placed on guard over him. Different versions 
were given of the origin of this affair. Some said 
that tho guns were the signal for an expedition 
against either Madras, or Fort St. David, some 
declared that the soldiers and Mahc sepoys had 
marched past Villiyan&Uftr, and others asserted that 
the ships of M. de la Bourdon nab; ie the roads 
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hero would set sail as soon os they heard the sound 
of the cannon, and a body of troops would proceed 
by laud, to make a joint attack. 

Tuesday 23rd August 2746, <>r 72th Avuni of 
Akthaffft .—-At 5 this evening, tho Governor sent for 
me, and gave directions to provide twenty horses. 
News was now brought, that M. de la Bourdouuais’ 
fleet of eight ships was in sight, and approaching 
Pondichery. I went to my house, summoned 
KrimSai Pandit, PenmnnaNayiiiar, and a few police 
peons, and seat them to collect horses. By 9, they 
brought twelve, which they had obtained in the town. 
Including two of my own, the total number collected 
was fourteen. At 9 precisely, I sent the animals 
away to the Governor’s stables. Some time after- 
wards, a Company's peon came, and informed me that 
the Governor required my presence. I immediately 
dressed, and went to see him. The sou of Nawftb 
Chanda tduhib had sent flfijo Pandit, and a Muham¬ 
madan. to complain to the Governor, through Madame 
Dnpleix, that I had obtained his horse by stealth. 
The Governor turned to me, and asked for expla¬ 
nation, ! said : “ Xo horse belonging to Chanda 
Sahib’s son was ever taken away. I sent clerk 
SSiiappaijaiij and Krimfisi Pandit, to give- him my 
compliments, as well as jours, and ask of him 
the loan of a few horses. He refused the request. 
My messengers next begged him to give them at 

least one horse. He would not* They then came 

¥ 

away, without taking any belonging to him. In 
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Ole same street there was a mare, owned by a 
Brahman. My messengers brought this with them.” 
The Governor was incensed at the complainants, 
and exclaimed: '* These are very worthless people 
indeed ! They possess not the least article of sense. 
They do not even remember that we are ever ready 
to do their bidding. They will not givo their own 
horses; mid they come to make complaints touching 
a Brahman's mare. I now begin to com prebend (heir 
worth, i do not want even the Brahman’s mare.” 
Ho then, in great wrath, bade them go away. 

I took leave of the Governor, and returning 
home;, sent Anumrhala Chetti, and a jx'om, to the 
Governor’s stables, to bring aw ay the Brail man’s 
mare, as he had ordered the return of tho animal. 
Before Arunachahi Chetti reached the stables, 
however, he heard that the fourteen horses were 
being put into boats. He hastened towards tho 
sea-gate, but ere he could reach it, he learned 
that all had been conveyed to the boats, and safely 
placed in them. Further inquiry elicited the fact 
that the BrSimian’s mare still remained on shore. 
Arnnadiala Chetti hurried on in the direction of 
the Fea-gafe, The guards there would not let him 
pass. In the meantime, a party of ten soldiers, 
armed with muskets, came from a northerly direc¬ 
tion, and another part}' of ton, similarly armed, 
from a southerly, and commenced striking with 
the butt-ends of their weapons every one whom 
they found there. It was as much as Arunachala 
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Chetti could do to escape their violence. By mixing 
with thf Company's peons who were returning 
home front the beach, he man aged to elude the 
soldiers. At 10, as I was seated at supper. 
Armiticli:du Chetti came to me, and related his 
adventures. I thereupon sent Krishuaiyan the 
son of Subbaiynn of the Fort, and a potm, to M. 
d’Auteuil, to ,i>k him to release the Hrihuian’s 
mare, as the Governor had ordered this to be done. 

From half-past 9 to half-past 10, each of the 
ships that arrived at the anchorage discharged three 
guns, at, intervals of half an hour. One was also 
fired from the shore. A beacon was lighted on the 
summit of the clock-tower, and kept burning until 
daybreak. European sentinels were posted on each 
road, as far ns the Governor's house on the north, 
the street inhabited by the Eurojteans oil the 
south, and the church T of the priests on the west ; 
and they were required to keep careful watch. All 
through the night, stores of every kind were taken 
Out, of the fort, and conveyed to the -ships. 

Krishuaiyan the ion of Subbaiyan of tho Fort 
went, to speak to H. d’Auteoil, but as that gentleman 
was asleep, he intimated to M. do Bury, his sister’s 
son, that he wished to see him, and that lie came 
from me. M. do Bury said that us M. d’Auteuit 
was asleep, ho must not be disturbed, and asked 
Krishuaiyan to (ell him what he wanted. He stated 
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that tie Governor had directed the return of the Cimp. 
Uriliinan’j maro, and that he was sent by mu to - - 
com nin ideate the order to M. d’Auteui I. If. do Bury u-|„, ^ 
replied that a Tamilian went to the Governor, and ”X 
a^ked for the return of one of the horses on the cu* 
beach, but that the Governor had directed that 
none should be given up; and ho told Jvrishnaiyan 
to comimniicate this order to me. This he did, and 
I again sent him to M. do Bury, for I was loth bii 
to provoke the anger of the Governor, who had **"«*■ 
expressly ordered the release oi the Brahman s 
mare. M. de Bury again replied that the Gov- 
ernoi’s explicit instructions, delivered on the.beach, *■*»■*■*"- 
were to allow none of the horses to go, and that 
in the event of his asking him anything about 
the matter he would offer an explanation He 
requested Krishnaiyan to tell me that there was 
really no reason for apprehension th it the Gover¬ 
nor would be angry. He accordingly delivered this 
message. 

At half-past 11, Krlm&si Pandit arrived, at d gave i™i 
me the following information. He said: “ A peon 
brought word that the Governor wanted me. I 
went. At the entrance to the house, there was Major 
Duquesiiu, with half-a-dozen soldiers- He asked me 
if I knew the residence of K &ndft ppan, the interpreter 
to Madame Dupleix. 1 said that. I did. He then 
desired me to go with him. I silked hill! how it was 
possible for me to do this when I had been sent tor 
by the Gnvernor. Major Duquesne informed me 
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that the Governor had communicated to him why 
I was wanted, and had ordered him to take me and. 
a few soldiers, to the house of Madame Dupleix’s 
interpreter, to search the promises. I consented 
to go with him, but. we had proceeded only a short 
distance when we were summoned by the Governor, 
who directed us not to go to Kan dap pan's house. 
He then instructed me to take, on the following 
day, tw r o or three accountants, to the Vazhudavur 
gate, and receive from M. St. Martin instructions 
as to what I should do. I said that I would, and 
departed.” 

In the evening, the Governor sent for me, and 
Observed that it was unsatisfactory that. Suga Sing’s 
suit had not yet been decided, for letters on the 
subject were continual !} 1 arriving from the Nawab. 
I replied : “ I have come to a decision.” The Gov¬ 
ernor however got angry, and oxeltiimud: “ Do as 
you like.” 

Weihiesd&tj-, 24 th Auyu&l I7b6, f> ? 12th A runt of 
Aiahfiyfl .—The Governor sent for KrimAsi Pandit, 
Oie subordinate chief of the peons, and said to him: 
f * Why did you not attend in obedience to my 
summons yesterday? ” He replied: “Up to 11 Inst 
night. I was wandering about, in search of horses. 
After I had taken them to the lxsach, I reported 
having done so to Rangappan, and then went 
home. It was when I was so engaged, that your 
jmens called me. As I was on my way to you, 
M. Dnquesne ordered me to go to M. St. Martin, 
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the officer at VashwlAvftr, and to take with me three cu^. 
accountants. I accordingly went-, and remained — 

there front 5 until now. During this time, the 
peon again called me, and 1 have come.’ 1 The 
Governor, who would not listen to his explanation, ojjnw. 
was exasperated beyond measure, and took a cane S3£Sh« 
from the hands of a European who was standing b^thuu 
by. Seeing this, Krimasi Pandit slipped olf to the ,TWk * kUr - 
doorway, on which the Governor returned the cane 
to the owner, and paced to and Fro in his wrath. 
Imagining that ho was pacified, Krim&si Pandit stood 
where he was, but the Governor in his walk up and 
down, approached him from behind, gave him two

lacks, ami drove him out, bidding him not to show ■»«. 
his face again He then, with lVriyaium Kayimir, 
who was also present, began to move off. The 
Governor ujioii this called up the latter, and told him 
to disperse the town?-people who wore thronging the 
beach, and to see that they did not collect there. 

The eight ships comprising M de la Bourdonnais’ 
fleet came to an anchor in the roads last night. ‘mT k 1 
A salute of fifteen gima was tired by only the 
commanding officers ship, the Aehille. M* de la 
Bourdonnais, who wa- ill with foyer and diarrhoea* 
wrapped himself up in his dressing gown, covered * %h0 ^ r 
his head with a cap. and in this costume came ashore* 

On landing, he was put into a closed palanquin, and 
conveyed to the house of the Governor who had i,,M ^ 
previously ordered that it should be cleared of every 
one* and guarded by armed soldiers* who were posted 

m vet. 11. 
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in the streets running to the west and east o! the 
building. 8on»e were also stationed on the northern 
and son*hern aide of it. These guards were ordered 
to stop all paspeogprs, and direct them to take a 
particular route Further on along this line, at a 
guard-house, a sentinel was stationed to warn off 
people going to the beach. Two more were posted 
attho guard-house in the street leading from the fort 
to the custom-house, whilst two others kept watch 
at the southern side of the eastern gate of the fort, 
and two inert? at the northern side, to stop auj 
persons who might be going to the beach by way of 
the cofltom-hotise, and prevent their looking out ou 
the sea, at what- could ho seen there. 

The palanquin <tarrying M, dc la Bourdotmais was 
brought to the residence of the Governor, into 
whose presence he was, on aUghting, supported by 
two men, one on either side. The Governor came 
forward to meet him, embraced him. and took him 
into a room, where they had a conference, in which 
M. Paradis took part. M. de la Bourdotmais, it is 
reported, recounted all the incidents of his voyage, 
describing how he had arrived at Negapatam, how 
ho had been treated with distinguished honour by 
the Dutch authorities, who had undertaken to 
repay the value of the French ships which they 
i„. had bought, of the English, viz , the Manilla ship 
hl Maun 1 , and the Charles t which M. de la Villebague 
had brought from Manilla to Mergni, how some 
English ships were sighted by his fleet and took lo 
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flight when he prepared for action, and how he had ch*t. 
fallen ill. He next spoke with regard to the plans — 
for an attack on Madras, 'faking his departure, he 
proceeded in the closed palanquin to his old quarters 
at M. Desjardins’ house, where, so it is said, he was ta* t( 
bled in the arm by the surgeons of the town and his 
ship. In the evening, M. de la Bourdonnais, still 
wrapped in his dressing gown, sot out for a drive, 
accompanied by the two medical men. 

Two Indian hours before daybreak this morning, 
the gates of the town were closed ; viz., the Madras 
gate on the northern side, the sea-gate on the eastern, 1,1 ' ,I - 1 ■ 
and the VilliyanalIdr and Cuddalore gates, Tho great 
doors of the Vaabud&vdr gate were shut, but the little 
wicket was left open. According to the instructions 
conveyed last night to the subordinate chief of the 
peons Krimasi Pandit, two or three accountants 
were stationed at the wicket, to search every one 
passing through it. The palmyra-leaf letters which Irith !>*■ 
the passengers had about them were taken from ffjfp. 
them, perused, and returned. If they had with 
them papers written in the Persian, Mahratti, 

Telngu, or French characters, they were seized, and 
retained; the letters written in Tamil alone being 
read. This inspection went on until midday. 

Then the work was discontinued, as it was found that 
the letters and palmyra leaves which hat l accumulated jiiral imlur; 
were useless. The gates, Including the great doors rj™n5, 
of that of Vaskud&v&r, were thereupon all opened, ****»»*' 
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The measures which I have mentioned appear to 
have been taken owing to a report which reached the 
Governor that letters written in Tamil were being 
clandestinely sent from Pondickery to the English. 
It will be remembered that last night the Governor 
first ordered the house of Kandappan, who is in the 
service of Madame Dupleix, to be searched, and then 
put a stop to this being done; and it wan after this 
that directions were given that all the gates of the 
town should be closed, with the exception of the 
wicket in the V r azhudSviir gate, where everyone 
passing through was searched* Taking these facts 
into consideration, it would seem that an anony¬ 
mous communication must have boon sent to 
the Governor, accusing Kandappau of being the 
clandestine correspondent of the English ; and as, 
when the other gates were kept shot, every letter 
going out of Pondichery must necessarily pass 
through the Vaahmlnvfir gate, it was thought that 
if all persons going through it. were searched, the 
correspondence would be secured. If such was not 
the object of it. Dupleix, God alone knows what 
it was. 

To-morrow, being the anniversary of the birth¬ 
day of the King, the Governor wont this evening to 
the fort, paraded the soldiers, and ordered three 
volleys to be fired. The guns mounted on the 
ramparts of the fort were discharged, and these 
were followed by those on the town walls. The ships 
replied, each firing twenty-one guns at one and 
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the same time. The whole town shook with the ca*». 

concussion. To people at a distance, it must have '.1_’ 

appeared as though the place was being bombarded. 1 ' *®‘ 
The effect was exceedingly grand, and infinitely 
awe-inspiring.

Akshaya. —This was the King’s birthday, and cause- 
q lien tty three volleys were tired at a this morning, 
iind a salute of twenty-one guns was discharged 
from the fort, which was replied to by a broadside 
of a similar number from each ship in the roads. 

Again, at. half-past 7, when the Governor attended 
service at the church in the fort, three volleys 
were fired, and three salutes, each of twenty-one 
guns, were discharged from the fort, and by each 
ship in the auchorage, The total number of guns 
bred on this occasion would be about a thousand. 

The salute was repeated when the Governor 
returned home, and when he dined. At the 
time that he drank wine, he shouted, taking off uhi-ih*

his hat, “ Long live the King,’ 1 a toast which was 
repeated with one voice by all those present, and &nd suqii. 
was honoured with twenty-on© guns from the 
fort, and a similar number from each of the ten or 
twelve ships in the roadstead—all tired together* 

The cannon which were fired from the ramparts of 
the fort, and from the ship of the admiral, being 
heavy guns, carrying a shot of twenty-four pounds, 
those who heard their thundering sound were struck 
with terror. 
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This morning at 10, M. de la Yillebague sent 
for me, received a list of the goods that had been 
ordered to be manufactured for his brother, and 
handed me \ 0,000 rupees. The details of the list 
will be found noted in the register in which the 
orders for the manufacture of cloths are entered. 

At the same hour, a Council was held. It 
seems that at it plans for an attack ou Madras were 
discussed. 

A metrical ode in Teiugu, composed in my honour 
by Kastdri Kungaiyan, a great scholar of Trichi no- 
poly, was sot to music by Tricbmopoly Maugapati 
Aiyan; dancing women were taught to sing it, anil 
they gave a performance of it this night at the 
garden-house of Muttalya I'illni in Sidai Htreet 
before a public assembly consisting of my friends 
and others.

M. Cornet, ninety-live bales of inferior broadcloth 
called " second sort, fine, 11 each bale consisting 
of ten rolls ; five of which were red, and the others 
green. I caused the transaction to be entered 
against the Governor, and promised to adjust pay* 
ment. for the some in my accounts with him. 
Yesterday, also, I bought a bale. The aggregate 
number of yards in these rolls was 15,38 If 
which, at the rate of a pagoda and-a-quarter a yard, 
amounted in value to pagodas (13,327, fannms 4and 
cash 32} nineteen-thousand two hundred, and twenty- 
seven, and fannms four and-a-half. At the instance 
of M. Cornet, T handed a note to him acknowledging 
receipt of goods to the value mentioned above, and 
stipulating to pay the money within six months, at 
the exchange of T?s. 320 for K>0 pagodas. But ns 
1 have to make good this debt to the Governor, it 
was neither necessary for me to write the note to 
M Cornet, nor need he hove made on entry against 
me in the accounts. A receipt from me of this kind 
was mi necessary, as the Governor has taken the 
broad-cloth from the Company; and as lie has lent 
money to if, he debits the value against the interest 
3it von, ii. 
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on his Joan, allowiug it to be deducted at the rate 
of l per cent, for six moo this upon the amount. 
M. Cornet has to charge the bill to the Governor* 
and must therefore make over the acknowledgment 
to him. He may possibly bid M, Cornet transfer it 
to me, and inform him at the same time that he will 
adjust the debt with me in my accounts. In this 
case, the receipt will be returned to me. At. all 
events, it is dear that M. Cornet will not retain it. 
What he might have done was to obtain and hand 
over to the Governor, in my handwriting, a list 
of the different kinds of broad-doth delivered to mt*. 
the number of bales and rolls of which it was 
composed, and the total number of yards which 
they contained. This would be of service when the 
Governor and T came to adjust accounts, as it 
would be a voucher showing how much was delivered 
to me on his behalf. The receipt should have been 
couched in these terms. M. Cornet having, on the 
other hand, made out one hi his own name, t he effect 
of it is doubtful. I have therefore recorded this 
transaction in detail. The acknowledgment which 
I have now furnished to M. Cornet, and any other 
that I may hereafter be required to give in super- 
session of that existing, will be found copied iu 
the register in which my letters to Europeans are 
recorded. 

As T have employed Pftpi C’hetti and M utility a 
Pillai as my agents in the trading transactions which 
| used to carry on through. Ariyappa Mu dal i, tile 
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latter has tor the last six or seven tlays been trenting 
with m3’brother regarding the matter, and soliciting 
his intervention. He consequently gent word to me 
through Gdpal&swiimi, ami Sitfirama Kastri the astro¬ 
loger from the >50111.11. representing that it would be 
well to transact business through the medium of 
Ariyappa Moduli, ami that he would attend to the 
concern jointly with him; just ns though he would 
retire to the banks of the Can very in the brown 
garb of a monk if matters were not so arranged. 

I sent, couched in conciliatory language, a suitable 
reply, to the effect that 1 would again avail myself 
of the agency of Ariyappa Mudali, after his accounts 
had been settled. He owes his |K>sition entirely to 
met 1 caused Mm to be regarded a person of 
consequence. In rot urn [or my services, he has 
treated me ill. Although conscious of this, he has 
had no compunction in addressing me through my 
brother, with a view to regaining my friendship, 
and restoration to his former position. If it be true 
that such a being as God exists in this world. He 
will visit him with adequate punishment for his 
treachery. For my part, 1 am determined not to 
have any more of his friendship, or to take him as 
iny associate iu trade; though 1 cannot touch foi 
what may happen in my nest birth. This is my 
present resolution, But what the divine will titflj 
be, l cannot say. 

Thursday, htl ivpt&nl/et t7 4 $, or SOlk A cant of 
Akxhaijo— Chinmi Mudali came to me this morning, 
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and communicated the following information. 
M;vIuraiiuvagiuu, the pastor of I ho church of St . 
Paul at Mylapore, sent a letter on palmyra leaf 
to him, which ho yesterday interpreted to the Gov. 
enior. The contents were as follows. The eight, 
ships of war which sailed from Pondichery arrived 
at. Madras last Monday, at. 8 in the morning, and 
tired a broadside at a country sloop and an English 
ship which were lying in the roadstead. There¬ 
upon the artillery in the fort and the guns of 
two ships were turned upon them. The tiring was 
continued until 10, when the squadron moved off 
to Mylapore, thou put to sea, and disappeared from 
sight,* 

Twenty-five of those ou board the ships lying 
in the roads wore killed in the action, and their 
bodies wore interred on shore. Amongst the fallen 
wore ten Englishmen, the remaining fifteen being 
I ascot* and members of the native crew. One of 
the shot fired by the French fell at NariyankMu,f 
and another struck the upper storey of an English¬ 
man** house, smashing the glass doors, crockery, 
etc. The letter further stated that the wife of Mr. 
Morse, the Governor of .Madras, had since removed 
to Mylapore, and that the English ships which

Cliiuua Mudali told me that, when he interpreted cw i im' 
this narrative to the Governor, he cast his eyes 25J5 1 *' 
upwards, bit his lips, and inveighed against the 
French ships for retiring without following up their 
success. He then handed the palmyra-leaf letter aiuiiiuhIi

to me, I read it, and found the contents to be as jggjg 
stated above. 

This morning, the Governor went to Ozhukarai »«*» 
to see M. de la Bourdonnais. He passed by the 
distillery; and perceiving him, J made my obeisance, { 

As he went along, he cast a look towards the 
distillery, the palanquin, and the torches. As be was 
proceeding t hrough the Palla Street, Chinn a Mudali ci »n«» 
met him. Behind him came the peon who had Center, 
brought the letter from the Nawab to the Gov¬ 
ernor asking for a decision in Suga Sing's suit, 
and his recall. Whether this man was instigated by 
Ohinna Mudali and Madanauda Pandit , or by Suga 
Sing himself. I do not know, but, after saluting the 
Governor, he cried aloud. The Governor beckoned ur

Chinna Mndali to him, and directed him to tell me 
to expedite the finding in Suga Sing’s suit. 

Chiinia Mudali came to me at the areeanut 
storehouse, and delivered the message with which Hf drilnn 
be had been charged by the Governor. I told him 
that the ease had been disposed, of, and that I had 
not as yet found a fitting opportunity to apprise the 
Governor of the fact. 1 asked him whether this 
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was not known to him also, and then desired him to 
address a Jotter to the Sawib informing him that 
the suit kiwi been, decided, and that the peon was 
therefore being sent back. He told me that Sugn 
Sing should also go, 1 said that there was uo 
object ion to his doing so. We next seated ourselves 
on the street pial, and he communicated to me the 
particulars—as related in another place—contained 
in a palmyra-leaf letter, of the arrival of the French 
ships at Madras, and of the lighting that took place 
there, 

I surmise that the object of the Governor in 
laying a visit to M. do la Boardoanais was to concert 
measures with hitn to expedite the attack on Madras. 
1 am strengthened in my conjecture by the fact 
that, when he heard the news from Madras, the 
Governor rolled his eyes upward, bit his lip?, and 
asked why the French hail not followed up their 
victory. Everything will be known in due season. 

When the Governor was returning from his visit 
to M. do La Bourdomiais, at half-past 10, he again 
glanced at my distillery, palanquin, and torches. 
On reaching his house, he sent for M M. Paradis and 
Barth ill emy. and ordered his coach ami six to be 
made ready. When it was intimated to him that 
the horses hail been sent to A riy&nkupnatu, Im 
directed the j.itdani|uiu to be brought, with four of 
my palanquin bearers. He then countermanded 
this order, aud gave instructions that the one-horse 
carriage should be brought round, and he desired 
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llJr. Paradis and Barthelerov to precede him in this. 
Before another conveyance for his use could arrive, 
he commenced to bluster and swear, and despatched 
some twenty or thirty persona, one after aunt her, 
to fetch it. At last it arrived j ho got in, and 
at half-past 11, drove away to AriySukuppam, to 
his wife. 
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The Governor being absent for the rest of this 
day, there is nothing more of consequence to relate. 

I received, this evening, a letter written fj ’0 m Ph»iit 
Madras by Tim mala i Pillai, the son of my father’s 
elder brother, announcing the proposed celebration 
of the marriage, at about live Indian hours after 
sunset on Wednesday, 26th Avon! of Akshaya [7*h 
September 1740] of his son Yenkat&ehulatn. hi 
return I sent a reply forwarding a draft upon Halo 
Muttu Chetti of Saida pet, a broker in cloths, for ■»<> 
pagodas, as my contribution towards the expenses 
of the wedding.

article was beginning to be attacked by insects. 

Neglect For another two months would have resulted 
in the whole of the stuff being destroyed. Thank 
God. the inspection now made has saved it, Only 
a few bales—about five or six in number—hove 
been injured. There were about seventeen which 
appeared to be in a sound condition. We took oil 
these, as also six selected from such as were torn or 
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otherwise damaged in packing or during i vansit, and 
another six from amongst those that, were moth- 
eaten, damp, and shrunken- We thus received in 
alt twenty-nine bates, and one roll; each bale con¬ 
sisting of six rails—two of lac colour, two of orange 
and two green. This year, a consignment of thin 
broad-cloth, known as ‘ Mocha ' ■ stuff to the natives, 
and ■ Londrin T to the Europeans, was received. 
Each bale of this consisted of live rolls of crimson 
ami five of green. As ten of the bales have to be 
forwarded to C hander nagore, broad .cloth coloured 
white, yellow, and scarlet, was not received on this 
occasion. M. Cornet gave us also 100 bales of the 
green; ninety-six in one lot. and the remaining 
four in another. Fort Subbaiyan has informed me 
that M. Cornet said that hn would charge a pagoda 
and-a-half ;i yard for this sort. 

Whilst 1 was in the fort, M. tie la Bourdonnais 
sent a letter to one M. de Fontbrune, the contents 
of which were as follows: “Yesterday, as our 
squadron of eight sail was on its way front Madras 
and was passing close to Covelong, it met an English 
ship and a sloop returning from a voyage to 
Hen code a. The squadron captured both. You will 
see them the day after to-morrow. lu the ship 
there are two young elephants, three horses from 
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Aclieen, sulphur, frankincense, lead, some opium, ^nu, 
gold, and similar articles. You have never seen

elephants. You can examine these animals, the 
Acheen horses, and the gold, which is the produce 
of that country.” lie read this letter in the 
presence of M, Logon, M, Dulaurens, and M. Mirau.

Sunday, Irfh September 1746, or SSrd Anmi of k* 
Ahhnya. —To-day, two Company's peons brought a S™ 
letter from Mir (zhulum Husain of Tinnevelly. This 
was in reply to the complimentary missive which the 
Governor had sent by them advising Mir Ghtilam 
Husain of the advent of ships from France, and of 
his intention to at once pay the interest which had 
accrued on the lakh of rupees lent to him,and return 
the principal on the arrival of some more ships which 
were shortly expected. The reply ran as follows: 

<( I am in receipt of your letter, which has given me nam 
much pleasure, Xow, in compliance with what, yon EH.,, 
have wiitton, calculate the interest due to me, and * r,i < ,r < 
give it to my father; let the principal continue with 
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you; what iloes it signify if it remains in your hands 
Or mine? Let it therefore be with you. Besides, uu 
the coast of the kingdom of Dravida, which we * have 
recently conquered, the Dutch possess fine harbours 
at Kuyal.t Tuticorin.f and Kulas6karap&ttanara.t 
III the neighbourhood of these are fisheries of 
pearls and ehanks.t and mines of cat’s-eyes, which 
yield a very large revenue: 1 will put you in pos¬ 

session of these places. You must, in order to 
expel the Dutch, help me with your ships by 
attacks from the sea, whilst I employ my t roojfS and 
horses, to fight by kml. If we oppose them by 
both land and sea, they cannot stand before us. 
Then 1 will drive them out, and put you iu possession 
of the harbours which I have mentioned. As to the 
arrangements to bo entered into between us, I have 
spoken to the man sent by Anauda Ranga Piljai, to 
whom I have also forwarded a letter. He will 
communicate with you as regards all these. Please 
attend to my request.” Cliiuna Mudali and Mada- 
n fin da Pandit road and explaiued the letter to the 
Governor, as written above. He only laughed at 
what it. contained, and said nothing lo Chiuna 
Mudali resjjecting any reply to it. 
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Then there came a palmyra-loaf letter from one Ciur. 
Mat!nransiyagam of Mylapore, wherein he com muni- 
eated new* regarding Madras which ho said that J7W 
Madame Barneval* had asked him to convey to the £*[’££!" 
Governor, The letter ran thus'i'lii-m. 

Ma< la me Kurneva! desires me to write to you 
as follows ; ** The English gentlemen and ladies, 
influential Armenians, respectable natives, and ££££« 
others, are talking dis paragi i igly of the French poo pie jj’j]*; *' 
saying: ‘The French came to attack Madras; 3?S?“ 
there was only one English ship in the roads; 
they saw her, and not being able to overcome her, 
took to flight. They talk tig, but. when it comes to 
the point, they can never stand their ground. Need 
they have brought eight men-of-war for an exploit 
such as theirs? When they put in an appearance, 
they did not fight for even three hours l They seem 
to have come with the idea of seizing the place if 
they found the English asleep. When they dis¬ 
covered that they were awake, they could not 
deal with even one ship, and having sustained some 
injury, took themselves off. Some say that had the 
French remained here, we should have captured the 
whole fled. Are they not ashamed to come this 
way again ? ’ Others say : * If the French hail not 
come here, they would at least have caused us some

After sending this news to the Governor, as 
coming from his daughter, Madiu-andyagam wrote 
the following to him on his own account ; “ Some 
English merchants and ladies tied to Fulicat, whore 
the Dutch would not a1Iow r them to remain * and drove 
them away The annoyance and apprehension 
suffered by native merchants, officers, and men and 
women of all classes, on the day of the battle 
cannot be described. The residents of Madras, 
Such as Ouzer&ttis, Brahmans, Muhammadans, and 
Others* who ran away from the town on that day hi 
various directions, ns for instance, to Poonamalleo, 
Koyambcdu, Xungambakkam, and Mylapore, are 
only now returning. Their talk is exactly simitar 
to that described above, and the priests at MylapqrCj 
to whom It is unbearable, wish me to give yon 
this news in their name. The English say that they 
have everything in readiness for war; rumours 
such as these are being spread throughout the 
place, the ship which lay In the roads has put to 
sea/ Chinna Mmtali read and explained this letter 
to the Governor, who directed that it should be 
taken to M Mathieu, in order that it might be 
translated info French. Tannppa Mudali took it to 
the office of M. Malhieu. 
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Jhe Governor then summoned me, and said:

The Governor replied: “Although Madras was at r™. 
one time in such a great state of alarm, it. was M. de la 
Bourdon uais who relieved it from this by sending his S±* 
squatbon to attack it" When I understood what 3?" 
his views were, I suited my answers to them. I do n*-* 
not give m detail his questions and my answers. I Ht* - 
record only a brief outline df them. ' 

I remarked to the Governor : ” People speak in , ll(Urm 
a highly uncomplimentary way of the expedition 
against Madras, recently undertaken by the French. SfS* 
Their remarks are to the following effect,: ‘ The 
French came to Madras to give battle to the ***”' 
English, but no sooner did they feel the weight of 
the fire of their enemy’s ships and fort, than they* 
took to flight. This is typical of the French nation, 
who to outward appearance are valiant, but when 
a crisis actually arises have no power of endurance. 

Why on earth have they assailed us, and returned 
with dishonour? Hut for this undertaking, they 
would have maintained at least a semblance of power. 

It will go hard with them in future. You will 
see how Pondichery will be harassed. Hereafter, 
every day will be one of disaster to it/ It- is in con¬ 
temptuous terms such ns these that the prowess of 
the Frtmch is spoken of. 

At Arcot, in Mysore and in all the cities 
on the coast, the Governor of Poudiehery has 
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unanimous!}* been regarded as an administrator of 
traoacendant ability, who, in spite of au empty 
exchequer, and commercial inactivity arising from 
the non-arrival of the trade-ships, carried on 
the affairs of that settlement without a shadow of 
embarrassment, and who with a view to Infuse fear 
into the hearts of his enemies, and deter them from 
approaching this town, has maintained here a force 
of Mali<5 sepoys, and kept ready to band a supply 
of powder, ball, and other munitions of war. The 
combination in him of tact, resource, heroism, 
military sagacity, and reserve, render him without 
an equal, and place him fur above his fellow men. 
All ask themselves whether one of this stamp, who 
eagerly desired an opportunity of avenging himself 
upon the English for their taunts and jeers, would 
now that he had been reinforced with men, money, 
and ships, fail to capture Madras and Fort St. 
David. They are, without exception, of opinion 
that the English can have no longer a hold on this 
coast. It seems as though M. de la Bonrdonnais, 
by his recent demonstration before Madras, from 
which he retired after firing a few cannon shot, 
undo look to iniu the reputation which you have 
acquired. They say that it was an Mwiaan.ca.ore, 
and entailed loss of honour.*' 

I spoke in these flattering terms of the excellence 
of Ins administration. Thereupon he exclaimed:

I was at night entertained at a banquet in 
the garden-house of Muttu Chetti, 

Tkureday, 8fh September 7740, w 27th Avail! of 
Akshaya .—Nothing noteworthy occurred to-day at. 
the Governor’s house, 

M, de la ViDebagua received from me the indent 
and receipt for 10,000 rupees, which lie gave me on 
the 2oth August, gave me another sum of 10,000 
rupees, and obtained from me ft receipt for the whole 
20,000, He furnished me with o revised indent. 

As this was the concluding flay of the Christian 
festival at Ariyftnkuppam, I returned home, after 
having seen the spectacle at the VilliyanaMr gate. 

Frtdar/, the 9fh September 17^6, or S8tk Aram of 
A&ehaya. —M. Dupleix sent for and directed me to 
procure fifteen horses, stating that they were required 
for the expedition against Madras. M. d’Aiitedl 
came to rao twenty times to remind me of this order. 

M. Cornet said that it was the desire of the 
Governor that a supply of six or sevon large brass 
pots, for boiling gram, should be sent. 

This evening, the Governor drove to AriySn- 
kuppam, where his wife is residing. It is said that 
he received there a letter from Kflrik&l. Soon after 
reading it, he returned to Pondichery, giving up 
his original intention of remaining at AriySnkuppam 
for the night, and he left instructions with his wife 
to follow him next day. As no food was ready for 
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him at Pondicliery, L10 made a meal from dishes c«*r. 
obtained from other houses, XJ[VI ‘ 

This day, a letter addressed to the Governor was .wu*?' 
received from the Nawsb, and it was to the following Gmuwr 
effect;— Kiwmi*. 

*' s pite of our explicit instructions that you «m» 
should forbear from attsicking Madras, you have 
despatched an expedition thither. We are therefore tik i, 
not disposed to allow Pondichery to continue in your 
possession. We accordingly propose to advance 
against your town. You transgress ail bounds; this SSw* 
is improper/* 

The letter was couched in these harsh terms. 

The Governor directed the despatch of reply 
as below :■— 

11 The captains of the ships of war of France Rcrt>-ir. 
are bound by the orders of their King; and will 
not care to listen to the counsels of others.’* 

Haturdatfi 10th September 2746, or 29th Aram 
of Mahay *,—In accordance with the orders of the 
Governor, who had directed that all the horses iu -s “” 
the possession of the townspeople should be obtained 
tor the expedition against Madras, we collected 
thirteen animals from the natives, and three from 
the hnropeaus, and handed these sixteen over to the 
charge of M, d'Auteuil. 

To-day, a letter was despatched to Naw&b unw 
Anwar-ud-din Khan, enclosing a copy of another 
addressed to Niftam-ut-raulk, The purport of the 
communication was as follows :— 
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“ The King of Prance has been informed that 
the English at Madras have unjustly seized French 
ships, and (hat they have taken another, bound 
for Manilla, which bore the name and flag of 
Muhammad Shah the Emperor of Delhi, and was 
carrying a cargo consigned to him. Tim insult 
offered to the Emperor, by thus capturing a ship 
bearing his name and Hag, has exceedingly enraged 
the King of France, his most faithful friend. He 
is therefore resolved that the city of Madras, which 
belongs to the English, shall be seized, ami that the 
British flag which now flies there shall be torn 
down, and replaced by that of the French. He has 
accordingly despatched a few men-of-war to take 
Madras, and to hoist the white flag over it. We are 
carrying out the royal mandate, and you should 
help us in whatever way you can.” 

The foregoing facts were set out, in all fulness, 
on four sheets of paper. A copy was sent to Nifiaru- 
ul-mulk, another to Imam EShib, and a third to 
Anwar* u d-d In Khan; as also one to the vakil* 
Subbaiyan, who w as commissioned to read and show 
it to all Muhammadans. It was also rendered into 
Telugu, and the vakil was requested to show it to 
all the Telugis and Tamil gentry, and explain its 
contents. 

The letter to Nis&m-ul-mulk was forwarded to 
Maaolipatam, with that addressed to Imam Sahib,

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for transmission thence to its destination. That Cm?, 
for Anwar-ud-dfu Khan was despatched to Arcot, ‘ 
by two peons, and they carried one for the vakil Jj ,0 ‘ 
Subhaiyan, who was instructed in it to report 
what occurred there. 

Letters in similar terms were also sent to the u^nm 
umaldars of ATylapore and Poona mu Uee, who were 
at the same time requested to furnish the French '£<&!$£? 
with whatever help they required. They were 
warned that should they fail to comply, they would 
be punished, and their towns would be plundered; 
but on the other hand a promise was made that 
in the event of their assisting with the requisite 
men and provisions, they would be adequately 
recompensed. These communications were handed ti™ 
over to AJ. d'K-iprdinenil, for delivery to the ad cl res- 
sees in person. lk>lI,etT - 

This evening, the Mahd sepoys and soldiers, 
destined for the attack ou .Madras, were put on board ! ^ r 
ship. All the peons in the service of the Company su ' 3t4 " 
who lived in the town were mustered, and detailed 
for attendance on the different officers. The Older 
was written by the Governor with his own hand. 

Peons were also collected as specified below. The 
Deputy Governor was asked to send his peon 
Muttukrishnamn Niyakkan; I, one; Accountant 
Lakshmaua Nayakkan, four; the Custom House, 
four; the Mini two; the Hospital,four; and the 
members of the Council, their respective peons. 
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A hundred peons, and two native officers named 
Peravan and Anandnppau, embarked; and the peons 
and soldiers who remained in the garrison were 
posted at the batteries. 

Sunday t 12th September 1746, or 30th c<j m y/ 
Atthaifo. —At 9 this morning, M. dela Bourdouuais, 
being about to set out on the expedition against 
.Urn I ms, repaired to the Governor's bouse, to take 
leave of him. They conversed together for two 
Indian hours, and then went as far os the Custom 
House on the beads, where M. do la Bourdonunis hade 
farewell to the Governor. Twenty-one guns were 
then fired, and another salvo of a like number was 
discharged when M. do la Gourdonuais entered the 
boat which was to take him on board, It carried two 
flags, and bore him to his ship. 

The arrangement in contemplation is that as 
soon as the fort at Madras is captured, and the 
French flag hoisted on it, M. d'Bsprdradnil is to 
assume the office of Governor, and M. Paradis that 
of Deputy; all the other Europeans, including 
soldiers, East Indians, Mahd sepoys, and Carnatic 
peona, looking upon them as their superiors. These 
two officers, as well as M, d’Auteuil captain of 
tbc guard, and the body guard, embarked. Thirty- 
six horses, including those belonging to the 
Company, were also taken on board. The muni¬ 
tions of war which had been collected during the 
Last two years, and all the arms required for the 
capture of the fort, were shipped in order to obviate 
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the necessity of having to procure them later on. c«*r. 
To give one an idea of the stores with which the 
expedition was furnished, it is sufficient to mention 
that even bundles of brooms were not forgotten, 

When all tho supplies had been embarked, M. 

Dupleix returned home. For the reasons stated 

below, it was considered that the services ofn diibash 4 Jn i, Q( . h 

would be required at Madras during the time that 
operations wore in progress. 

The agents of NawAb Anwar-ud-din Khfin, and iiuk'iu(«■ 
of the Muhammadan officers at the chief places ' 
near Madras, may have occasion to call on the 
french officials. The Muhammadan nobles are 
also likely to visit them. The French mav also 
have to communicate with some of the horsemen 
of the Now5b, with Muhammad Kama! the son of the 
Nawab by a concubine, and with the Muhammadans 
in charge of the forty horses which accompany him, 
on the pretence that they are the Nawab’a. These, 
it may be mentioned, have been obtained by the 
people of Madras through the agency of the son 
of Valf Muhammad, the ex-ama]tl 3 r of Tiruppa- 
sflr, who abandoning that office, has taken to the 
profession of a merchant at Madras. He has 
supplied this number, against 300 indented for 
I he amalcMrs of Foonamnllee and Mylapore, and 
others of this class, may likewise find it necessary 
to hold intercourse with the French. 

On these grounds the Governor desired me to 
send my brother TiruvCngadaiu tor this duty. I 
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Chap, represented that he was young and raw, and having 
X i^l L had no experience of times of war, might lose Ms 
head; and on this ground I offered to go myself.

Nisiflrn-ul-millk, etc., in which the following facts 
were detailed in the form of a history, viz.-The 
various matters in which the I"’rend) were treated 
with indignity by the English; (lie insult offered to 
Muhammad Shall, Emperor nf Delhi, by seizing the 
ship which boro Ids banner; the indignation which 
this circumstance excited in the mind trf his sincerest 
friend, the King of France; his determination to 
avenge this affront by the substitution of the French 
for the English flag at Madras, and thus to gratify 
the Muhammadan public, and prove to the world at 
large that llieir honour had been retrieved; and 
the arrival of the French ships of war in view to 
securing this end. 1 gave the requisite instructions 
to Mftdan&nda Pandit, and he visited the various 
Muhammadan gentlemen, road the paper in question 
to them, mid reported to me that he had done so. 
When he went to Haidar Sahib, Chinn a Mudali 
accompanied him, in the hope of getting a present 
of cloth. Hut that individual bade thorn farewell 
with nothing more than complimentary words. 

Friday, 16 th September 17i6 t or Uth Parattdei 
of Akzkaya. —This morning, the Governor sent, for 
me, and asked whether I had received any news 
from Madras. I replied that up to then no letter 
from ray brother had arrived. He informed me that 
he had received a note from 31. Paradis stating 
that they had camped at a certain village in front 
of the town of Tinivsbnftr, to which they had subse- 
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quenfcly moved with 1,000 soldiers, Mshrf sepoys 
and others; and be observed that they would reach 
Mylapore to-day. I remarked: “ Tour luck is of 
tlie best. The most marked renown awaits yon. 
With this expedition, 3011 will lake Madras with 110 
loss of life, and with no trouble whatever. Even now 
the Padshahs, Kajik, Killadara, Nawdhs, and Poli- 
gars, as also the nobles nf every grade and title, 
who belong to the various communities, such as 
Muhammadans, Rajputs, KshatHas ; aiid the Calia¬ 
ise, Telugu, and other races which occupy the length 
and breadth of India even as far an Delhi, praise your 
nation as a heroic people, your king as onu of 
undaunted courage, and your own valour as peerless. 
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Your talent, your fortitude, your reserve, your firm¬ 
ness, your wisdom, and your sagacity, have won 
universal admiration, as being without a parallel, and 
these will in future form subjects which will con¬ 
stantly inspire the thoughts of minstrels, and be sung 
b\- them. The widespread renown which you enjoy 
throughout India and Europe will indeed cause all the v™uei» 
members of j^our house, ami all their descendants, 
to bless _yon as a scion of it who has permanently "nicrwiii 
established the world-wide glory of their name, whilst 
it will kindle in the breasts of others a feeling of 1,hfnui,llr 
regret that their families have not produced a similar 
prodigy.

1 I told him that ho was in the 
enjoyment of the highest favours of Heaven, and 
said some other things which then occurred to me. 
This created an amount of joy in his heart which 
cannot he expressed in words. Patting me on the 
back, he turned to MM. Lhostis and de Bury, and 
observing that there was none other so well informed 
and so intelligent as I, spoke at some length and 
in high-flown terms of rue. He then desired me 
to repeat to them what was being said privately 
amongst the Muhammadans and Hindus. I com¬ 
plied with his request, adding somewhat to what I had 
told M. Dupleii; to which they replied “Of course, 
of course,” and joined me in praising the Governor. 
This conversation occupied about tour Indian hours. 

Satiird-atf, 17th Srptnwher 17frS t or6th Purattfoiof 
Akxhwyu —The Governor summoned mo,and inquired 
whether my brother had sent any news concerning 
Madras, f replied: “ I have not yet received any 
letter, but I expect out" to-morrow,” He then

and delivering my letter to him, assured him that 
his visit meant no hostility towards him, and that

The a maid fir, who noticed the details of the equip¬ 
ment of the party, the soldiers, and the Coffres, was 
smitten with fear. He looked deeply agitated, and 
Ids face became pale. It was only after lie had read wtatth« 
my letter over nnd over again that he began to 
some ox tout to recover his spirits. After a pause, k^™ or ‘ 
lie said as follows : ‘ it is stated in this letter that 
the expedition has been undertaken because a ship 
bearing the flag of the Emperor was captured by the 
English. Now sir, whatever articles yon require 
will lie procured, and supplied to you.’ Thereupon, 

M, d’EsprOm^nil told him that be was in need of of 

coolies, boats, and cerlain other articles, to which ™ ,IL 
the amaldar replied, with the utmost, civility, that 
whatever he wanted would be obtained for him. 

Look at these Muhammadan dogs ! They have not 
the smallest grain of sense. They are unconscious 
of their own might. They became terrified at the 
siglit of the number of our men. It was not until 
they had read the assurances conveyed in my letter 
that the Muhammadans and we were friends, that 
we purposed capturing Madras on their account, 
and that we would not molest their town, that they 
COUld gather sufficient courage to speak. Those 
Muhammadan dogs manage to preserve their forts 
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and territories, because the whole of India is sup- 
posed to be under the sway of one sovereign, the 
Emperor, and for no other reason. If, as in Europe 
and other continents, each province -in India formed 
a distinct realm, and hud its own independent king, 
they could easily be conquered, and would soon 
vanish.” 

To this I replied : u To judge from the apparent 
strength of their fortresses, the nature of their 
defences, and the courage of their warriors, 1,000 of 
our soldiers, two mortars, and 100 bombs would 
be sufficient to reduce A root, Cuddapah, Sirppai,* 
and all the Muhammadan strongholds and countries 
on this side of the Krishna.” He observed; 
“ 1,000 soldiers are unnecessary. Five hundred of 
them, with two mortal's would be quite enough.

— The following are the contents of a letter 
received this day by Tlnappa Madid i, from Madum- 
niiyagam of Mylapore: Those % who were en¬ 

camped at Tolusinga Penned! Kdyil at Triplicane 
have since moved to Chint&dripdt, and have displayed 
the white colours. The Madrasis, seeing them, fired 
seven cannon, but without effect, as the shot fell 
about five furlongs short of the camp. Mr. Morse,

hia place is occupied by the Chief * of Vizagapwt&m, 
All the guns mounted on the out-works of the 
fort have been spiked, and cast away. The English 
have thrown open the gates of the city, and are 
only looking to the security of their fort. Some 
of the troops raised by Peddu Nftyakkun there have 
deserted, and Mr. Barneval hag had an interview 
with M. de la Bonrdonnais.*’ 

This letter was read and explained to the 
Governor, who then apprised his councillors and 
others, in detail, of the circumstances of Mr. Morse’s 
mental aberration, of his being succeeded by the 
Chief of Vizagapatnm, and of the encampment of 
our army at ChintddripSt. They all exultantly 
indulged in jeering at and depreciating the English. 
I, also, was summoned, and made acquainted with 
everything mentioned above. I replied to the Gov¬ 
ernor ; “ This does not come as a. great surprise to 
me. The people of Madras were in utter diamav at 
tliu mere report that you had set out for Ozhukarai. 
Is it than a marvel that the actual sight of an army 
should have unhinged their minds?” Concurring 
with ina, he asked some particulars concerning 
the position of ChinladripPt, and the fortress at 
Madras. I described them as far as [ know, and in 
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such terms as would be likely to please him. It 
would probably occupy sis pa^es io record here the 
whole of the conversation which took place then, but 
the gist of it. was ns I have written above. 

About noon, a letter was brought io the Governor 
by some Brahmans from Mah£, who had performed 
the journey in twelve days. In this it was stated 
that seven ships which left France this year had 
touched at 11 at id, and had set out on their way hither. 
The joy which this intelligence has aroused in 
his breast is beyond description. The nows con¬ 
cerning Madras, when added to this intelligence, has 
raised in him hopes of ample resources to enable 
him to prosecute the expedition against the English 
with success, and to place the Company’s trade once 
more on a sound basis. The gratification which this 
prospect has caused to him is indescribable. 

This day, a letter was received from M. de la 
Bourdon nais. 

M. de la Touche having obtained the consent of 
his mother to marry Mudl'. Astruc, has sought and 
obtaiiled fchat of the Governor also. Tlie proparat ions 
for the wedding are progressing, and M. de la 
Touche’s delight, ami lightness of heart, are beyond 
expression ill writing. 

Monday, 19 th September 17^6, or 7th Purtifidn 
of Akshttjnt. —To-day, before visiting the Governor, 
l visited M. de la Touche, and congratulated liirv 
on Ids approaching marriage, I thence went to M. 
Cornet’s, where I checked with him the account of 
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broad-cloths taken by me, and furnished him with 
a receipt, addressing it to the Governor, I also 
obtained from him, for delivery to the Governor, 
a copy in his own hand of the bill, and received 
tho balance of the sum due for cloths required hy 
M. d’E»pr£m&nh 

Having taken leave of him, I was proceeding to 
the house of the Governor, when I heard that a camel 
express had brought a letter from Naw&b Anwar-nd- 
din Khan, As soon as 1 arrived, Tanappn Mndali, 
who was there, said to me na follows:— 

“ Nawab Auivm -nd-cltii Khan has sent a letter 
hy a camel courier. He points out in it that the 
Madrasi* had some time ago planned to attack 
Pondichery, but at his intercession abstained from 
doing so. He considers it a matter for surprise that 
in defiance of his remonstrances, the French should 
have despatched an expedition against the English. 
He says that it is unjust that the Guzeratis, Psithims, 
and other classes of people of the trading com¬ 
munities at Madras * should be disquieted in this 
way. He reiterates Ids astonishment, that, notwith¬ 
standing all his expostulations, the French should 
have done this, and concludes with an expression 
of the hope that they will in future refrain from 
affording ground for similar complaints. When this 
letter was read to the Governor, he, with a grimace, 
ordered me to send a reply couched in the following 
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courteous terms ; * harm will be done to the mer* 

chants of Madras ,* and any offender found guilty 
of wrong doing will be punished by the Commander- 
iu»Chief of the French fleet. 1 A letter to this effect 
was despatched by the camel courier.’' 

As we were thus conversing together, the (3ov- 
crnor summoned me, and said: “A letter from 
M. de la Bourdonnais was receive!i last night. 
When our people marched into the Governor’s 
garden at Madras, the English fired only a limit 
twenty or thirty guns, but the shot flew high. If 
the Governor lost his nerve, could not a councillor 
take his place ? Was it becoming that the captain + 
of a ship ah on Id be invested with his powers, and 
be called upon to exercise the functions of a 
Governor? Is there any other example of such a 
height of folly ? 'S hese men have brought infamy 
on the whole English race.” 

I observed : “They have disgraced their nation, 
and you have graced yours, Moreover, the fame of 
the French nation lies, through yon, spread as far as 
Delhi, and the French are spoken of night and day as 
possessing valour and prowess to a degree to which 
no other nation can lay claim. This is attributable

M r Barnet and eventually caused his death, * Certain 
other additions were also mentioned by him, and 
he desired the minstrels io attend again, and sing 
once more the song as revised.

ten palaras, per fanam. As I had repeatedly heard 
the people complain that this formed the only 
serious blot in the administration of this justly 
governed town, and as I desired now to put an end 
to this reproach, I asked the Governor to direct 
that, tobacco and betel *1 eaves be sold at their for¬ 
mer prices. He immediately summoned Vdsud^va 
Pandit, and directed him to sell, as before, nine betel- 
leaves for one cash, and twelve and-a-half pnlams of 
tobacco for one fan am. I next asked the Governor 
that Subbaiyan, who had been badly off for a long 
while, should be reinstated in the office from which he 
had been removed. He accordingly conferred on 
him hi3 old appointment in the warehouse at the fort, 
I then requested that Kdrik&l Tiruvdnguda Pillai 
might be restored to his former post. The Gover¬ 
nor thereupon directed that he be so appointed, 
and sent to Karik&l. 

The Company’s merchants and the headmen of 
the people now came in a crowd to attend the lev<5e, 
and having congratulated the Governor on the 
capture of Madras, asked him to grant them per¬ 
mission for the erection of the outer wall of the 
VMapuri tswaran temple. The Governor said that 
he would think the matter over, and give a reply 
later on- They, however, replied : “ Not so ; grant 
us permission now. The towns-people are, at the 
present moment, invoking blessings on you for all 
the good things you are at present conferring upon 
them. They rejoice exceedingly, and your deeds 
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infuse joy into every household. If at this time 
you assent to the building of the outer wall of 
the temple* your good name will extend far and 
wide.” In terms of adulation such as these did 
they address the Governor, who then said, “ Well, 
we will grant you permission accordingly, 1 ' awl he 
walked away into the office room. The merchants 
and headmen left the place. 

After this, the Europeans assembled at a bau- 
ijnet, and made merry. 

Friday, 83rd September 17&6, or 12 th Pitrathhi 
of Mahaija .—At 7 this morning, the Governor went to 
the fort, and having ordered the flag to be hoisted, 
commanded that the soldiers be paraded, and that 
three volleys be fired. This having been done, the 
guns on the fort walls and in the beach battery, 
followed by those on the ramparts of the town, wore 
discharged. After the general salute was concluded, 
the Governor and party repaired, at 8, to his resi¬ 
dence and having partaken of breakfast, passed the 
day in great joy, and merriment. The whole town 
was illuminated at night.

Ho thereupon desired me to arrange for his 
proceeding to .Madras at once, and explained to me 
that lie was required to furnish information to 
Af. d’Bsprdmdnil, his coadjutors, and my younger 
brother at Almiras, relative f 0 the amount of property, 
and business qualifications possessed by the chief 
men of the place, their characters aa regards honesty, 
the trades in which they were engaged, those who 
had returned, and those who had not yet done so, 
and various other particulars regarding the people, 
generally. I told him that T&ndavarflya Pillai, of niy 
caste, was the man to whom i referred as being now 
with rae, that lie was clever, and knew every things 
and that I would send him. He directed that I 
should equip him for the journey, and despatch him 
at once. I promised to do so, and came away.

Soon after this, the Governor nominated M. 
Dulaureus, to manage all matters pertaining to 
finance at Madras, M. Barthelemy to assist him in 
Council, Joannes the son-in-law of M, Elias to 
conciliate the Armenian residents, M. Delarch e the 
son-in-law of M. Elias to act ns Persian interpreter, 
and M. Bruel the son-in-law of M. d’Anteuil to act 
as English interpreter. Ho directed them all to 
embark, and sail for Madras by 5- 

I immediately went to see M. Dulaurens at his 
house, and said to him: 11 Now that it has been 
decided that you are to go to Madras, I request 
you to extend your favour to my brother, who is at 
present there. He never has had any experience of 
difficulties such as have now to be encountered. His 
days have all been passed without a care. I entreat 
you to overlook his faults and shortcomings, to 
rectify his errors, and to instruct him as to the 
course he should adopt to avoid falling into disgrace." 
“ Rangappa,” said M, Du) n Livens to me, in an earnest 
tone, “ need you tell me all this ? Do not I know 
what to do ? Are we not friends ? You need not 
have any misgivings regarding the matter. You will 
know from the letters that he will write to you, 
how 1 treat your brother alter I arrive at Madras.” 
Before his departure, M. Dulanrens delivered over 
charge of the stock of silver to M. Milan. 

I returned to my house at noon, and instructed 
Tandavsir&ya Filial to prepare forthwith for his 
journey. 1 then wrote a letter to my brother, in 
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which I gave him full advice, mid eutrusted this 
to Tfindavarfl-ya Pillfii, who started for Madras, and 
passed out of the town bounds by 1 o’clock. After 
he had departed, I sat down to dinner, then slept 
for a while; and at ft, rose from ray bed. 

This being the day of the hunting festival, I sent 
Appiivu * on horseback, and my child Jfannlolii f in a 
palanquin, in advance to see it. They were escorted 
by my peons and Kulasekaram Vm kafan Arana p pa 
Aiyan, who rode a horse. I followed them with my 
retinue, and we all returned at 7. 

This night also waa passed in rejoicing, and 
every house in the town was illuminated. 

Sunday, 85 th September 17U6, or 13th Purattdsi of 
Akakuju. —After 7 this morning, I went to the 
Governor’s house. He then said to me: " Your 
brother at Madras does not comply with the instruc¬ 
tions conveyed in ray order to Idm, but goes his 
own way. He therefore need not remain at Madras. 
Write recalling him.” So saying, he moved away. 
1 went out into the verandah, and pondering on 
what the Governor had said, sent for GopfdaswA.it] i 
and asked him to explain the matter to me, by the 
art of divination. He said that in the circle of 
the zodiac the sun was overlooking the ascending 
sign, and that this day was not propitious. 

Being desirous, however, to know what my 
brother had actually done, I repaired ouce more to 
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the Governor, and said to him : “ My brother would 
never disobey vour orders. It may be that someone 
at Madras has reported prejudicially against him. 
The matter must bo inquired into/’ In reply to me, 
he read out a letter which he had received from M. 
d’Esort-menil. It ran as follows: “ Rnnga Piliai’s 
younger brother never coni mu monies any intelligence 
to me. Fie and M. de la Board on liras have become 
very intimate. I learn no news.” After he had read 
this to me, he told me to direct my brother to return, 
stating that he was not needed at Madras, f replied 
that although I could not conceive how he could 
have misbehaved himself, yet 1 was willing to 
write recalling him, and observed that his return 
now would be tantamount to a disgrace. The Gov¬ 
ernor remarked that I might send for him on the 
plea of some family emergency, and rising from 
hia seat, moved away. 

Feeling that further parley was useless,and know¬ 
ing also the specific charge made against my brother 
by M. d’Esprciuenil, J resolved to go out, and seek 
advice. I visited GOpalasw&tni, and went with him 
to the areca-mit storehouse. Whilst I was engaged, 
at 9 o’clock, in writing a letter there to my brother, 
in accordance with the directions of the Governor, 
M, Paradis, who had come from Madras, passed by, 
on his way to the Governor’s house, i immediately 
issued forth, and saluting him, complimented him on 
his success. Ho replied in affable terms, and went 
his way. Gopalaswami and I conversed together

for au hour afterwards, I then proceeded to the 
Governor’s house, to learn what had passed lietween 
him and M. Paradis. A Council was being held, and 
the latter was present at it. The Council broke up 
at 11, after which M. Paradis went to his house. 
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I followed him thither, and said in a flattering atcw u, 
way : “ Home time ago yon went to Kirikfil, and 
gained a victory over the army of Taniore. Now

you have overcome the forces at Madras, and have 
captured the town in a single day. There i$ in this 
world no one who can be compared with you in 
boldness, skill, or valour.” M, Paradis replied: 

“ Rnogappa ! See, how victory awaits me wherever

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Paradis, I proceeded, at S, to the arccaiiut storehouse. 
There, a letter from inv brother at Madras was 
brought to me by the post. In this, he staled that 
he bid so much work lo do that he had hardly time 
to breathe. Defied the enjoy went of food ami rest 
at proper intervals, he was troubled—so be said — 
with piles, which had broken out afresh. Ho 
despaired of writing any more letters to Poniichery, 
ami intimated that he was returning thither owing 
to ill-health, which be said was induced by the 
excessive work devolving on him in consequence of 
the officers from Pondiehery not having arrived to 
take up their respective appointments. 

Having read this letter, I went to see the Gov¬ 
ernor, who asked what news I had received from 
my brother. I replied that he had never failed to 
carryout the Governor's orders. H e said i “I sec 
how it is. I know that M. de la Bourdonuaia will be 
constantly sending for your brother, to consult with 
him. Write iu reply to him, and say that if M. dts 
la Hourdonriais summons him, he should obey his 
call, ami that lie should make known at once all that 
passes between them to M. d* Espr&ndnil, to whom 
he should also communicate all the intelligence that 
he may gather regarding occurrences in the town.” 
The Governor continued talking to tue, in a joyful 
mond. Taking leave of him, 1 went to the arecauut 
storehouse, where I wrote to my brother, conveying 
the instructions which I had received, and using such 
terms as might induce him to continue at hts work. 
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After I had fillished the letter, f sealed tt, despatched 
it to five post, arid returned to my house, at I o'clock. 
Here, 1 was met by Subbaiyan of the Fort, who 
caimi to bid uie farewell, prior to bis departure for 
Madras, f gave him presents, and dismissed him 
with a letter for conveyance to ray brother, 

A letter which Muhfuz Khftn• had addressed to 
M. do la Hourdonmiis was sour by the latter to the 
(Governor, who received it at 10 this morning. The 
contents ran :—“Remain not in Madras. Depart 
with your ships. I f you fail to do so, we shall come 
with an army. In the meantime, send us a clever 
man from amongst you.” The Uoveruor ordered the 
following reply to be written ill Persian, making it 
appear as though the missive was scot by M. do 
la Bourdonnais himself. The answer was in these 
words :—" Wo are sojourners here for a time only. 
You are aware how the English seized our ships, and 
how they treated us in the roads. Although you 
wrote to them, they have not—as you know—heeded 
your warning. To make good the loss we sustained 
at the hands of the English, we have captured their 
town, and planted our Hag upon the fort; and we 
have deported them in their own ships. If you 
direct us to embark, and quit the [dace, how can we 
do so ? The law of our country requires us to obey 
the orders of our king, and forbids us to regard the 
commands of any one else, As we are here but 
temporarily, there is no proper person amongst us, 
whom wo could send to you as you desire. You

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to Pondichery. 

“ Before his arrival, however, M. Dupleix had 
embarked French soldiers, (.’ofifres, Mah4 Muham¬ 
madans, Carnatic sepoys, and other troops, on board 
the ships, native craft, and sloops lying in the roads. 
He moreover had oi'dered that horses, palanquins, 
powder, ball, shot, shells, liquors, sheep, fowls, pigs, 
vegetables, water, salt, ladders, spades, pickaxes, 
knives, and all other military stores, together with 
tents, tent-pegs, tent-ropes, rush candles, blue 
lights, rockets, spears, muskets, guns, and mortars, 
should he conveyed on board in such quantities, and 
in such numbers, that in any emergency, nothing 
might be found wanting. Seeing the preparations 
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made, M. tie la Bourdonnais whs seized with fear 
lest the Governor should order him to attack 
Madras; so lie feigned illness, ami proceeding to 
Ozlmkarai, took to his had. 

“ The Governor was astonished, and wondering 
within himself how M. do la Bourdonnais could act 
in this manner, when ho had made all the necessary 
preparations for a war, went to see him, and, in 
a friendly tone, remonstrated with him not once, but 
ten times. He employed others, also, to advise M. de 
la Bourdonnais on the subject. But he would not 
listen to any one. He only ordered his ships to go 
on a cruise. The eight which formed his tlcet pro¬ 
ceeded without mishap to Madras, and engaged the 
shipping in the roads there. The English directed 
the guns of the fort against the French. Charging 
the English with being the aggressors, the French 
fleet hauled off. and 1 laving made two captures, 
arrived with their prizes at Pondicheiw. 

“ M. Dupleix again sent for M, de la Bour- 
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donnais, and gathering about him the Councillors 
and other men of rank, said as follows; ‘The ^ ^ 
English have committed many illegal acts. The liim.i'l, 1 * 
King of France, with the object of deposing the 
present King of England, and raising another to the Slf 
throne, has invaded the English dominions, and 
conquering them all, made the French name fatuous 
for ever, has captured all the English forts, has de¬ 
prived the English of their strength, has destroyed 
many people, and as the avenger of wrongs, is 
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now about to place on the English throne the 
person whom ho befriended. The English on the 
coast of India have however employed four pirate- 
ships to prowl about the sea, on the plea that they 
belonged to their former king, and have succeeded 
in capturing four or five country vessels. They 
write to all the men of rank in this country, magni¬ 
fying their achievements. Hence the glory’ of our 
iving has become clouded here. We have, therefore, 
for the last two years been making vast preparations 
for war, Madras is one of the largest of the towns 
possessed by the English on the Indian coast. It has 
been in their possession for one hundred and sis 
years, and it is a place of great strength, the 
reputation of which is known even to the Emperor 
of Delhi. We have made all the requisite prepara¬ 
tions for capturing it within a very brief space of 
time: if we succeed, and plant the French flag 
over it, the pride of our foes the English will bu 
humbled, and the fame of our rale will reach oven 
the ears of the Emperor of Delhi, We have now 
sent proper inon to Madras, and have fixed upon the 
sites for I lie encampment for onr forces, the points 
at which the guns should be placed in position 
to cannonade the fort, and the spots where the 
walls can be scaled. We have even nominated thu 
Councillors mid executive ollicors, who have been 
ordered to set out for Madras. It only remains for 
you to skirl with the attacking force. We have 
arranged all else. Every detail will be carried 
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out by the men whom we Lave already sent. 
Accompany the expedition yourself, if you so desire, 
or give directions to the officers of your Heet to t ake 
part in it.’ 

“To tliis speech of the Governor, M, de la 
Bmirdouuais replied : ‘ I have no orders to engage 
the enemy on land. You however direct me to 
attack a very large and powerful place, tliink¬ 
ing to crush it as you would a mosquito beneath 
your heel. 1 do not know whether the result will 
he a victory, or a defeat. If we sustain a reverse, 
will not the Company turn round, and ask, ‘Who 
authorized you to undertake this expedition, waste so 
much money, and sacrifice the lives of so many 
men? If, therefore, yon will give me a written 
statement signed by you, taking all the responsi¬ 
bility on yourself—whether the expedition end in 
victory or defeat—I have no objection to accom¬ 
pany it-’ 

"M. Dupleix exclaimed: ‘The English have 
insulted the French, have captured their ships on the 
Indian const, and have tired at them from their 
fort. To render the name of the French feared by 
every one in this country, and to uphold the repu¬ 
tation of our King, and the interests of the Company, 
I am now resolved to capture Madras, and to seize 
and deal with the English there, as they deserve. 
I will not leave them alone. You need not take the 
responsibility of the expedition on yourself. What¬ 
ever comes : whether it be weal, or woo, I, alone. 
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will he accountable to the Company. You have no 
pas t, or lot, in the matter.’ He signed a document to 
this effect, and delivered it to M. tie la Bourdonnnis, 
who secured it, and went with the expedition. 

Providence has blessed the efforts and the pre¬ 
cautions taken by General Dupleix, and the English, 
bciitg unable to sust ain even a day’s att ack, have eva¬ 
cuated Fort 8t. George. Now, how does the credit 
of this success lie with M. de la Bourdonnais ? The 
victory was solely due to the foresight of M. Dupleix. 
It is now reported that M. de la Bourdonnais has 
decided to restore the fort to the English, and grant 
them liberty, and to take with him the merchandise 
and gold and silver found there. He also declares 
that he will answer tor his proceedings to the 
Company. What right has M. rle la Bourdonnais to 
do anything of the kind ? ” 

Such were the remarks made, and questions 
asked, by the assembly, at the Deputy Governor’s 
house. The discussion of them lasted until 11 o’clock - t 
and at noon all the Europeans wont t;* the Gov¬ 
ernor’s house, and made the following representation 
to him : “We live under the flag of the French 
Kin^, and are bound to uphold his honour. The 
English have done ns many wrongs, and have 
even in suited ns. You have now by the capture of 
Madras, lowered the English pride, and have estab¬ 
lished for ever the fame of the King of France, 
and this will reach the ears of the Emperor of Delhi. 
The fall of Madras is due to your superior skill, and 
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forethought; and it was not possible for any one dur, 
else to hare achieved the success which you have. xXt ll] ‘ 
Now we hear that M. de la Bourdonnais is treating n^t'm 
with the English for the return of Fort St, George to 
them. II he has restored it, we dare not show our jLjJh? 1, 
faces in this Muhammadan kingdom. All our glory 
will have departed. What does lie mean by making 
restitution of fort !St» Gtioi 1 !*?, which was captured 
only after a severe struggle, and the taking of which 
has greatly added to our reputation? We have 
come to you to protest against his proceedings.” 

On hearing the representation of the Europeans, u. n^uu 
M. Dupleix assured them that he would not accord th.'hK :h»l

approved, and told them that ho would forthwith illanptfVr. 


send a letter to M. do la Bourdonnais forbidding him 
to proceed further. The Governor retained with him 
the Deputy Governor, M. Mi ran, M. Gail hard, M. 

Le Mai re, M, Brtryfcres, and M, Paradis, and sent the 
remainder of the party that had waited upon him 
away. Ho then summoned the younger M. Mi ran, AndHmi , 
M. Anger, and M. da Bury; and having written a Sf.Sia 
despatch to M. do la Bourdonnais on the lines 
suggested by the deputation, directed M, Paradis, M EST’"” 1 ' 
de Bury, M. Desmarits the greffrer* and Af. Bruy6res a JEEJr 
to proceed by ship to Madras. They set sail at 4 
in the evening.

Saturday y hi October 1U6, or 19th Pitraifati uf 
AkaJutjftt.—Dm Governor was engaged in tho follow¬ 
ing way to-day. As M. (le la Bourdonmis bad ignored 
the authority of MM. (I’Espromtnil, Dulatirens, and 
ttfirthiletuy, who were sent by tlie Governor to 
administer affairs at Madras, and bad intimated to 
them that they luid no business there, and that if 
they wished to stay they should remain aloof, and as 
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Uo had, in absolute disobedience of the orders of 
the Council at Pondichery, restored Madras to the 
English for a sum of money, and disposed as he 
thought tit of the merchandise which he found there, 
the Governor was deeply vexed, and was busily 
engaged to-day with deliberations iu Council, and 
writing despatches. He had therefore no leisure to 
speak to us. T a nap pa Mudah and I saluted him, and 
remained at. his house for nearly an Indian hour. I 
afterwards went to the arecanut storehouse. From 
this, 1 went as usual to ray house, and passed the 
remainder of the day in my customary manner. 

Sunday, 2nd October 17k$ t or SOth PuratpUi y/ 
AJcthaya. —Nu thing of more importance than the fol¬ 
lowing occurred to-day. As M. do la Bo urdononis 
had declared that he took all responsibility for hia 
conduct at Madras on hi in self, and would explain ifc 
direct to the Company, and that the Council at 
Pondichery had no concern in the matter, an order 
was sent investing M. d’Espr&n&ul with supreme 
power at Madras, and directing the imprison muni 
of M. de la Bourdonnais, in case that ho refused to 
acknowledge M. d'Esprdmdnil'a authority. The 
Governor, and the other Europeans, ware engaged 
to-day in discussing this subject. They did nothing 
hut speculate on the probable conduct of M. de 
la Boardonnais; whether ho would obey the order of 
tlio Council, or whether, relying on his strength, lie 
would defy it, and command those who conveyed 
the order to liitu to depart. There was, also, much 
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talk £13 to the expected arrival of three ships which 
had been ordered to sail from Malie, and doubts 
were expressed whether they would reach Poudi- 
chery by the end of October, A a for me, I passed 
ray day in the usual round of business. 

This morning, the first banns of the marriage 
contemplated between M. de la Touche, and the 
younger sister of M. As true, the present Deputy 
Governor of Porto Novo, were published in the 
church. 

I did not go to the Governor’s house, as 1 
went to see M, Dubois in the morning, and after 
chatting with him proceeded at 10, to the nreoanut 
store-house.

his ministers expressly laid down that the authority C 1 ' 
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of the Governor of Pondichery was supreme 
over all the Indian possessions which were under 
the white flag, M. tie la Bourdonnais had, by his 
disobedience to the Governor, rendered himself 
liable to punishment. He added that a further 
light would be thrown on the matter in the course 
of the day, as despatches detailing the events 
that had transpired after the arrival of MM, de 
Bury, and Paradis, were expected from Madras. 

[ next went to the Governor's house, and some 
time after my arrival a palmyra-loaf letter from 
Vala Miirtauda Raja of Travanoore, and a letter 
Irani the French priests residing in that country 
were delivered to the Governor. The former of 
these contained the following : “ Home time ago, 
two of your ships anchored in the roads here, and 
we saw to the repair of these. The dubftsli of 
italic was thou here. A report is current that 
a Hoot of nine sail on its way from France had an 
engagement with six of the English off Xogupntam, 
but that the latter escaped. Wo desire to be in¬ 
formed in writing whether your fleet will reach our 
dominions in October, ” As Tanappa M udal i desired 
mo to go with him to the Governor, to interpret 
the letter, T wont. When he began to translate 
it, the Governor interrupted him, saying that lie 
knew what it was about, because the other letter 
had already given him the information, and therefore 
that, lie need not interpret it. Tanappa Mu dal i 
attempted to proceed, and the Governor again said 
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that lie was quite aware of the contents of the letter. 
Nevertheless he persisted in going on, on which the —' 
Governor expressed his annoyance, and thereupon 
T&nappa Mud&li withdrew. 

The Governor then called me up, and when I egwjj£ |o 
approached him, said : ft Have you heard what M. do 
la Rout'd onunis has been doing in Madras? He lists 
restored it to the English, for 11 lakhs of pagodas. 

He 1ms obtained from the English prisoners of 
war a promissory note, payable in Europe bj* the 
English treasury, knowing that such an under¬ 
taking, executed by prisoners of war, is null and Whom hp 
void.

" True, sir/* said T, with the object of humour- iw.+ 
log the Governor, “ M. de la Bourdonuais is doomed 
to destruction, and hence lie pursues his present 
policy, and covers himself with disgrace." 

The Governor continued *. i£ His conduct and 
deeds will never be relished by your brother. He, 

I doubt not, has written to you complaining much 
against M. de la Bourdonuais/ 1 

“ It is true," said 1 ; ** many are the expressions 
by him of entire disapproval ol all that' M. do la 
Bnurdonnais has done.” 

"No doubt of it/’ observed he, and then he 
continued: “ MM. de Fulvy and Orry are no longer 
Comptrollers-General and M. do la Bourdonuais’ 
power is at an end.” 

“ True,” [ replied. 
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This morning at 7, M, do Mamville, and M. 
Bouchet the brother-in-law of M. Doafresnes, arrived 
from Madras. A Council was held, and 31. de 
Mai nv tile was directed at Id to return with all 
speed, taking with him a despatch signed by the 
Councillors. Ho was supplied with eighteen palan¬ 
quin-bearers. I gave him a letter to my brother. 

This evening, letters from MM. d’Ksprdm<*nil, 
Dulaurens, and their party, arrived from Madras. 
These contained the following particulars. M. Para¬ 
dis, M. do Bury, and those with them, who quitted 
Pondichery on Friday, 18th Purattusi (SOtli Sep¬ 
tember), arrived at Mylaporc on Saturday, 19th 
idem (1st October). They had a talk with M. 
d f Eapr4ro6ml, and his companions, who had betaken 
thorn selves there in displeasure at the conduct of 
M. de la Bourdonnais. On Sunday, 20th Purattusi 
(2nd October), they all proceeded to Madras, and 
asked M. de la Bourdonnais to explain why he had 
restored it to the English. He replied that he did 
so as In: had been authorized in writing by the 
Council at Pondichory to exercise his discretion. 
M. il'Eapi^menil, Dulaorens, and oilier officials, 
explained that the order to which he referred gave 
him full discretionary powers in the conduct of 
the siege of Madras alone, ami did not invest him 
with any authority to interfere thereafter, either 
in the administration of the fort, or in that, of the 
town. 3f.de la Bourdonnais replied that he hud 
restored the town to the English, because the 
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capture of Madras was planned and effected bp cmr, 
them all, without any authority from the King of 
France to wage war on land, and also because he had 1744 
seized all the treasure that he found in the fort, and 
had settled with the English for the payment of 11 
lakhs of pagodas, as n condition of restoring the fort 
to them. The Frenchmen, who came to remonstrate ti,„ nik* 
with him now declared that the new order issued by 
the Council at Poudicliory conferred the supreme 
authority on M. d’EsprGm&iil, and cancelled the 
powers of M. dclaBourdounais. They, thereupon, nmthe 
drew their swords, and called upon the ships 5 crews, 
the officers, the captains, and all others, to swear tKwbor 
fealty to the King of France, and to take an oath of 
allegiance to M. d’Espremenil The order of the Tta*«d.r 
Council at Fondicliery was next toad, and proclaimed, 

M* de la Bourdonnais was called upon to surrender nut >r. 
his sword, anti to take the oath. They threatened 
that, if he did not, ho would in accordance with the 
i n s t ruct i on s w h ich they sa i d that they h ad re cei ved, 
be taken into custody. The captains and officers 
of the ships remained silent. M. iTEspremdnil nax. 
took charge of the keys of the fort, and issued his jute*' 
orders. Mr, Morse, the Governor of Madras, and amTi.m 
the other Englishmen, were next summoned, and 
woro informed tliai they wore prisoners, and that 
Hie restoration of the fort to them was cancelled. 


Such, as oOmnramcatod to me by M. Robert, 
M. L host is, M. Dubois, and others, was the news 
received by the Governor of Pondichery. Tho 
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letter containing it arrived at 4 in the afternoon. A 
Council was immediately held, and its deliberations 
lasted until 8. A reply was written, and two copies 
of it wero made. One was sent by post, and the 
other despatched by a catamaran. The nature of 
this is not at present known, but it will come to 
light in course of time. 

lF«?ne*f«V, 5 th October 17U6, or 23rd Puroffdsi 
of Ak&tiaya..— A Council was held this morning, and 
n despatch was sent in duplicate. A letter carao by 
post from Madras. The full particulars will become 
known the day after to-morrow. 1 went to see the 
Governor, but as he was busy writing despatches 
to Madras, I could not obtain speech with him. I 
returned homo at noon, took a drive in the evening, 
and on my return, wrote a letter to my brother 
at Madras, for despatch by post on the morrow. 

Thursday, 6th October I7&€ i or Silh Vwattdffi 
of AkthatjO- -This morning at 7, I went to my 
arecanut storehouse, where, three hours after* 
wards, in the presence of Lakshmana Nuyakkan, 
Sungu SesMchak Chet#, aud Go pal Rno, 1 sent for 
the elephant dealers Suga Sing and Erramn Kayak- 
kan, aud said to them; “On 25tli April 1745, you 
jointly deposited with M. Dupleis, the Governor, 
3.681 star pagodas, and with me 715 Pondichery 
rupees.

The foregoing amounts have been returned to you

Assenting to this, gS&Js;, 
they gave mo receipts as follows: one to the Gov- inMjlStfi.

a separate one from Suga Sing for Bs. 320 ; ami one 
from Errama Niiyukkan for R=. 300. These were 
drawn up by Sivar&rrta Siistri in Ids own hand* and 
signed by tho two men. Each was also attested by 
w itnesses Suugu S&shacliala Chetti, and Lakshmaua 
Nayakkau. I entrusted the four receipts to Sivnr&ma 
Siistri, and bade him secure them in my box, at home. 

I despatched, in charge of a peon, a bottle of ink 
to my brother. 

Tho following is tho news concerning Muttaiya 
Pillai, as related by his brother's wife Mutt am Inal, 
and Tiruvottas&ma Mtidal i 

Muttaiya Pillai rented TyfigavalB, and two or 
three villages, in tho country of Bhuvanagiri, Not l ' itbu 
being able to realize the rovenues of those, ho experi¬ 
enced losses. Tho officers of the State then pressed 
him hard for the payment of his dues. Unable to en¬ 
dure their worrying, he decamped to Yaahudavftr by ^ 
night. His Pegu pony, which would dance to music, “nrl* 1 * 0 
and his household furniture, tvero consequently seized. ' ' 

His attendant NSgan however untied the animal from

TTi ere was a meet i i ig o f t he C ouncil this morn b g a t 
S, at the Governor’s house, and the sitting continued 
until noon. It. sent some despatches to Madras, 
ill 11. Alter dinner, the sitting was resumed, and 
the Council carried on it s deliberations until b in the 
evening, when it again despatched letters to the 
same destination. After the meeting had dispersed, 
the Governor entered liis office-room, and occupied 
himself with writing. All this confusion is due to 
the trouble given by M. do la ilourdormais at Madras, 
lie is the cause of great embarrassment to the 
Council which had in conset)nonce to sit from the 
morning until t he evening, 
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This evening, Madame [Duplet x] sent six peons to 
patrol the western road, and six others to do the 
same on the northern road, with orders to seize every 
one who carried letters to or From Madras, 

Fifty Main' sepoys,under the command of Major 
duBocage, were sent to Madras. 

Fridttif, 7th October 27±(i, or $5lh Puratfitsi of 
AJctshaya.,— M. Bonnenu, the (Councillor at Masco* 
reigno, who went some time ago from Poudichery to 
Madras, returned from the latter place, at S this 
morning. He had been Imprisoned by if. de la 
Uonrdomuus, but was released when M. dEs pro- 
mom 1 assumed charge. He left Madras secretly the 
night before last, and going to Mylnpore, started 
thence, and arrived at Pondichery at 8, "When 
lie reached the Governor’s house, all the Councillors 
were summoned, and a Council was held. .Just 
thou, a letter arrived from Madras by post. A 
despatch for that place was sent by the post at noon, 
after the Council had. broken up. 

I asked M. de laTonche to tell me why a Council 
sat yesterday, from sunrise until 0 in the evening, 
and again until noon to-day. and why the Governor 
appeared depressed. He replied to me as follows : 
" 31, ilo la Board onna is, in celebration of lus 
Saint's day, ordered guns to l*i fired at Madras, at 
sunrise, on 1.1m 21-taud 22nd Purnltasi {drd and4th 
October). Ho then invited 31, ri’Esprcmcml, 31. 
Dnlaurens, 31. de Bury, M. Paradis, 31. Barthclemy, 
M. do la Tour, and other distinguished men, to dine 
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Cn+p. with Mm in the fort at midday. When the guests 
XXIX ' were seated tit table, 31. do la Bourdonnaisaddressed 
mo ’ them, and said, 4 1 have rocoived a report that English 
a**, ship3 are approaching. You must permit me to ein- 
bark all the soldiers from Pondichery on board my 
JiwiW fleet/ 4 No, Xo 1 cried M. do Bury.M. Paradis, and 
companions. M. do k Bourdonnais frowned 
A„dn« on them, and ordered twenty-four of bis men, who 
were under arms, to sciiie M. do Bury, 31. Paradis,

o|.LtLi<uic[ The prompt measures adopted by M. do la Bour- 
liTonfiii donnais, in disobedience of the Council's orders, 
lead me to think that he will restore Madras to the 
m/" 1 English, and set sail with his ships for France, 
carrying away with him all tho merchandise which 
1 ie found ii 1 31 adras. H i s future action i 3 uncertain, 
The anxiety experienced by 31, Dupleix is indeed 
irnebn great. The desire which ho cherished, for the last 
i'liiXii two years, was the capture of 31a d r a s. 3V lieti 31, de 
la Bonrdouuais demurred to this, on the ground that 
he had no orders from the King and ids 31 ini stars, 
3r. Duplei x overruled his objections, by giving him a 
written statement in which he took all the respousi* 
bility on himself. Finally, when Madras was cap* 
tured, and the French Hag was hoisted on its walla. 
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M. d© la Buurdonn&is, setting at naught the orders 
of M. Dnpleix, plundered the fort of all the treasures 
which it contained, and then restored it to the 
English. Tf M. Dnpleix is to derive no advantage 
from the capture of Madras, if his orders are to be 
set aside, and the men whom ho sent thither are 
to be imprisoned, what greater evil could befall him 
in this world ? Hence his grief is boundless. His 
reputation, too* has declined much in the estimation 
of the outside public. 

SaLtnday t 8th October 17i6, or BGlh Puraf/dai 
o/ Mshaya .—The seven ships which loft France 
in the month of M;isi ol Kr&dhana, correspond¬ 
ing to IMh-ii ary 174G, reached. Mascareigne. Four 
remained there; and the other three proceeded to 
Malm. Leaving that place on the 1*2th * September* 
that is 1st F'urattiiai* the latter arrived at Pondichery 
this morning, at sunrise. Eleven gun a were fired by 
the C utmre alone, the reason for this being that M. 
Dordelin, who was in command of the squadron, was 
on board that ship. The others were the BriUtant 
and the Star$. The captains were . . .f The 
following goods were landed from the ships:— 
casks of spirits, 100 bales of English broad-cloth 
known as Mocha broad-cloth, thirty bales of broad¬ 
cloth striped green and red, thirty bales of red 
broad-cloth, eighty bales of serge, and 1*20 boxes 
of silver. There was a consignment of twcntv*four 
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boxes of silver, and ono box of gold bullion for 
Jiussorah, gent from MM The bales of broad¬ 
cloth intended for Bengal are mentioned in detail 
in the accounts of lGtli Arppiei (23rd October), and 
these may be referred to. 

The tidings which the $hip3 brought wore that 
wheu they left France the King was everywhere 
victorious, that the King of England had sus¬ 
tained many disasters and defeats, end had lost 
to the King of I* ranee all his dominions, with the 
exception of London and a small extent of country, 
that the royal personage on whose behalf the French 
King had waged war against England is Hkoly to be 
established on the English throne, that the war had 
been brought to a stand-still owing to tho setting 
in of winter, but was to be resumed in Chittiral 
(April) next, that tho renown of the King of France 
had spread far and wide through all the kingdoms 
of hiirope, and that AL Dtitnas was enjoying the 
best of health, and distinguishing himself^ El 
Director of the Company. 


Last night, M. Dupleix told his wife that he 
wished to go to Arad ms, and have a few words with 
M. do la Bourdonnafs regarding the irregularities 
there. She wished to accompany him, but Af 
Dupleix would not allow her to do so, because lie 
expected to l>e absent for only the space of a few 
hours, ‘is he intended to go by sea. Tho proposed 
visit to .Madras would serve no useful purpose, and 
L iio not think that he mil go- 
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nds flight, I famished Saga Sing with a draft 
upon Muttaiya Tirnmalai Piljai of Lfi%0ttai for 
1,350 stor pagodas, payable at on© month's sight, 
^ that h© would send Rdmakrishoan. 

An office, ‘ Immed A vice,* who ho longed to one of 
the ships which arrived from France to-day, started 
or Jfiidrns at. night, bearing with him letters from 
Franco and Maeoandgne, which were addressed to 
M de la Bourdonnais, commander of the troops. 

I he news brought by tit© squadron was that the 
for mer Comptroller-General had been dismissed, M. 
Manhaut d'Arnonville taking Ms place, and that 
■ Fa]v 7’ fhe younger brother of the former 
Comptroller-General, had been removed from Ms 
post, and If, lioulier appointed as his successor, 
Sunday, 9th October J7%6, »r 27th PumttSai ot 
Muttaiya Pillai having iWed thepermit 
obtained from the Governor through the intercession 
of t he priests of the church of St, Paul, returned 
to Pondichery from VazhudflyAr, at 8 this morning. 

If© left Pondiehery on 22nd Vaigdsi of Rudrot kfiri 
[1st June 1743], He then represented to the Gov¬ 
ernor that the most. learned of the Brfihman Sfetrie 
had arrived from the south, in connection with a local 
testival at Tiruppftppuliyflr.a village attached to Cud- 
1 ft 0,v ' arH * ^ot he would persuade him to speak to 
tb * HUld » B >»•* i» rfc* to polling down the proa™, 
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temple of Vfdaptiri Iswarnu, ami reconstructing it 
elsewhere. The Governor thereupon permitted him 
to repair to the festival at Tirupp&ppuliyfhr. This 
was j'JHt about tho lime when fiopula Kfirauaiyati was 
seized. Considering it, on this account, dangerous to 
proceed by land, he obtained the permission of the 
Hover nor to take a boat, and went ftwny in it tu 
t uddalore, carrying with him all his goods, abandon¬ 
ing all hope of return, and duping the Governor. 
After some time, when his intentions became* known 
to the Governor, the latter sent for me on Tuesday, 
1st Ani of RudrStMti [11th Jane 1743] and said: 
“ MnttaiyappHii is said to have betaken himself to 
Venkatamrualp^ttai, under the apprehension that 
some danger would befall him, Write telling him 
to come back without letting others know." AU 
. though I wrote to him then, he declined to return. 
Again in the month of Purattasi [October] of the 
following year, the Governor gave an assurance as 
to his safety, and bade me write to him again. But 
although I addressed him thirty or forty times, he 
refused to return, alleging that he had no confidence 
in the word of natives, and saying that the assurance 
should proceed either from M. de Ra asset, or one of 
the priests of the church of St. Paul. Although he 
was first inclined to adopt this course, yet on recon¬ 
sideration it was hi' wish that he should be seal for 
through a native. 

Despite his residence out of the town, his appoint¬ 
ment. remained in his name for about a year and-a-hnlf. 
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and all the honours and privileges attached to the Chat. 
ofiire were not wit hheld from him cl Li ring i hat period. ^! X * 
Hut the time came when lie must lose his place, ant! iim ' 
the Governor must cease to invite him to return, 

When Vlrfi Naynkken iitid his son committed a theft 
in the house of Ipputtfir Perumal Chetti.

making good the stolen property. Consequently hfe 
otfence was made known to the Governor who, in

view to absolve himself ftorn nil blame ns regards ejffi in 
Muttaipi PiUai’s flight from Pondiehery, made 
much of it, held him responsible, and expelled Vfra 
X ilyakka 11 From Pondirhery. On the 30th Arppisi of 
RaktSkshi [11th No vein bar 17-14], the Governor .1 mi 
appointed Knruttambi Naymar as chief of the peons, 
in the room of Muttaiya Pilliti, and ceased sending 
for the latter. 

Hut the decree of God was that Muttaiya PiUni 
should forfeit both his position and dignity, and 
humbly take refuge here. This is an instance of how 
human efforts cannot divert the course of events ns n„^ rn 
ordained by God. He betook himself to Venkatam- 
mulpettai, where Sadfeiva PNlai died. He then 
retired to Guddaloi* where, also, he met with 
misfortunes. He then repaired to Tyfigavalli, in the 
country of Bhuvanagiri, and took a lease of that 
village. This transaction involved him in a loss. 

He was here much harassed, was made to suffer 
for want of food, and was treated disrespectfully, 
and with great ignominy. Unable to bear this

But as the authorities 
there were apprehensive that some trouble might 
befall them in eon sequel ire of their giving him 
shelter, he at last made up his miud to return 
to Poudioherv, though he would no longer be a 
servant of the Company fie then sought the inter- 
position of the priests of the church of St, Paul, 
and through their influence returned in obscurity, 
and in an undignified manner. None can understand 
the mysterious decrees of Heaven, Whatever must 
lake place at various times will occur in spite of all 
human efforts to the contrary. 

Soon after the return of Muttaiya Pillai to his 
terraced house, everyone in the town paid him a 
visit, i, too, went to see him at 11, and returned 
home at 1 1. His appearance is really heart-rending ; 
lie is much emaciated, and has lost his bright look. 
One finds it difficult to recognise him. But when 
a man is restored to peace of mind tmd happiness, 
he will, in ton days, regain his strength and spirits. 
The whole town rejoiced at his arrival, with perhaps 
the exception of the Christian adherents of Kanaka- 
r:\ya Mudali, and Karuttfunbi NayiuSr. The ladies 
of Hasan ’Ad KMn and tin 1 Diwati Sahib occupy 
the house which is the usual resilience of Muttaiya 
Pillai’s family, mid one adjacent, which belongs to 
Mfidava Pillai. Muttaiya Pillai's children have con¬ 
sequently betaken themselves to the small building 
to the eastward of his terraced house. He, as was 
his wont, is living in the latter.

When Taimjipa 
Mud all and MndauAiulii Pandit went to interpret 
it, the Governor in a surly tone bade them go, because 
hedhl not wish to hear any news connected with 
Madras. 

Hitherto, hi. Dupleix had indulged the hope 
that lie would bo able to annul the treaty of ransom 
which M. de la Board on n a is had concluded with [he 
English, and with that object in view, intrigued 
with might and main. But At. do In Bourdonuais 
was resolute, and adopted counter measures to 
defeat his efforts. Fie excluded from Fort St, 
George the men who were favourably disposed to 
At. Dnpleix, embarked on board his ships the 
whnpM*. officers and troops that occupied the fort, and 
garrisoned it with his own soldiers and Ooffres 
who had followed him from Mascareigue and 
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Mauritius. Ho issued order® that no Frenchman cu**. 
from Pondichery should bp pormitted to enter hie 
pi-eaencc unless he had first been searched, and mS- 
deprived of nil his arms. When any such person 
went ro him, he asked him what he wanted, and 
then commanded him to leave the fort. When any 
oue made bold enough to sai that he was sent 
by M. Dupleix, to speak w ith him regarding Madras, 
he would tell him to mind Ids own business, ]f 
M. Dupleix addressed him concerning Madras, he 
would vouchsafe no proper reply, but would write on 
irrelevant matters* 

To obtain all the spoils on which lie could Joy Ids Th*« tfp , 
hands, ho treated with the hnglisli for tho ransom j 
of the fort, and gaining, by premises of bribes, some SC 
of the merchants over to his side, induced them to 
destroy all the ohl accounts of the Company, and 
fabt icate, in accoidauco with his directions, new ones 
which he intended to lay as attested documents before 
the Company, King, and Minhten. The Frenchmen 

here talk as pleases them. Some assert that M. de !a is.. 

Bourdonnaia will secure a spoil of 15 or 20 lakhs of 
pagodas, others tint he will manage to make at least * 

60 or 70 lakhs. A few more say that he lias proba¬ 
bly already obtained that amount, by the seizure of 
diamonds, rubies, and pagodas, alone. Thus the 
Europeans, and the Tamilian*, fix the amount of Ida 
plunder according to their fancy. Heaven alone m 
knows what the amount of it actually is. But we ™7‘* 

shall not be far wrong if we put the value at a crore SET 

iS 
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of pagodas, for wo must remember that Madras, as 
ft town, has not its equal in nil India, is called 
throughout the land the golden city, and as such has 
been compared to the city of Kubflra;* and of this 
town M. de In Botirdonnais inis had the sacking to 
his heart’s content. 

It was M. Duploix who planned the capture of 
Madras, and it was he who fitted out the whole 
expedition and bore nil the harden connected with 
it.; but like the intruder in the story, who came 
just nt the nick of time, and pushing aside (he 
man who was about to take food out of the plate 
before him, partook nf it himself, if. do la Bour¬ 
don unis has stepped in, and carried away all the 
fruits of the victory What grief must have token 
possession of M Duplcii 1 Cun there be any bounds 
to his sorrow? A golden opportunity such as this 
could hardly occur in the whole course of a man’s life, 
and ho has missed it. This can only be ut tribute*! 
to perverse fate. My reflections ana culled forth 
by what has actually occurred; mid ihw is onlv » 
millionth part of what I think oa the matter. 

The ransom paid by the English for the restor¬ 
ation of Madia* was 11 lakh* of pagodas, but the 
particulars of the treaty are not oloarly known. 1 
will record them when they are made public, ft is 
reported that M d’KsprtWnil, M. Dolunrens, ari d 
others, will ret urn to Pondichery, in four or fm< days.

—This day, M. de fa l ouche was married to 
a lady who is the daughter of M. Astruc, formerly 
the Deputy Governor of the Dutch factory at Potto 
Xovo, and sister of the present Deputy Governor 
of that place. Madame [Dupleixj was present on 
the occasion. At night, the Governor attended the 
ceremony. The wedding was celebrated in the ordi¬ 
nary way. There were no extraordinary rejoicings, 
for the Governor was troubled by the state of affairs 
at Madras, and was sail at heart. Every one 
present shared the general depression. 1 presented 
the married couple with a roll of lace valued at 
lis, 130, a white shawl valued at Its. 02, plantains, 
sugar-candy, sugar. Mowers, milk, and twenty hares, 
lie fore nightfall, in company with some othor>, I 
visited thrice the place where the marriage was 
celebrated. They presented betel and nut to me, 
and sprinkled me with rosewater. 

M, Labougie arrived this morning from Madras. 
He conversed with the Governor. A Council was 
afterwards held. I could not have a talk with 
M. Dnpleix ; and as I had done during the last six 
or Seven days, 1 went to the ai ecanut store-house, 
and thence home.

I moreover, end oped 
a copy of the letter written l>y the Governor of 
Pondichery in reply to a reference marie to him 
on the subject. T asked those to whom I wrote to 
bribe the Kotwal, settle the matter reasonably, and 
not allow it to he dragged before the public ; and 
I gave them permission to put two of Husain 
SiUub’s men into the shops at LiHSpettai and Arcot, 
T gave these letters to the agent of Kddanda ft&ma 
Aiyan, with instructions to him to start I he next, 
morning, and travel in company with Kfinukdyi 
Srinivasa Rao J s men, 

In connection with a dispute regarding a water 
channel at KflrikAl, I wrote letters to Prakasa. 
Mndali, Srfmvftsa Rao the son of MGlugiri Pandit, 
Knttdappan, and the grandson of Srsha Aiyan gar, 
telling them to conciliate the villagers to the west 
and the east of the channel, impress upon them that 
they should abide by the orders of M. Paradis, and 
urge upon the lessees of the late Kanakarfi va Mudali 
that it was unjust to disturb a long-standing 
custom. 

Wetlnexdtitj, ISlh October or SOU r Puratfdai 

of Akxhaya .— This day, M. Melville arrived from 
Madras, and brought news that the fort- had been 
given back to the English, that H. de la Rourdon- 
naia, treating with contempt the orders of the 
Council here, had placed in confinement those who 
came from Pond ichery, and had subsequently set 
them at liberty, that M, Dulaurens, M. d’Esprthnenil, 
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M. Bartluftemy, M. de Bury and other a, and my 
brother Tiruv&Dgadaro, were returning, that they 
had halted at M yin pure, and thai they were intending 
to move on hither. He said, also, that M. de la 
Bourdon 11 nia was making ready provisions, arms, and 
other supplies necessary for Ids ships, and was 
preparing to set sail. 

In the letter written hv my brother to me* he 
said that M. il'Espr^m&nl, other Frenchmen, sitid he 
had reached Mylapore on their way to Pondicheiy, 
and that they would leave on the following day. 
He further requested that in the event of there iwing 
any delay in their departure I would arrange to 
recall him at once, as He was ill. 

The 1 rouble that the Governor took in writing 
despatches to bo placed on board a ship bound for 
France, and the vexation apparent in his face, 
cannot bn described. 

Ai 10 this morning, a letter came by post from 
Madras. From this it appeared that 2 lakhs of 
pagodas had been buried by the English under the 
flagstaff, that the matter came to the knowledge 
of M. da la Bourdonnais, and that thereupon be 
said to Mr. Morse the Governor of Madras mid the 
other English men, as follows : ** You have cheated 
me. Relieving that you spoke the truth. 1 incurred 
even the displeasure of the Governor of Fondichery. 
1 wishes! to give back to you your fort and town, 
and for that purpose I requested all his people to 
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depart. I executed the necessary agreement, nnd I 
wag preparing to leave in two or three (lav*. But 
as j?ou have deceived me in this manner, there is 
no knowing in how many other ways yon may not 
mean to mislead me." lie then destroyed ' h“ agree- 
ment which he had executed in th&ir favour, pl&csii 
Mr. Morse and his companions in confinement, sent 
bock to the ships the Englishmen whom he had 
brought ashore, landed t he troops from Pondichery 
that had been embarked by him, and sot French 
soldiers to guard all the gates of the town. He wrote 
a letter to the Governor of Pondichery stating that ns 
the English had deceived him, ho had now dost roved 
the treaty and remanded them all to custody, and 
asking that M. d’Espr^rmSnil, and others, might be 
gent to resume possession of the fort. Thereupon, 
the Governor felt relieved, and was happy. The 
Council met, and an order was issued to M. 
d’Espromthul, and others, to return—wherever on 
their way the order might reach them—to Madras. 

I heard this from M. do laToticbe, and others. As 
to the private news of the place, I know nothing, 

I shall inquire more particularly, and write it down 
by awl by. 

This evening, M. de la Tour, M. Bruyferes, and 
M, do Kerjean, arrived from Madras. Thu Gov¬ 
ernor started them off again, at 8, with orders to 
return there. 

To-day the Governor posted three letters for

The Governor was very much annoyed 
with them, and asked why they had not returned to 
Madras. They said : " We all read the first letter 
which you sent unsealed; your second, directing 
us to return to Madras, reached us when we w-ere on 
t-he Merkflnnm backwater, if. de Bury alone went 
back to Madras ; we wished to come litre, communi¬ 
cate with you in person, and then go.” Meanwhile, 
w.jfciwi M. Benoit, the captain of the FMmjt, arrived On

They then dined. 
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Thu departure of MM. Barthdleiny and Paradis, 
ant] the rest of tho party, has been postponed, 
M. do la Tour and 31. de Kerjeau, who came 
yesterday, left early this morning for Madras, 
M. Didaurens arrived in the evening. My brother, 
whip accompanied him as fcir as our Bra liman village, 
stayed there ns instructed by mo, 

Tho evening was cloudy; at night the north wind 
blew, accompanied by lightning and a little rain, 
Friday t Ifylh October 1746, or 1st Arppfai of 
Akxhaya, Oomteilathn Hhtiiirai, Nnv Moon, — As tho 
wind was blowing and rain was falling this morning, 
I did not go to the house of tho Governor, who was 
suffering from two boils on the neck. 

At 8, as the stormy weather continued, tho 
Governor did not put on his ordinary dress, but 
clothing himself in his night costumo—loose 
trousers, a shirt, a waist-coat and a cap—he entered 
the travelling coach of MadameDupleix, went to the 
beach, watched tho ships tossing on the waves, and 
listened to the roaring of the sen; and having 
ascertained from the fishermen—who said that as 
the north-east wind had subsided, and the south¬ 
west was biowiug, there was no ground for fear— 
that the gale and rain would soon cease, and no 
danger to the shipping need bo apprehended, he, 
so it is reported, went home. 

My brother arrived from the Brahman village, 
at 2 in the afternoon, when 1 was asleep. As he 
was unwell, he had a mind to see tho Governor 
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before taking any food; so lie waited for me without

Is it not right 
that you should defray them. What is it to us r * 
They answered that the Governor had told them 
that in former days Wandiwash Tirttvongada Pillai 
had taken upon himself charges of this nature. I 
observed that this man had been entrusted with some 
money on account of tho affairs of the Company, 
but that my master had informed mo that he would 
not bear these expenses. They told me that I must 
nevertheless pay them. I said that I knew nothing 
about it, and that, I would write to my master on 
the subject, and f then went away,” 
niirni l took tho letter to Wandiwash Tinivengada 

iaaliSir Pillai, and asked him to read it. as a reply was 
required. Having perused it, be said: MVe never 
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paid u cask towards the expenses of the working 
party; what is it to 113 ?” I at once had a reply to 
t his effect written to Kundappnn of KfivikSl, sealed 
and posted it. 1 sent away the peon PichUndi, 
who had brought the letter, and returned home at 
noon. When all this took place, there were present 
at the distillery-house Sesha Aiyangdr, GopaUi- 
krishua Aiyan, AppiVji, NHakauta. Xiiyakban, Tyaga 
Aiyan, and VenkatSchala Aiyan. 

It will be remembered that on the 30th Purattfiai 
last (12th October), M. do la Bourdounais wrote a 
letter to the Governor in which lie said : “ Please 
send your officers and Councillors.

Before however this 
could reach him, he had, on the next day, forwarded 
another letter to the Governor sai ing: ■* I have 
neither restored Madras to the English, nor lmve I 
placed it under the control of the Council at Pondi- 
chery. I do not know what I shall finally do. J am 
as yet undecided,” This was the reason why, the day 
before yesterday, the Council sat until 10 at night, 
and an answer was hurriedly prepared at 11, and 
despatched with proper instructions to the runners.

Then 
bo assembled M. Dordelin and the other captains, 
and belli a conference with them. What they 
were discussing is not yet known but it will be 
hereafter. 

One cannot understand what M. de la Bourdon* 
nais means by writing one thing, one day, to the 
Council at Pendichery, and the next another, as if 
he was joking* Knowing ns vvu do that there is 
generally concord and good understanding amongst 
Europeans, and that they never disagree, we cannot 
see what he means by saying at one time, that he 
has restored Madras, and at another I lull ho has 
not, ami thereby disgracing others. The ways 
of Europeans, who used always to act in union, 
have apparently now become like those of natives 
and Muhammadans. The procedure of M, do In 
Bonrdoniiais is quite inconsistent with what 1 have 
seen and heard up to now. I cannot understand 
what be means by changing Ids ground every halt 
an Indian hour, that is, by saying at unc time, 
that he has given Madras back to the English, at 
another, that he has cancelled the agreement, and 
by making differing statements of this bind. 

The talk is that if this comes to be known b 
France, M, de la Bourdonuab will be hanged. All 
the Europeans say so. Only one or two persons 
who are biased in his favor, hold that if lie goes to 
France, and spends money largely, all his misdeeds 
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will be hushed up. Some Europeans allege that 
it h only with the certainty that by means of 
money he can get out of danger, that lie is doing 
all this mischief. But as the Comptroller-General,, 
M. Orry, and bis younger brother, M. ila Fulvy, the 
head of tho Company, have lost their appoint¬ 
ments, and as the present Comptroller-General, 
if. Macknut d’Arnouvilht, and the head of the 
Company, M. Roulier, are not men who would 
receive bribes, people say that M. do la Bourdonnais 
will fitid lhmself in a dangerous position. Judging 
matters from any point of view, it seeing probable 
that he will get into difficulties. But what the 
will of God is, is not known.

dawn, two sailors entered tho mission church 
situated opposite to my house. Against the northern 
wall of the church there is a verandah, in which there 
is a petty bazaar. The sailors got upon the wall, 
and were attempting to break the reapers between 
rafters, and get in. As the court-house is situated 
just opposite to the bazaar, the peons who were going 
their rounds heard the noise of tiles and reapers 
t iic imii™ being broken. As they were aware that thefts 
§£" bad bt!en committed several limes in this particular 
shop, they gathered together, and raised an alarm, 
it. <hi^ On this, the sailors found it impossible to continue 
their attempt to Steal, jumped into the enclosure of 
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the church, and caught- hold of the piccota adjoining. 
The peons collected around the wall, ami cried : 
‘What- is the meaning of water being drawn at 
this hour? These are probably thieves.’ Then one 
of the sailors jumped on to the lime kiln built to 
the south-east, outride the wall. The peons caught 
hold of hiiu. Others of their fellows having heard 
the noise, joined them, and they all took the 
thief to the house of the chief of the peons, and 
placed him in confinement. By the time that they 
returned, the other thief, who was inside the wall, 
had climbed over it, and run away. The peons 
then lit torches and tarred brands, caused the 
church door to be opened, entered, and searched 
the building, but could not find the thief. Tti the 
possession of the sailor who was arrested were 
found a cloak belonging to the priest, a pair of 
stockings, a polished brass ball, and some sundry 
articles, the property of the priest. When the 
peons reported this to the priest , the latter searched 
his house, and said that it was true that these 
articles were missing- 13c added: “Yesterday 
afternoon, two sailors came, and asked my permis¬ 
sion to see the church. I granted their request.” 
Tho. priest then told the men that the sailors 
entered the clun ch, and examined it, and he also 
gave a description of them. As the sailor who had 
been arrested bore the murks mentioned, the chief 
of the peons said that this must be the man, and 
ordered the enclosure to be searched once more. 
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Having done this, ami not finding the other thief, 
the peons went away at sunrise. The sailor was 
taken to the Governor, who, when it wag reported 
to him how the theft was committed, ordered him to 
be placed in jail. The man was accordingly kept 
in confinement. What punishment they will inflict 
on him is not known. This remains to bo seen. 
According to former rides, lie would be hanged. 
As this is war time, one must await how they will 
deal with the case. 

Thia morning at 8, the Governor ordered all 
the Councillors to be assembled. They met at 
half-post 8. M. Dordelio, M. Uenoit, and other 
European captains, were present at the Council, 
They say that at it they agreed, and signed an 
undertaking, tbit they would obey the orders of 
the Council of the place at which they ivere, and 
that na they were now at Pondichery, they would 
act iu accordance with the orders of the Council 
there; and that thereupon M. Paradis was 
appointed commander of the troops which were to 
proceed to attack Artjengo and Telli cherry, near 
Malic. This matter will lie known more definitely 
to-morrow. The Governor, M. Dupleix, looks 
cheerful. What this is due to, is not apparent. 

This afternoon at 4, I received letters written 
by Kundid Guruvappa Chetti from Madras, on the 
dUth and 31st Purattiisi, and 1st Arppisi (12th, 
13t.li and 14th October), and I perused them. The 
contents were as follows 
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On the 30th Purattfei (12th October), on English 
sloop was sighted at Madras. The English flag was —' 
hoisted by the fort, and by all the craft in the Tbr*e

roads. As soon ns tin* sloop cast anchor, the F rench 
Hag was hoisted. On her attempting to escape, 
guns were fired by the ships and the fort. The 
Fi-eiich then got into two long boat* belonging to 
the ships, rowed to the sloop, and took possession of 
her. The goods found in her were opium, incense, 
and sulphur, to tin' value of only 3,Odd pngothis. It kirr cargo, 
was said that this sloop had been detailed to carry 
provisions and other articles to the men-of-war, and 
that on her return she called at Malacca, and 
Aclieen, and took on board the above-mentioned 
goods. 

It was fur flier stated in the letters that severe ^» tlWi 
storms were experienced at Madras on the night of I'.iiHT 1 "

driven ashore, and wrecked at Mylapore, that 
nothing was known as to the whereabouts of M.

sight, with their masts partly carried away. 

The hitters also stated that a few bales of 
merchandise and some other cargo had been em¬ 
barked before the storm burst; that the " Tambour”

M, de la Bonrdomiaia was receiving the salute 
accord id to the Governor, that M. d'Eapr&nenil on 
liie arrival nt Madras, took up his quarters with M. 
de la Bourdonuaia, occupying the upper storey of 
his house, but oil the next iltiy shifted his residence 
to Ceja Petrus's,* that In- was paying visits to M. il** 
in Bourdonnam :it the fort from this bitter place, 
that NaiaiyappaMttdnli wastdl powerful at Madras; 
that the warehouses of the merchants were being 
examined, and stock being taken of their contents, 
that the traders who had inte rviews with M. de la 
Bouriloniiais were being given to understand by 
him that he had restored the fort to Mr. Morse, and 
that they should therefore address him, and that 
M. de hi Bourdomiais was appropriating ns much 
as he could luv his hands on. 

Letters were also received from M M. d'Esprt'ra^ni! 
and do la Bourdononis, addressed to the Governor, 
in which mention was made of the storms, and the 
damage sustained by the shipping. What other 
intelligence they contained is not known. 

Humours are afloat that after the arrival of 
the three French ships, hostile operations against 
the Dutch were commenced. A communication

On this, J abandoned iwwii to 
my intention, and halted at the a recam it store-house 
in view to proceeding to the Governor's house* (Sum 
1 then- met Lakshmnna Kayakkan, flkfimbara Aiyan, 
and ft few others. The following is the news that 
I have been able to glean :— 

The Council met after the Governor hail drunk 
cofFee. The naval captains remained outside for some 
time, but were afterwards admitted. The meeting v^uhr ^ 
dispersed at half-past 10. The purpose of it was 
to decide where the ships could be placed in secu¬ 
rity, in view of the coming monsoon, It waft 
thought that the fleet could not be taken to Acheen, 
ilergui, an:l harbours thereabouts, as the wind was 
unfavourable for sailing iu that direction, and the 
opinion was that the coast of Malabar would bo 
51 
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more suitable for the purpose, sis the rains bad 
ceased there, summer had set in, and the ships had, 
moreover, the advantage of the northerly win it. It 
was therefore decided to take the fleet to Mah£, 
whence it is proposed to despatch an expedition 
against Anjeii^oarid Tellicherry. The t ouncil also 
arrived at the conclusion that for the time being, 
the ship could not return to France. 

These matters will come to light more clearly 
to-morrow, or the day after, when I shall record 
them more fully. For this purpose, 1 leave Home 
space * below. 

This morning at half-past 10, letters addressed 
to M, Dupleix, bv MM. do la Bonrdonnais and 
d'Esprem^nil, were received by the mail from Madras. 
The same post brought to me a letter, dated the 2nd 
Arppisi (15th October) from Kiindai Guruvt.ppa 
Chetti, which ran us follows:— 

« The French ship Bourbon was also wrecked in 
the roads at Covelong, in the outer surf. Flanks 
and fragments of wood from her, us well as some of 
the cargo with which she was laden are being thrown 
ashore. The goods cast up are being carried off 
by the people of Covelong, and consequently M. de 
la Bonrdonnais lias sent M. Desjardins there, with 
a hundred soldiers. The Marie Gertrude, and the 
sloop wrecked at Covelong, had some cargo on board, 
and were not empty as I originally stated that

they were. The elation of M, do la Bourdonnais has 
entirely disappeared, and bis caves at id anxieties at 
the present time are beyond all description. None 
of the other ships have as yet reappeared. What 
further transpires will be communicated to you in 
due course. The young men of Snnguvar’s family, 
who had betaken themselves to Madras, and quitted 
it after a day’s stay, have since returned on account 
of a suit against them by a Pathdn.’’ 

[r, the same letter, Guruvappa Chetti requested 
instructions as to whether he was to continue to 
remain where tie was, or return to Pondichevy. in 
reply, he was asked to advise me as to who could be 
entrusted at Madras with the commission of writing, 
from time to time, letters conveying intelligence 
to me, 

M. da la Uourdonnais is said to have addressed a 
very humble letter to the Governor of Pondicbery, 
regretting that he should have been the cause of 
a stigma on his reputation. M. Mi ran told me 
that he had heard the Governor speak to one or two 
persons, in the following terms ; ** What is the use 
of his writing such a letter to me after he has done 
everything just as he pleased.” 

It appears to me that God has brought about 
this tempest to humble his pride, atul that He has 
deliberately caused this disaster to his ships, in view 
to an accusation being brought against him both 
here, and in France, and thus effecting his ruin. 
People arc unanimously of this opinion, They 
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further believe that in consideration of all bis deceit 
and treachery. Heaven will mete out other troubles 
to him. He has ruined many merchants, and several 
of the inhabitants, and has misappropriated their 
property. We now sue how much benefit ho has 
derived from such deeds 1 We shall learn, in due 
coarse, what more awaits him, 

A comm uni cation bus been received from A root 
stating that A[iwar-ud-din KUin is improving in 
health^ and that Muhammad ’All Khun lias crossed 
the Pemmr, with his camp, and is marching onwards. 

The main business of this day was furnishing the 
ships here with a supply of water. It would appear 
that nothing else was done. It is however said 
that eighly of the bales of broad-cloth with which 
M. Benoit's ship arrived laden from Madras, have 
been lauded* 

Tiinappa Moduli, the brother of Kanakmaya 
Mudali, can never adequately discharge his obliga¬ 
tions to me for all the assistance that 1 have 
rendered to him—not even by worshipping me and 
praying for my incarnation as his offspring, and 
vowing to give my name to that child. The whole 
world knows the services rendered by me, and the 
interest that I took in establishing him in his present 
position and affl uence, 1 need not refer to thera here. 
Forgetting Jill this, lie is now so ungrateful that he 
does not scruple lo revile me for the most paltry 
matter, and to exhibit hostility towards me; indeed 
he is very watchful in this respect. But God will 
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never countenance his designs: I know this for 
certain, and every one does so too, and it strikes me 
that He will, ere long, bring upon him troubles, and 
subject him to anxieties. It seems to me this man 
cannot escape these. If snob a being a3 God exists, 
this must come to puss.

In the course of searching old records at Madras for 
information with regard to Mr. Stmt ton, a carious account 
of the fir^t attack made by the FrencL oa Fort St. George, 
as well us of the investment bj- fcL de la Bonirdcmnais, has 
been discovered in one of the diaries of what was, at the 
time, the Company ? s factory at Tellicherry. 

When the establishment at that place was abolished, the 
records connected with it wore transferred to Calicut, and 
subsequently forwarded, for safe custody, to Madras. It is 
hardly likely that any historian would, in the expectation of 
finding ir. them anything bearing upon the operations of 
the French against Madras, have examined the records of 
so remote an oat-elation as Tellieherry. There therefore 
seeniK but little doubt that this is the fir*t time that this 
quaint and interesting tale has been published* Even if thin 
is not the ease, it is, 1 oonsider, w ell worthy of reproduction 
here. 

An exact copy of it is given* To this I have thought 
it desirable to add some further extract* bearing upon what 
occurred after the fall of Fort Si. George, as well us a few 
foot-notes, 

A* regards the story told in the first of the following 
extracts* this, in more than one place, partake* somewhat 
strongly of romance, but the main facts appear to be 
correctly recorded. 

At page 137 of Malleson ff s History the Fiw/j in India ( 
there is a statement that the French squadron 11 sailing 
along the coast, succeeded in capturing two small ships in 
the Madras roads/* This is not only at variance with what 
appear* m the extract now given* Onat/s History, and 
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]?!iuga Fillai’s diftry, but it is apposed to whftt is contained 
hi the annexed translation of an extract of a letter from 
M*de lEi Bourdonmds to M. Orry , Comptroller-General, tinted 
Madras, 2nd September 1T46, referring to th* first expedi¬ 
tion of the French to Mailing ami the reasons for despatching 
it t which 1 have found in Memoir? pww Je Sieur Je la 
Bonrdomiais (l 7 50)* 

1 T wjis nt the time so uidipp^td thai I went mi shore. But 
in order that loss of time might not arise from my illness l 
mv eqnadron^ under the command of M, do hi Porte Bar rtf, 1 o 
attempt the capture of flume ship which were anchored there [at 
Madras] r It peached its destination, and would have returned 
with no other result* than tiring a few cannon shot, and being 
fiivd on in reply, had it not, on its way hack* captured a couple 
of small prizes , 11 

This eunmlative evidence establishes the incorrectness of 
the version given by Maltesuo of the results of the attack 
of Ihe French un Fort St. George, and shows that so far as 
the object with which it was despatched wafl concerned it 
was a distinct failure. 

According to Ranga Pilki (p. 2GJ), the capture of the 
two Fnglish ships was effected ofF Covelung t 20 miles south 
of Madras. This seems very probable. It certainly did not 
occur in the Madras roads.
